To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  'Representatives  of  the  Gommomvealth 
of  Massachusetts  in  General  Court  assembled. 

We  respectfully  submit  the  thirty-sixth  annual  report  of  the 
Board  of  Eailroad  Commissioners  :  — 


EAILEOAD  COEPOEATIONS. 


Returns  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1904,  have  been  re- 
ceived from  forty-seven  railroad  corporations.  Eleven  only 
of  these  corporations  have  been  engaged  in  actual  railroad 
operation.  Three  of  them,  the  Boston  and  Albany  (New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River,  lessee),  the  Boston  and  Maine,  and 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford,  have  operated  over 
96  per  cent  of  the  railroad  mileage  and  conducted  nearly  98 
per  cent  of  the  entire  passenger  and  freight  business  covered 
by  the  statistics  hereinafter  given. 

Changes  in  the  number  of  corporations  making  return  to  the 
Board  have  been  few  in  the  last  ten  years.  As  new  companies 
there  were  added  to  the  list  in  1895  the  Cape  Ann  Granite  and 
the  Providence  and  Springfield,  and  in  1897  the  Chester  and 
Becket.  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River,  lessee  of  the 
Boston  and  Albany,  has  made  return  since  1901.  In  1895  the 
Brookline  and  Pepperell  was  consolidated  with  the  Fitchburg. 
In  1897  the  Worcester  and  Shrewsbury,  a  narrow  gauge  road, 
was  made  a  part  of  the  Worcester  Consolidated  street  railway. 
In  1898  the  Fall  River  was  consolidated  with  the  Old  Colony, 
and  in  1901  the  Central  Massachusetts  was  merged  with  the 
Boston  and  Maine.  The  merger  of  the  New  England  with  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford,  anticipated  in  the  report 
of  the  Board  for  1899,  has  not  yet  been  completed.  Within 
the  period  named  several  roads,  the  New  York  and  Boston 
Inland,  in  1896,  the  Martha's  Vineyard,  in  1897,  and  the 
Southbridge,  Sturbridge  and  Brookfield,  in  1898,  have  been 
abandoned. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  net  decrease  (owing 
to  changes  in  location  and  remeasurements)  of  2.540  miles  in 
the  length  of  railroad  line  located  in  this  state,  an  increase  of 
2.010  miles  of  second  main  track  and  an  increase  of  20.720 
miles  of  side  track. 
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There  are  now  in  Massachusetts  2,108.420  miles  of  main  and 
branch  railroad  line.  The  total  length  of  railroad  track  within 
the  state,  including  second,  third  and  fourth  main  track  and 
side  track,  is  4,490.304  miles. 

Railroad  Interest  in  Street  Rah^ways. 

A  prominent  feature  in  the  recent  history  of  steam  railroads 
has  been  the  growth  of  a  policy  favoring  the  purchase  of  street 
railway  properties.  Whatever  may  be  urged  against  this 
policy,  it  may  be  said  in  its  favor  that  it  brings  into  the  con- 
duct of  street  railway  aifairs  the  judgment  and  knowledge 
which  come  from  long  experience  in  dealing  with  transporta- 
tion problems  and  as  well  greater  financial  strength  and  larger 
resources. 

The  usefulness  of  the  street  railway  in  bringing  people  to 
the  steam  railroad  from  the  different  sections  of  the  cities  and 
towns  which  it  serves  and  in  distributing  them  again  at  the 
end  of  the  railroad  journey  will  be  generally  recognized.  Even 
where  these  railwaj^s  have  been  interurban  in  character  and  to 
some  extent  competitors  of  the  railroads,  we  doubt  if  the  pass- 
ing of  control  into  the  hands  of  their  rivals  need  be  attended 
by  detriment  to  the  public  interests.  The  competition  between 
the  steam  railroad  and  the  street  railway  must  eventually  end 
in  each  system  giving  to  the  public  the  service  which  it  is  best 
capable  of  performing,  and  it  is  by  no  means  clear  that  in  order 
to  bring  this  about  in  the  wisest  way  it  is  at  all  essential  that 
the  competitive  conflict  between  these  companies  be  prolonged. 
The  two  systems  ought  to  work  together  advantageously  under 
one  administration,  subject,  as  they  would  be,  to  the  super- 
vision enforced  under  our  statutes,  changes  in  service  upon  one 
or  the  other  being  made  only  in  furtherance  of  a  greater  com- 
fort and  convenience  in  travel. 

The  laws  of  neighborino-  states  encourasre  this  evolution  in 
transportation  enterprise.  A  review  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
reasons  for  the  present  character  of  our  laws  upon  this  subject 
would  seem  to  be  timely.  ,

The  amount  of  real  estate  mortgages  outstanding  June  30,  1904, 
was,  $683,300.00  — a  decrease  of  $175,000.00  from  the  previous  four 
years. 

The, total  unfunded  debt,  including  the  above  mortgages,  was  $26,- 
328,621.15  —  an  increase  of  $1,321,302.72  over  the  previous  year. 

The  gross  debt,  funded  and  unfunded,  was  $179,169,979.56  —  an 
increase  of  $20,727,306.12.

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  were  reported  during  the 
year  36  accidents  from  which  no  personal  injury  resulted. 

The  total  number  of  casualties,  namely,  862,  shows  an  in- 
crease of  21  over  the  number  reported  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1903,  and  a  decrease  of  85  from  the  average  number  re- 
ported annually  for  the  preceding  ten  years.  Of  the  whole 
number  of  casualties,  264  were  fatal,  as  against  263  reported 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  and  as  compared  with  an 
average  of  234  for  the  preceding  ten  years,  while  598  were  not 
fatal,  as  compared  with  578  for  the  preceding  year  and  as 
against  an  average  of  713  for  the  preceding  ten-year  period. 

Of  the  total  number  of  persons  injured,  26  wxre  children,  — 
9  fatally. 

Pctssenge7's. 
Of  the  total  number  of  passengers  killed,  2  were  killed  from 
causes  beyond  their  own  control  and  2  were  killed  through 
their  own  fault  or  imprudence.  Of  the  total  number  injured, 
namely,  70,  32  were  injured  from  causes  beyond  their  own 
control,  while  38  were  injured  through  their  own  fault.  The 
total  number  of  passengers  killed  and  injured  during  the  pre- 
ceding year  was  7  and  49  respectively.  The  average  number 
of  passengers  killed  and  injured  annually  during  the  ten  years 
1894-1903,  was  8  and  92  respectively.

The  total  number  of  trespassers  killed  during  the  j'^ear  was 
139,  of  whom  134  were  unlawfully  on  the  track  and  5  were 
unlawfully  on  cars.  Trespassers  injured  numbered  75,  51 
being  unlawfully  on  the  track  and  24  unlawfully  on  cars. 
There  were  4  probable  suicides. 

The  number  of  trespassers  killed  and  injured  during  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1903,  was  128  and  44  respectively,  while  the 
average  number  for  the  ten  preceding  years  was  130  and  9(3 
respectively. 

There  were  3  persons  killed  and  7  injured  whose  proper 
classification  in  the  reports  of  accidents  was  undeterminable.

The  following  work  has  been  done  by  the  railroad  companies  during 
the  past  year  :  — 

On  the  Boston  &  Albany  railroad  one  new  plate  girder  bridge  of 
two  spans  has  been  built  on  the  Saxonville  branch,  two  plate  girder 
spans  and  one  riveted  lattice  bridge  have  been  rebuilt  as  plate  girders, 
and  one  wooden  truss  span  has  been  replaced  by  I-beams. 

On  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  &  Lynn  railroad  the  pile  bridge  over 
the  Saugus  River  has  been  repaired  and  somewhat  strengthened. 

On  the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad  the  following  work  has  been  done 
on  the  different  divisions :  On  the  Eastern  division,  one  wooden 
stringer  span  has  been  strengthened  by  placing  a  pile  bent  beneath 
it,  and  one  pile  bridge  has  been  partly  rebuilt ;  on  the  Western  divi- 
sion, three  new  plate  girder  bridges  have  been  built  in  the  abolition 
of  grade  crossings  at  Maiden,  and  one  wooden  stringer  span  has  been 
rebuilt ;  on  the  Southern  division,  two  pile  bridges  have  been  rebuilt 
and  repairs  made  to  several  other  structures  ;  on  the  Massachusetts 
Central  branch,  four  wooden  stringer  spans  have  been  rebuilt ;  on  the 
Worcester  and  Nashua  division,  one  plate  girder  bridge  has  been 
filled,  and  one  stone  arch  has  had  the  wing  walls  buttressed ;  on  the 
Nashua,  Acton  &  Boston  branch,  one  pile  bridge  has  been  strength- 
ened ;  on  the  Connecticut  River  division,  one  plate  girder  bridge  has 
been  rebuilt ;  on  the  Fitchburg  division,  the  Charles  River  draw  has 
been  rebuilt,  two  riveted  truss  spans  have  been  replaced  by  plate 
girders,  and  the  masonry  of  a  wooden  stringer  span  has  been  rebuilt. 
On  this  division  some  new  bridges  have  been  reported  this  year  which 
were  previously  supposed  to  be  less  than  ten  feet  in  span. 

On  the  New  London  Northern  railroad  one  wooden  stringer  span 
has  been  rebuilt. 
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On  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  railroad  the  following 
work  has  been  done  on  the  different  divisions  :  On  the  Midland  divi- 
sion, one  wooden  stringer  span  has  been  filled,  two  plate  girder  spans 
have  been  rebuilt,  one  wooden  truss  bridge  has  been  replaced  by 
plate  girders,  one  wooden  stringer  span  has  been  replaced  by  plate 
girders,  and  one  pile  bridge  has  been  strengthened  ;  on  the  Shore  Line 
division,  one  wooden  stringer  span  and  one  braced  I-beam  span  have 
been  replaced  by  plate  girders,  and  one  wooden  trestle  has  been  partly 
replaced  by  I-beams  ;  on  the  Northampton  division,  two  new  plate 
girder  bridges  have  been  built,  and  one  plate  girder  bridge  replaced 
by  I-beams  ;  on  the  Berkshire  division,  four  pile  bridges  have  been 
rebuilt  and  six  strengthened ;  two  wooden  trestles  and  two  I-beams 
have  been  strengthened,  one  plate  girder  span  has  been  replaced  by 
I-beams,  and  five  plate  girder  spans  have  been  strengthened,  two 
wooden  stringer  spans  have  been  replaced  by  I-beams,  one  by  plate 
girders,  and  one  span  rebuilt  as  a  wooden  stringer  ;  on  the  Worcester 
division,  five  plate  girder  spans  have  been  rebuilt,  a  trussed  wooden 
stringer  span  on  a  siding  replaced  by  a  plate  girder,  and  one  Howe 
truss  span  replaced  by  plate  girders ;  on  the  Providence  division,  one 
wooden  stringer  span  has  been  replaced  by  I-beams ;  on  the  Old 
Colony  system,  seven  new  plate  girder  bridges  have  been  built  (five 
of  them  at  Fall  River),  one  plate  girder  spahshas  been  filled,  one  new 
I-beam  bridge  has  been  built,  one  new  riveted  truss  has  been  built, 
one  new  brick  arch  has  been  built,  six  plate  girder,  one  I-beam  and 
seventeen  wooden  stringer  spans  have  been  rebuilt  (one  of  the  latter 
only  partially),  one  new  jack-knife  draw  span  built  on  the  Boston  Y, 
three  wooden  stringer  spans,  two  pile  bridges  and  one  wooden  trestle 
have  been  strengthened,  one  pile  bridge  and  one  wooden  truss  bridge 
have  been  rebuilt,  and  nine  pile  bridges  have  been  repaired.

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Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Companies. 

Annual  reports  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1904, 
have  been  received  from  one  hundred  and  two  street  railway 
companies. 

Reports  of  the  operations  of  the  Amesbury  and  Hampton 
(Exeter,  Hampton  and  Amesbury,  of  New  Hampshire,  lessee) 
and  of  the  Haverhill  and  Plaistow  (Exeter,  Hampton  and 
Amesbury,  of  New  Hampshire,  lessee),  and  of  the  Webster 
and  Dudley  and  the  Worcester  and  Webster  (Consolidated  — 
formerly  Worcester  and  Connecticut  Eastern  —  of  Connecti- 
cut, lessee),  were  also  received.  \ 

Companies  added  to  the  List. 

Two  new  companies  were  organized  during  the  year  under 
the  general  law  and  added  to  the  list,  namely,  the  Horse  Neck 
Beach  and  the  Plymouth,  Carver  and  Wareham. 

The  Lowell,  Acton  and  Maynard,  organized  under  special 
law,  having  built  and  operated  its  railway,  has  been  added  to 
the  list. 

Companies  dropped  from  the  List. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  ten  companies  have  been  dropped 
from  the  list,  as  follows  :  The  Gloucester  and  Rockport,  the 
Greenfield  and  Deerfield,  the  Haverhill  and  Andover,  the  Law- 
rence and  Reading,  the  Middleton  and  Danvers,  the  Milton, 
the  Phillipston,  and  the  Reading,  Wakefield  and  Lynnfield 
having  been  consolidated  with  other  companies  ;  the  Cape  Cod, 
the  construction  of  its  railway  having  been  abandoned  ;  and 
the  Marlborough,  its  property  having  been  sold  under  fore- 
closure. 
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Consolidation  of  Companies. 

During-  the  year  the  Commonwealth  Avenue  (December  31, 
1903)  and  the  Wellesley  and  Boston  (December  31,  1903) 
were  consolidated  with  the  Newton ;  the  Framingham  Union 
(December  21,  1903)  with  the  Framingham,  Southborough 
and  Marlborough ;  the  Framingham,  Southborough  and  Marl- 
borough (February  1,  1904)  with  the  Boston  and  Worcester; 
and  the  Marlborough  and  Framingham  (December  21,  1903) 
with  the  Boston  and  Worcester. 

The  individual  companies  have  made  reports  to  these  several 
dates. 

Operation  of  Companies. 
Owing  to  consolidations  there  were  at  the  end  of  the  year 
ninety-seven  existing  companies.  Of  this  number  sixty-six 
operated  their  railways ;  five  railways  were  operated  by  re- 
ceivers ;  nineteen  Avere  operated  under  lease  or  contract  by 
other  companies,  in  four  instances  foreign  companies  ;  one  was 
being  constructed  ;  one  was  not  in  operation  ;  and  five  com- 
panies had  organized  and  paid  in  a  portion  of  their  capital 
stock  but  had  not  commenced  the  construction  of  their  rail- 
ways. 

Railway  Mileage. 

New  Mileage. 
There  have  been  added  during  the  last  year  to  the  mileage 
of  the  Massachusetts  companies  32.839  miles  of  street  railway 
line  and  18.903  miles  of  second  track,  makjng  51.742  miles 
of  additional  main  track.  There  have  also  been  added  1.838 
miles  of  side  track,  making  a  total  addition  of  53.580  miles  of 
track  reckoned  as  sino-le  track. 

Mileage  Owned. 
The  Massachusetts  companies  now  own  2,191.812  miles  of 
street  railway  lines,  382.840  miles  of  second  main  track  and 
149.660  miles  of  side  track,  making  a  total  length  of  track 
owned  2,724.312  miles.  This  statement  excludes  the  track  in 
the  subway. 
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All  of  the  street  railway  mileage  owned  is  located  in  this 
state  except  18.766  miles  of  main  track  and  .760  of  a  mile  of 
side  track  belonging  to  the  Woonsocket,  —  in  all  19.526  miles 
of  track,  — which  is  located  in  Rhode  Island.  All  the  track 
owned  is  surface  street  railway  track,  with  the  exception  of 
6.644  miles  of  elevated  railway  line  and  6.468  miles  of  ele- 
vated second  track.  Of  the  sidings,  all  are  surface  track  with 
the  exception  of  2.903  miles  of  elevated  track.  All  of  the 
elevated  track  is  confined  to  Boston. 

The  Old  Colony  leases  and  operates  the  Newport  and  Fall 
River,  having  a  mileage  of  18.926  miles,  located  in  Rhode 
Island ;  and  the  Boston  and  Northern  leases  and  operates  the 
Nashua,  having  a  mileage  of  14.899  miles  located  in  New 
Hampshire.  Accordingly  52.591  miles  of  main  track  were 
operated  outside  the  state. 

Mileage  Operated. 
The  total  miles  of  main  track  (including  trackage  rights) 
operated  is  2,654.479, — an  increas^of  33.517  over  the  pre- 
vious year. 

Street  Railway  Conditions. 

The  street  railway  returns  of  the  year  are  suggestive.  Of 
seventj^-four  operating  companies,  thirt}'^  failed  to  earn  expenses 
and  fixed  charges  :  twenty-five  paid  dividends  ;  of  the  twenty- 
five  which  paid  dividends  fourteen  earned  them  during  the 
year.  Five  companies,  as  stated  above,  have  been  in  the  hands 
of  receivers. 

Verj^  few  companies  beside  keeping  their  railways  in  good 
repair  reserved  for  depreciation  what  prudent  management- 
would  require.  Generally  present  necessities  only  have  been 
met,  the  future  with  its  inevitable  expense  of  replacement  and 
reconstruction  being  allowed  to  look  out  for  itself. 

Under  chapter  483  of  the  Acts  of  1902  the  Board  prepares 
a  yearly  list  of  companies  which  appear  from  their  returns  to 
have  properly  earned  and  paid  a  dividend  of  at  least  five  per 
cent  for  the  five  years  immediately  preceding.  Thirteen  com- 
panies were  found  to  be  entitled  to  a  place  upon  the  list  sub- 
mitted in  January,  1903;  the  list  of  January,  1904,  contained 
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the  names  of  twelve  companies ;  that  submitted  this  year  con- 
tains the  names  of  ten  companies. 

Our  attention  lias  been  repeatedly  called    to  the    unusual 
expenses  consequent  upon  the  severity  of  last  winter's  weather 
and  to  the  loss  of  receipts  in  the  summer  owing  to  the  coolness 
of  the  season.     But  it  is  not  safe  to  count  upon  mild  winters 
and  warm  summers  in  this  part  of  the  country,  and  while  it  is 
agreed  that  the  past  year  was  an  extraordinary  one  it  is  plain 
that  the  weather  did  not  drive  five  companies  into  insolvency 
and  others  perilously  near  it.     The  evil  is  more  radical.     In 
the  early  days  of  the  change  from  horse  to  electric  railway,  pro- 
motion ran  wild  with  the  idea  that  immense  profits  were  to  be 
realized  in  the  extension  of  the  old  and  in  the  construction  of 
new  railways  as  electric  roads  in  any  and  every  direction  ;  that 
where  no  business  was  in  sight,   it  would  appear  under  the 
creative  magic  of  the  electric  car.    The  test  of  this  opinion,  nec- 
essarily a  test  of  years  in  which  novelty  disappears,  is  now  prac- 
tically complete.     Experience  has  shown  that  with  the  more 
expensive  roadbed  and  equipment,  the  heavier  rail  and  larger 
cars,  there  has  not  been  the  corresponding  and  expected  devel- 
opment of  permanent  business.     Operating  cost,  too,  in  heating 
cars  and  in  repair  and  renewal  of  plant,  has  proved  larger  than 
was  expected.     With  the  new  accommodation  and  the  nearer 
approach  to  railroad  conditions  has  come  the  increased  demand 
of  the  public  for  expenditures  in  the  interest  of  safet}^  and  com- 
fort which  had  not  been  counted  upon,  as  for  example,  in  con- 
struction of  double  track,  installment  of  signal  systems  and 
establishment  of  waiting  rooms.     Hurried  along  by  the  natural 
enthusiasm  for  the  new  type  of  railway  with  its  many  most 
attractive  features,  capital,  sometimes  deliberately  misled,  has 
been  invested  in  undertakings  for  which  there  was  no  sufficient 
demand  and  which  are  now  represented  by  roads  run,  not  only 
without  return  upon  the  investment,  but  at  an  actual  loss  of 
capital.     In  such  cases  the  future  promises  as  possible  events  : 
the  acceptance  of  an  unsatisfactory  service  as  better  than  noth- 
ing ;  an  increase  in  fares ;  or  the  abandonment  of  the  railway. 
It  is  a  source  of  gratification  that  under  our  restrictive  laws, 
while  capital  has  taken  its  own  risk  as  to  the  earning  capacity 
of  these  enterprises,  in  no  case  has  there  been  an  issue  of  stock 
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or  bonds  in  excess  of  the  fair  cost  of  the  railway  property,  to 
act  as  a  contributing  factor  to  the  existing  troubles. 

Upon  some  railways  fares  have  been  raised,  and  with  en- 
couraging results,  but  this  action  is  usually  unpopular  and  is 
often  taken  at  the  risk  of  lessening  the  volume  of  business.  It 
is,  moreover,  at  times  complicated  by  agreements  made  be- 
tween companies  and  town  officials  when  locations  and  privi- 
leges in  the  streets  were  granted.  If,  however,  this  is  the 
remed}^,  it  is  better  that  it  be  applied  than  that  the  public  lose 
the  benefits  which  the  railways  bring. 

Another  incident  of  the  present  situation  has  been  the  en- 
forcement upon  certain  systems  of  a  seemingly  arbitrary  dis- 
tinction between  the  long  and  the  short  distance  ride,  to  the 
provocation  of  the  through  traveller,  who  is  loth  to  admit  that 
there  is  any  justification  for  it.  The  zone  system  has  never 
been  favored  in  this  state.  Instead  there  has  been  adopted  the 
five-cent  fare  within  city  and  town  limits,  in  some  cases  be- 
tween centers  of  adjoining  towns.  As  new  grants  of  location 
have  been  sought  the  five-cent  fare  has  been  made  good  for 
greater  and  greater  distances,  frequently  through  the  use  of 
transfer  checks.  This  low  fare  promotes  a  better  distribution 
of  population  in  large  communities  and  is  conveniently  paid 
and  collected,  while  the  company  has  been  enabled  to  reap  a 
profit  in  the  frequency  with  which  cars  have  been  filled  and 
refilled  with  persons  taking  short  rides.  In  one  notable  and 
exceptional  instance  this  fare  covers  five  cities  which  were 
deemed  to  be  so  closely  connected  as  to  make  practically  one 
continuous  community  and  so  to  give  the  company  the  advan- 
tage of  continually  changing  patronage  from  point  to  point. 
The  attempt,  however*,  upon  interurban  lines  to  maintain  these 
local  concessions  and  at  the  same  time  to  establish  a  sort  of 
mileage  basis  for  through  travel,  with  arbitrary  fare  limits,  has 
naturally  led  to  frequent  complaints  from  those  who  think  they 
are  unjustly  denied  privileges  which  are  given  to  others.  The 
companies  as  well  as  the  travelling  public  would  be  benefited 
by  the  establishment  of  a  more  satisfactory  system  of  fares 
upon  these  railways.  Much  study  has  been  and  is  being  given 
to  the  matter,  but  as  yet  the  problem  remains  unsolved. 
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Changes  in  Laws. 
Confusion  exists  in  some  of  the  street  railway  laws  in  con- 
sequence of  legislation  at  different  times  to  accomplish  specific 
purposes  under  new  conditions  without  regard  to  harmony  in 
the  whole  body  of  law.  An  illustration  is  found  in  the  follow- 
ing sections  of  chapter  11 2  of  the  Revised  Laws  : 

Section  40.  The  board  of  aldermen  or  the  selectmen  shall  from 
time  to  time  establish  such  regulations  as  to  the  rate  of  speed  and 
as  to  the  mode  of  use  of  the  tracks  within  their  city  or  town  as 
the  interest  and  convenience  of  the  public  may  require,  subject  to 
the  approval,  revision  or  alteration  of  the  board  of  railroad  commis- 
sioners ;  and  a  street  railway  company  whose  servants  or  agents  wil- 
fully or  negligently  violate  any  such  regulation  shall  forfeit  not  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Section  42.  The  board  of  aldermen  or  the  selectmen  may  from 
time  to  time  make  such  regulations  as  to  the  manner  and  extent  of 
use  of  tracks,  and  the  number  and  routes  of  cars  of  any  and  all  com- 
panies which  run  over  such  tracks  within  their  city  or  town,  as  the 
interest  of  public  travel  may  require,  and,  subject  thereto,  the  direc- 
tors of  a  street  railway  company  may  from  time  to  time  establish 
regulations  for  the  use  of  its  road  and  cars,  subject  to  the  approval, 
revision  or  alteration  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners. 

We  believe  it  would  make  for  a  more  effective  administration 
of  the  laws  governing  street  railways  if  such  statutes  were  re- 
vised upon  some  simple  principle  which  shall  preserve  original 
jurisdiction  in  local  boards  and  give  supervisory  power  to  this 
Board  as  the  public  good  may  require. 

In  organizing  street  railway  companies  the  amount  of  capital 
stock  which  must  be  named  in  the  agreement  of  association  is 
now  fixed  at  ten  thousand  dollars  for  each  mile  of  proposed 
railway  unless  the  railway  is  to  be  wholly  outside  of  any  city, 
in  which  case  it  may  be  not  less  than  twenty-five  hundred  dol- 
lars. It  was  the  evident  purpose  of  the  Legislature  to  require 
as  a  preliminary  step  in  these  proceedings  a  subscription  of 
capital  which  would  be  fairly  commensurate  with  the  under- 
taking. The  difference  between  the  character,  and  so  the  cost, 
of  roadbed  and  equipment  now  demanded  in  building  street 
railways  and  that  demanded  in  the  da3^s  of  horse  railways,  at 
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which  time  the  present  laws  were  enacted,  is  very  marked.  If 
the  policy  named,  which  we  believe  is  a  good  one,  is  not  to  be 
abandoned  the  amount  of  capital  required  to  be  stated  in  the 
ao;reement  of  association  should  be  increased. 

We  also  renew  the  recommendation  of  last  year  that  street 
railway  companies  be  given  a  larger  right  to  construct  their 
roads  upon  private  lands  in  cases  where  the  public  interests 
would  be  thereby  promoted.  It  is  surely  better  that  such 
authority  be  given  by  general  laws  under  suitable  restriction 
than  that  it  should  be  obtained  by  way  of  special  acts  which 
change  an  existing  polic}^  under  circumstances  that  often  for- 
bid close  scrutiny  of  purposes  and  careful  consideration  of 
reasons. 

During  the  year  343  docketed -eases  and  185  formal  com- 
plaints in  addition  to  the  docketed  cases  have  been  presented 
and  considered,  in  connection  with  which  357  public  hearings 
have  been  given.

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Capital  Stock  and  Dividends. 

The  aggregate  capital  stock  of  the  ninety-seven  companies,  Septem- 
ber 30,  1904,  was  $68,542,037.50,  —  a  net  increase  of  $137,558.00 
over  the  preceding  year. 

Dividends. 

The  total  amount  of  dividends  declared  the  last  year  was  $3,214,- 
496.24,  —  a  decrease  of  $371,752  over  the  preceding  year.  Thirty- 
eight  out  of  the  one  hundred  and  two  companies  paid  dividends 
ranging  from  1  to  11  per  cent,  and  sixty-four  companies  declared  or 
paid  no  dividends. 

One  company  paid  11  per  cent;  one  paid  10  per  cent;  five  paid  8 
per  cent ;  one  paid  8  per  cent  on  preferred  and  7  per  cent  on  com- 
mon ;  one  paid  7.22  per  cent ;  one  paid  7.20  per  cent ;  one  paid  7 
per  cent;  ten  paid  6  per  cent;  one  paid  5.5  per  cent;  six  paid  5 
per  cent ;  two  paid  4  per  cent ;  one  paid  3.75  per  cent ;  two  paid  3  per 
cent;  one  paid  2.5  per  cent;  one  paid  2  per  cent;  one  paid  1.5  per 
cent ;   and  two  paid  1  per  cent.

The  aggregate  funded  debt  of  the  companies,  September  30,  1904, 
was  $46,674,884,  —  an  increase  of    $5,263,384  over  the  preceding 
year. 

Floating  Debt. 
The  amount  of  real  estate  mortgages  outstanding  September  30, 
1904,  was  $62,000,  —  a  decrease  of  $10,000  from  the  preceding  year. 
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The  total  unfunded  debt,  including  the  above  mortgages,  was 
$20,832,564,  — a  decrease  of  $2,472,867. 

The  gross  debt,  funded  and  unfunded,  was  $67,507,448,  —  an 
increase  of  $2,790,517. 

The  net  debt  (the  gross  debt  less  $6,554,738  of  cash  and  current 
assets)  was  $60,952,710,  —  an  increase  of  $6,690,825.

The  total  capital  investment  (capital  stock  and  net  debt)  of  the 
street  railway  companies  of  the  state  advanced  the  last  year  from 
$122,666,365  to  $129,494,748, —  an  increase  of  $6,828,383. 


Cost  and  Capital  Investment  per  Mile. 
The  average  cost  of  the  street  railways  of  the  state,  per  mile  of 
main  track  (including  the  cost  but  not  the  length  of  side  track) ,  as  it 
stood  on  the  books  of  the  companies  September  30,  1904,  was  $27,- 
025.14  for  construction  ;  $10,176.73  for  equipment ;  and  $13,105.68 
for  lands,  buildings  (including  power  plants)  and  other  permanent 
property,  —  making  a  total  average  cost  of  $50,307.55  per  mile  of 
main  track.

Street  Railway  Accidents. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  injured  in  connection  with  street 
railway  operation,  as  reported  by  the  companies  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1904,  was  5,078,  of  whom  92  received  fatal  injuries, 
and  4,986  injuries  not  fatal. 

The  number  of  passengers  injured  was  3,372,  of  whom  21  were  in- 
jured fatally. 

The  injuries  to  employees  were  161  in  all,  5  of  which  were  fatal. 

The  number  of  injuries  to  travellers  and  others  on  the  street  was 
1,545,  of  which  66  were  fatal.

From  the  above  table  it  appears  that  5  more  passengers,  4  less  em- 
ployees, and  7  more  travellers  and  other  persons  on  the  street,  re- 
ceived fatal  injuries  than  in  1903. 
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Of  those  receiving  injuries  not  fatal,  there  were  reported  799  more 
passengers,  4  more  employees,  and  293  more  travellers  and  other 
persons  on  the  street,  than  in  1903. 

Altogether,  there  appear  to  have  been  injured,  fatally  and  other- 
wise, 804  more  passengers,  and  300  more  travellers  and  other  per- 
sons,—  in  all  1,104  more,  —  the  last  than  the  preceding  year.

Street  Railway  Bridges. 

To    the    Board  of  Railroad    Commissioners,  Hon.    James    F.   Jackson, 

Chairman. 

Gentlemen  :  —  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  statement  with 
reference  to  the  street  railway  bridges  in  this  Commonwealth  for  the 
year  1904:  — 

There  are  now  415  bridge  spans  classified  upon  our  list  as  street 
railway  bridges,  including  all  bridges  which  either  have  been  built  or 
are  maintained,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  street  railway  companies  and 
for  which  they  are  therefore  in  some  degree  responsible.  These  may 
be  classified  as  follows  :  42  pile  bridges,  28  wooden  trestles,  10  steel 
trestles,  40  wooden  stringers,  4  braced  or  trussed  wooden  stringers, 
4  wooden  trusses,  6  stone  or  brick  arches,  106  I-beams,  83  plate 
girders,  76  riveted  trusses,  12  pin  connected  trusses,  and  4  movable 
bridges. 

Since  last  year  several  bridges  hitherto  classified  as  street  railway 
bridges  have  been  removed  from  the  list,  either  because  they  have 
been  abandoned  or  because  they  have  been  found  to  be  not  properly 
street  railway  bridges.  On  the  other  hand  a  number  of  new  bridges 
have  been  constructed. 

The  following  table  gives  a  comparison  of  the  bridge  work  for 
which  plans  have  been  finally  approved  and  the  structures  completed, 
as  compared  with  the  work  done  during  1903  :  —

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It  was  observed  last  year  that  the  construction  of  new  bridges  had 
proceeded"  less  rapidly  than  during  1902,  the  number  of  new  bridges 
built  in  1902  being  less  than  in  1901.  A  further  reduction  in  number 
is  apparent  this  year,  there  having  been  16  new  bridges  built  in  1904 
as  against  20  in  1903,  excluding  in  each  case  highway  bridges  which 
have  been  strengthened,  and  thus  appear  on  our  list  for  the  first  time, 
though  not  new  structures.  The  new  bridges  built  have  generally 
been  built  strictly  according  to  the  specifications  recently  approved 
by  the  Board,  although  in  a  few  instances  some  variation  has  been 
allowed,  either  because  of  local  conditions  or  because  the  street  rail- 
way company  desired  to  have  the  structure  approved  for  lighter  cars 
than  those  adopted  in  the  specifications  of  the  Board. 

The  following  table  gives  the  length  of  bridges  of  different  mate- 
rials at  the  present  time  as  compared  with  corresponding  figures  of  a

It  will  be  noted  that  the  length  of  wooden  bridges  has  slightly  de- 
creased, the  length  of  stone  bridges  has  remained  the  same,  while  the 
length  of  metal  bridges  has  somewhat  increased,  owing  to  the  replacing 
of  several  wooden  bridges  with  metal  and  to  the  building  of  a  number 
of  new  metal  bridges,  as  noted  in  the  previous  table. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  done  during  the  past  year 
on  each  of  the  different  street  railways  in  the  state :  — 

On  the  Boston  &  Northern  street  railway  one  new  riveted  truss 
has  been  built,  carrying  a  highway  as  well  as  the  street  railway,  two 
plate  girder  spans  have  been  rebuilt,  two  plate  girder  spans  and  one 
I-beam  have  been  strengthened,  and  one  old  plate  girder  has  been 
rebuilt  as  two  plate  girder  spans.  All  of  these  bridges  which  have 
been  rebuilt  or  strengthened  carry  a  highway  as  well  as  the  street 
railway. 

On  the  Boston  &  Worcester  street  railway  a  new  track  has  been 
laid  over  one  of  the  plate  girder  spans,  requiring  the  construction  of 
a  new  structure  for  this  track. 

On  the  Greenfield,  Deerfield  &  Northampton  street  railway  one 
new  plate  girder  span  has  been  built. 

On  the  Hoosac  Valley  street  railway  one  plate  girder  span  has  been 
rebuilt  and  three  new  I-beam  spans  have  been  built. 
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On  the  Lexington  &  Boston  street  railway  two  I-beam  bridges  have 
been  omitted  from  the  list  of  last  year,  having  been  considered  to  be 
state  highway  bridges. 

On  the  Leominster,  Shirley  &  Ayer  street  railway  four  new  plate 
girder  spans,  one  new  steel  trestle  and  one  new  I-beam  span  have 
been  built,  and  one  I-beam  span  carrying  a  highway  has  been 
strengthened. 

On  the  Pittsfield  street  railway  one  new  plate  girder  bridge  has 
been  built  and  one  existing  highway  bridge  strengthened. 

On  the  Springfield  street  railway  one  plate  girder  span  has  been 
repaired  and  the  long  bridge  across  the  Connecticut  river,  known  as 
the  North  End  bridge,  has  been  materially  strengthened  in  the  floor. 

On  the  Worcester  &  Holden  street  railway  four  spans  of  wooden 
stringers  on  concrete  piers  have  been  built. 

The  work  of  inspecting  all  the  street  railways  of  the  state,  with 
the  object  of  making  a  list  and  gaining  necessary  information  re- 
garding every  bridge,  whether  classified  as  a  street  railway  bridge  or 
not,  has  been  continued  but  is  not  yet  completed.  In  the  course  of 
this  work  several  city,  town  or  county  bridges  have  been  found  to  be 
seriously  defective,  either  from  lack  of  strength  or  through  poor  con- 
dition. This  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  while  the  Board  has 
power  to  make  recommendations  regarding  any  structure  over  which 
a  street  railway  passes,  or  to  prohibit  running  over  such  a  structure 
if  it  is  dangerous,  provided  its  condition  becomes  known,  the  law 
does  not  provide  specific  means  for  ascertaining  the  condition  of  such 
structures  or  for  ensuring  their  being  maintained  in  good  condition. 
Requests  have,  in  a  number  of  cases,  been  made  of  towns  or  steam 
railroad  companies  for  plans  of  such  structures  which  are  under  their 
jurisdiction  but  over  which  street  railways  run.  It  is  hoped  in  time 
to  collect  this  information /egarding  every  such  bridge.

Complaint  of  John  J.  Fox  and  others  concerning  the  service  on  the 
Abington,  Rockland  and  Whitman  line  of  the  Old  Colony  street 
railway. 

J.  J.  Fox  for  petitioners. 

B.  W.  Warren  for  company. 

Two  charges  are  brought  against  the  company,  one  of  overcrowd- 
ing cars,  the  other  of  irregularity  in  the  running  of  cars. 

Although  it  is  shown  that  frequently,  if  not  genei-ally,  some  of  the 
passengers  who  take  cars  late  in  the  afternoon  have  to  stand  in  the 
aisle,  yet  it  would  appear  that  there  is  sufficient  room  for  them  to 
stand  apart  and  to  permit  the  conductor  to  pass  through  the  car  with- 
out embarrassment.  We  do  not  consider  that  these  facts  make  out  a 
case  of  overcrowding. 

The  evidence  proves  that  during  January  and  February  delays  of 
from  ten  to  fifteen  minutes  were  common,  and  that  there  have  been 
occasional  delays  for  thirty  minutes  and  even  longer.  This  is  so 
largely  attributable  to  the  unprecedented  weather  conditions  that  we 
cannot  hold  the  company  accountable  for  the  discomfort  experienced 
by  its  patrons.  It  is  notorious  that  from  the  conditions  which  have 
followed  the  storms  of  this  winter  and  have  continued  while  streets 
have  been  filled  upon  the  sides  of  the  railway  with  snow  and  ice,  the 
regular  running  of  cars  has  been  seriously  interrupted.  The  drifting 
of  the  snow  and  the  alternate  melting  and  freezing  of  the  snow  and 
ice,  the  natural  use  of  the  railway  in  heavy  teaming  as  the  cleared 
part  of  the  highway,  have  made  it  impossible  to  operate  railways  with 
the  usual  regularity.  The  extent  and  effect  of  these  interruptions  is 
not  always  understood  by  those  who  are  feeling  the  annoyance  of  the 
delays  in  the  failure  to  reach  their  destination  upon  schedule  time. 
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The  complaint  is  supported  by  a  written  communication  numerously 
signed,  while  on  the  other  hand  the  company  presents  a  written  en- 
dorsement of  its  position  signed  by  selectmen  and  other  representative 
citizens.  I 

The  complainants  admit  that  during  the  last  ten  days  the  service 
has  been  satisfactory.     We  shall  expect  it  to  continue  so.

Complaint  of  the  selectmen  of  Amesbury  concerning  operation  of  the 
Citizens'  Electric  and  other  street  railways. 
The  recent  collision  between  public  officials  of  Amesbury  and  the 
street  railway  companies,  owing  to  differences  of  opinion  in  regard 
to  the  removal  of  snow,  the  use  of  salt  and  a  discontinuance  of  one 
of  the  tracks  in  Main  street,  presents  questions  which  we  consider  in 
the  order  in  which  they  have  been  named. 

(1)  Section  41,  chapter  112,  Revised  Laws,  requires  companies  to 
remove  snow  from  their  tracks  "  in  such  manner  as  may  be  approved 
by  the  superintendent  of  streets."  This  means  something  more  than 
running  a  plow  over  the  railway  and  throwing  the  snow  upon  the 
sides  of  the  street.  It  contemplates  an  arrangement  between  the 
company  and  the  town  under  which  the  two  can  work  together  and 
promptly  make  the  public  ways  convenient  for  all  classes  of  travel. 
An  arrangement  providing  a  method  for  doing  the  work  with  a  fair 
distribution  of  the  cost  ought  to  be  readily  made. 

(2)  The  indiscriminate  use  of  salt  upon  street  railways  to  relieve 
tracks  from  snow  and  ice  is  a  public  nuisance,  producing  results 
which  are  not  only  an  annoyance,  but  a  menace  to  health.  On  the 
other  hand,  a  moderate  use  of  salt  upon  frogs  and  switches  and  upon 
heavy  grades  or  sharp  curves  is  justified  as  a  measure  for  the  protec- 
tion of  those  who  travel  upon  railways.  This  restricted  use  we 
approve  ;  any  larger  use  we  condemn. 

(3)  The  selectmen  insist  that  during  the  winter  months  only  one 
of  the  tracks  in  Main  street  should  be  open  to  use  ;  an  understanding 
to  this  effect  was  in  force  for  several  years. 

Main  street  is  a  much  used  thoroughfare  and  not  very  wide.  While 
it  is  true  that  the  accumulation  of  snow  and  ice  upon  the  sides  of  this 
street  may  become  the  occasion  of  accident,  this  danger  can  be 
largely  averted,  if  not  wholly  eliminated,  by  co-operation  between  the 
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town  and  the  company  in  clearing  away  the  snow  after  a  storm.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  use  of  double  tracks  instead  of  a  single  track 
where  cars  are  run  in  opposite  dii'ections  is  always  to  be  encouraged, 
for  the  reason  that  in  preventing  collisions  it  promotes  safety  and  in 
preventing  delays  it  promotes  regularity  in  the  operation  of  the 
railway. 

Under  the  circumstances  we  are  unwilling  to  establish  a  precedent 
for  the  discontinuance  of  a  double  track  service.

Complaint  of  the  selectmen  of  Bedford  and  citizens  of  Billerica  and 
Wohurn  concerning  fares  on  the  Lexington  and  Boston  street 
railway. 

E.  G.  LooMis  for  town  of  Bedford.

The  Lexington  and  Boston  street  railway  was  opened  to  use  in 
1900.  The  arrangement  as  to  fares  between  the  company  and  the 
several  towns  through  which  it  passes  provided  for  five-cent  fares 
both  within  town  boundaries  and  between  town  centres. 

The  consequent  overlapping  of  fare  limits  has  led  to  confused  ideas 
among  passengers  as  to  their  rights  and  has  made  it  extremely  diffi- 
cult, and  in  fact  often  impossible,  to  collect  the  fares  to  which  the 
company  was  entitled.  The  public  has  thus  been  annoyed  and  the 
company  unable  to  obtain  a  fair  return  for  the  service  rendered.  As 
a  remedy  for  this  condition  of  things,  the  company  recently  re- 
arranged its  fare  limits,  preserving  the  five-cent  rate  within  towns  and 
disregarding  that  between  town  centres.  Those  who  in  consequence 
of  this  change  now  have  to  pay  ten  cents,  where  they  formerly  paid 
five  cents,  complain  that  the  new  rate  is  unreasonable. 

In  view  of  all  the  circumstances,  including  the  assurances  given 
the  selectmen  upon  the  strength  of  which  locations  were  granted,  we 
believe  the  complaint  well  grounded.  Holding  this  opinion,  the  Board 
suggested  at  the  first  hearing  that  some  system  of  fares  by  tickets,  or 
otherwise,  be  adopted,  which  would  practically  secure  the  concessions 
promised  for  local  travel  and  yet  enable  the  company  to  collect  its 
regular  and  proper  charges  from  those  who  used  its  lines. 

A  plan  for  accomplishing  this  end  has  now  been  presented  which 
we  think  ought  to  be  given  a  trial.     It  involves  the  issue  of  tickets. 
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irredeemable  but  good  until  used,  which  will  give  to  rightful  holders 
the  benefit  of  the  old  five-cent  fare  between  centres.  Experience 
will  test  the  merit  of  the  new  arrangement.

Complaint  of  the  mayor  and  other  citizens  of  Beverly  concerning  ser- 
vice and  fares  upon  the  Boston  and  Northern  street  railway. 

Albert  Botden  for  city. 

B.  W.  Warren  for  company. 

The  far  reaching  consequences  of  the  winter's  storms  and  cold  in 
their  effect  upon  street  railways  have  not  been  always  understood. 
During  and  immediately  after  a  storm  the  diflflculties  in  operating  a 
railway  are  apparent.  It  has  not  been  so  plain  why  delays  in  the 
service  and  the  use  of  old  and  worn  out  cars  should  follow  these 
storms  for  days  and  weeks.  The  truth  is  that  the  attempt  to  main- 
tain a  service  during  the  intense  cold,  and  while  streets  were  banked 
with  snow  and  ice,  has  been  accompanied  by  extraordinary  strain 
and  wear  and  tear  upon  the  car  equipment.  In  Beverly  and  in  other 
places  the  damage  done  to  the  equipment  has  continually  thrown  cars 
out  of  commission  and  made  it  necessary  to  draw  not  only  upon  the 
usual  reserve  supply,  but  to  bring  into  use  cars  which  were  not  in 
fit  condition  for  satisfactory  service.  The  company  has  wisely  felt 
that  it  was  better  to  bring  out  everything  that  could  be  employed  in 
maintaining  a  service  of  some  sort,  rather  than  to  give  up  altogether 
the  attempt  to  operate  its  lines. 

Obviously,  the  annoyances  recently  experienced  in  Beverly  are 
attributable  in  large  degree  to  unexpected  conditions  for  which  the 
company  was  not  prepared. 

But  apart  from  all  that  relates  to  the  past  winter,  it  is  evident  that 
the  railway  track  should  be  reconstructed  in  certain  places  and  that 
there  should  be  a  substantial  improvement  in  respect  to  supply  of 
power.  We  have  reason  to  believe  that  these  changes  will  be  carried 
into  effect  at  a  reasonably  near  day. 

We  understand  that  an  arrangement  for  the  running  of  a  through 
car  to  Salem  Willows  has  already  been  made.

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Complaint  of  residents  of  West  Roxhury  relative  to  half  fares  for 
school  children  upon  the  Boston  Elevated  railway. 

J.  P.  NiCKERSON  for  petitioners. 

Section  72,  chapter  112,  Revised  Laws,  originally  chapter  197, 
Acts  of  1900,  provides  that  "  the  rates  of  fare  charged  by  street  or 
elevated  railway  companies  for  the  transportation  of  pupils  of  the 
pffblic  schools  between  a  given  point,  from  or  to  which  it  is  necessary 
for  them  to  ride  in  travelling  to  or  from  the  school  houses  in  which 
they  attend  school  and  their  homes,  whether  such  school  houses  are 
located  in  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  pupils  reside  or  in  another 
city  or  town,  shall  not  exceed  one-half  the  regular  fare  charged  by 
such  street  or  elevated  railway  company  for  the  transportation  of  other 
passengers  between  said  points." 

The  complainants  contend  that  this  statute  applies  to  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  in  operating  that  part  of  the  Old  Colony 
street  railway  which  it  leased  under  the  authority  of  chapter  388, 
Acts  of  1902. 

Their  contention  is  that  section  10,  chapter  500,  Acts  of  1897, 
which  exempts  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  from  any 
reduction  in  its  five-cent  fare  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years  upon 
any  of  the  lines  "  owned,  leased  or  operated  by  it",  does  not  relieve 
it  from  the  general  law  above  quoted,  for  the  reason  that  this  general 
law  had  imposed  upon  the  railway  leased  a  "  burden,  duty  or  obliga- 
tion "  within  the  later  language  of  the  same  section,  which  is  as 
follows  :  — 

During  said  period  of  twenty-five  years  no  taxes  or  excises  not  at  present 
in  fact  imposed  upon  street  railways  shall  be  imposed  in  respect  of  the 
lines  owned,  leased  or  operated  by  said  corporation,  other  than  such  as  may 
have  been  in  fact  imposed  upon  the  lines  hereafter  leased  or  operated  by  it 
at  the  date  of  such  operating  contract  or  of  such  lease  or  agreement  here- 
after made  therefor,  nor  any  other  burden,  duty  or  obligation  which  is  not 
at  the  same  time  imposed  by  general  law  on  all  street  railway  companies. 

To  our  minds,  however,  the  Legislature  intended  to  deal  exhaus- 
tively with  the  question  of  fares  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  section,  and 
in  the  later  provision  as  to  "  other  burden,  duty  or  obligation"  had  in 
contemplation  matters  other  than  fares. 

The  original  act  relative  to  pupils  attending  public  schools  ex- 
pressly excepted  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company.  It  is  true 
that  the  words  "  roads  now  owned,  leased  or  operated  "  were  added, 
but  these  words  are  to  be  treated  as  a  further  amplification  of  the 
field  covered  by  the  exemption  rather  than  as  a  limitation  of  the 
privilege  expressly  given  in  the  preceding  phrase. 
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If  this  view  of  the  law  is  wrong,  the  error  can  be  readily  remedied 
through  a  criminal  prosecution  of  the  company  for  violation  of  the 
statute.

Complaint  of  James  L.  Bowlby,  president,  and  Luke  Hillard,  secre- 
tary of  the  Master  Teamsters'  Association,  concerning  methods  in 
force  in  receiving  and  delivering  freight  at  railroad  terminals. 

The  complainants  ask  that  the  following  changes  be  inaugurated  in 
connection  with  the  receipt  and  delivery  of  freight  at  Boston  railroad 
terminals : 

"  That  freight  on  any  one  load  going  to  any  one  house  shall  all  be 
promptly  and  properly  received  at  any  one  designated  door  of  said 
freight  house. 

"  That  all  freight  delivered  by  the  corporation  to  us  from  any 
freight  house  shall  be  promptly  and  properly  brought  to  anyone  des- 
ignated door  of  said  house. 

"  That  notifications  of  arrival  of  freight  shall  not  be  issued  until  the 
proper  bills  and  checks  for  getting  same  have  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  cashier,  correctly  marked  as  to  location  of  goods  ;  and 
if  house  freight,  the  house  and  door  shall  be  specified,  if  track  deliv- 
ery freight,  the  specific  track  shall  be  shown. 

"  That  all  receipts  for  goods  delivered  to  said  corporations  shall 
be  signed  as  soon  as  proper  delivery  of  same  has  been  effected." 

We  cannot  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  first  two  suggestions. 
Companies  ought  to  have  the  right,  within  reasonable  bounds,  to  des- 
ignate the  different  doors  at  which  goods  to  be  carried  to  different 
points  shall  be  delivered.  This  is  in  the  interest  of  a  prompt  and 
efficient  service,  enabling  a  company  to  properly  prepare  and  station 
its  cars  in  readiness  to  receive  freight.  The  rule,  however,  should 
be  given  some  elasticity,  and  not  be  strictly  enforced  in  instances 
where  some  variation  from  it  will  save  shippers  annoyance  and  loss 
of  time  without  appreciably  inconveniencing  the  companies. 

Companies  can  fairly  be  asked,  when  unloading  cars,  to  so  separate 
from  other  freight  that  which  belongs  to  the  particular  consignee  as 
to  make  it  possible  for  him  to  find  and  take  his  goods  without  un- 
reasonable delay  or  inconvenience.  Teamsters  ought  not  to  be 
required  to  sort  freight  in  the  effort  to  pick  out  that  which  belongs  to 
those  whom  they  represent.  On  the  other  hand,  companies  ought 
not  to  be  required  to  sort  freight  arriving  from  different  points  for 
the  same  consignee  and  to  place  it  ready  for  delivery  at  a  particular 
door.     Co-operation  on  the  part  of  employees  is  of  the  utmost  impor- 
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tance  for  the  saving  of  time  and  labor  and  is  something  which  it  is  in 
the  interest  of  all  parties  to  promote. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  last  two  requests  ought  to  be 
granted.  Notice  of  the  arrival  of  freight  should  be  given  seasonably  ; 
but  undue  haste  in  giving  it  is  unnecessary  loss  to  somebody  when, 
as  the  result,  a  consignee  in  promptly  responding  to  it  finds  the  com- 
pany unprepared  to  deliver  the  goods. 

Delivery  checks  should  contain  a  designation  of  door  if  house 
freight,  and  of  track  if  bulk  freight. 

In  all  ordinary  cases  receipts  for  goods  delivered  should  be 
promptly  given,  and  not  delayed  to  meet  the  convenience  of  the  com- 
panies or  their  employees. 

The  methods  heretofore  pursued  upon  different  roads  are  not  the 
same  and  have  not  been  made  the  subject  of  equal  criticism.  It  is 
also  true  that  since  the  hearing  measures  have  been  taken  to  remedy, 
to  some  extent,  conditions  which  were  the  ground  of  complaint.

Complaint  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  Haverhill  concerning  fares 

upon  the  Haverhill  and  Southern  New  Hampshire  street  railway. 

E.  S.  Abbott  for  city. 

E.  B.  Fuller  for  company. 

The  Haverhill  and  Southern  New  Hampshire  street  railway  has 
been  in  operation  about  two  years.  The  company  secured  from  the 
board  of  aldermen  of  Haverhill  a  location  in  that  city,  offering  as  an 
inducement  therefor  a  five-cent  fare  within  the  city  limits.  This 
arrangement  as  to  fare  was  made  one  of  the  conditions  of  the  grant 
of  location. 

In  the  recent  case  of  Keefe  against  the  Lexington  and  Boston  Street 
Railway  Company  it  is  decided  that  a  condition  in  a  street  railway 
location  which  purports  to  establish  fares  is  not  legally  binding  upon 
the  company,  as  boards  of  aldermen  and  selectmen  under  existing 
statutes  have  no  authority  to  regulate  fares  upon  street  railways. 

The  Haverhill  and  Southern  New  Hampshire  company  has  now 
raised  its  fares  and  among  other  changes  has  increased  the  charge 
between  Haverhill  square  and  Ayer's  Village  from  five  to  ten  cents. 
It  is  contended  that  under  the  old  rates  the  company  has  been  unable 
to  operate  its  railway  at  a  profit. 

In  establishing  the  new  fare  limits  the  company  has  carried  out  a 
sort  of  mileage  basis  for  rates,  claiming  that  between  three  and  four 
miles  is  as  far  as  it  ought  to  carry  a  passenger  for  five  cents.     This 
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theory  overthrows  the  commonly  recognized  rule  of  fixing  fare  limits 
with  reference  to  points  where  patrons  regularly  take  or  leave  the 
cars  in  large  numbers.  We  doubt  the  wisdom  of  the  change,  as  we 
believe  that  the  interests  of  the  public,  and  in  the  end  those  of  the 
company,  will  be  better  served  by  adherence  to  the  theory  that  fare 
limits  should  be  governed  by  the  location  of  communities  rather  than 
by  exact  distances. 

The  Haverhill  and  Southern  New  Hampshire  street  railway  is  part 
of  a  system  controlled  by  companies  having  a  separate  corporate  ex- 
istence but  a  common  ownership  of  stock  and  a  common  management. 
An  examination  of  conditions  of  traffic  upon  all  parts  of  this  system 
is  therefore  pertinent  to  the  decision  of  the  question  presented  here. 
If  we  assume  that  these  companies  may  rightfully  undertake  to  in- 
crease their  receipts  in  some  way  we  are  not  satisfied  that  the  ten- 
cent  fare  between  Haverhill  square  and  Ayer's  Village  is  justifiable. 
Haverhill  square  is  about  five  miles  from  Ayer's  Village,  and  both 
places  are  in  the  city  of  Haverhill.  The  new  fare  of  ten  cents  between 
these  two  points  makes  the  rate  about  two  cents  per  mile,  which  is 
higher  than  suburban  rates  upon  steam  railroads. 

Nor  is  a  ten-cent  fare  between  these  two  points  a  reasonable  charge 
when  compared  with  other  fares  in  force  upon  street  railways  under 
conditions  which  permit  some  measure  of  comparison. 

Boards  of  aldermen  and  selectmen  in  granting  street  railway  loca- 
tions naturally  inquire  into  the  purposes  of  those  who  seek  to  obtain 
them.  If  at  such  a  time,  instead  of  relying  upon  its  right  to  leave 
fares  to  future  determination  as  to  what  may  prove  to  be  reasonable 
charges,  a  company  chooses  to  pledge  itself  to  specific  rates,  its  failure 
to  realize  at  once  the  expected  profit  from  the  undertaking  would 
hardly  justify  the  establishment  of  a  higher  rate  in  violation  of  the 
assurances  given.  Relying  upon  these  assurances,  not  only  may  the 
public  authorities  have  been  induced  to  grant  rights  in  the  streets  in 
the  expectation  of  relieving  congested  city  and  town  centres  by  a 
better  distribution  of  homes,  but  individuals,  in  many  instances  in 
considerable  numbers,  may  have  been  led  to  change  their  places  of 
residence  and  mode  of  life. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  increase  in  fare  between  Haverhill 
square  and  Ayer's  Village  imposes  a'  disproportionate  burden  upon 
that  part  of  the  travelling  public  which  is  required  to  pay  it,  and  for 
that  reason  a  lower  charge  must  be  recommended.

Three  complaints  are  made,  one  alleging  insufficiency  of  power, 
another  annoying  delays  and  the  third  unreasonable  charges. 

As  to  the  power  plant  of  the  company,  it  is  enough  to  say  that  the 
need  of  changes  is  admitted,  and  that  the  necessary  improvements  are 
now  under  way. 

The  annoyance  at  certain  times  from  delays  upon  sidings  can  be 
largely,  if  not  wholly,  eliminated  by  the  action  of  the  public  author- 
ities in  enabling  the  company  to  establish  different  division  lines. 

The  company  in  its  statement  at  the  hearing  has  now  agreed  to  re- 
store the  five-cent  fare  enjoyed  before  the  recent  change  in  rates. 

We  find  no  ground  for  any  further  action  at  the  present  time.

Complaint  of  the  selectmen  of  Marion,  Mattapoisett  and  Wareham  con- 
cerning fares  on  the  New  Bedford  and  Onset  street  railway. 

Henry  H.  Crapo  for  company. 

When  the  New  Bedford  and  Onset  Street  Railway  Company  was 
seeking  locations  in  Marion,  Mattapoisett  and  Wareham,  the  manage- 
ment was  very  sanguine  in  regard  to  the  prospective  business  of  the 
company  and  assured  the  selectmen  that  certain  low  fares  would  un- 
doubtedly be  established.  The  selectmen  made  these  fares  a  part  of 
the  grants  of  location,  and  they  were  afterward  duly  put  in  force  by 
the  company  and  were  maintained  until  last  June,  when  a  general  in- 
crease in  charges  went  into  effect.  The  selectmen  and  patrons  of  the 
railway  now  complain  that  this  increase  in  fares  is  unwarranted. 

Our  Supreme  Court  has  decided  that  selectmen  have  no  authority 
over  fares  upon  street  railways,  and  that  the  acceptance  of  a  location 
which  purports  to  fix  them  does  not  create  any  contract  between  the 
company  and  the  town. 

There  are  two  ways  in  which  to  deal  with  a  company  which  fails  to 
render  to  the  public  a  proper  service  in  respect  to  either  accommoda- 
tions or  fares  :  one  through  the  exercise  of  the  power  to  revoke  loca- 
tions, a  power  to  be  used  in  the  first  instance  by  local  boards  ;  the 
other  through  the  exercise  of  the  authority  of  this  Board  in  such  mat- 
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ters.  The  first  is  a  drastic  remedy,  but  the  right  remedy  when  pro- 
moters of  a  railway  have  been  guilty  of  bad  faith  in  securing  a  location 
or  in  attempting  to  hold  one  in  defiance  of  the  obligations  which  attach 
to  it. 

Usually  the  arrangement  between  a  town  board  and  a  company  in 
respect  to  fares  has  been  only  an  incident  of  the  location,  and  if  the 
fares  agreed  upon  have  proved  too  low  to  permit  the  payment  of  divi- 
dends it  has  demonstrated  lack  of  foresight  rather  than  the  practice 
of  fraud  on  the  part  of  the  company.  In  such  cases  it  is  clearly  bet- 
ter for  all  concerned  that  some  equitable  rearrangement  of  fares  take 
place  than  that  a  company  lose  its  property  and  the  people  their 
facilities  for  travel. 

The  jurisdiction  of  this  Board  is  clearly  defined.  The  question  can 
only  be  whether  or  not  an  existing  fare  is  reasonable,  but  the  promise 
of  a  company  to  maintain  certain  fares  has  more  or  less  bearing  upon 
the  reasonableness  of  a  subsequent  charge.  Full  dividends  are  not 
ordinarily  expected  in  the  first  days  of  any  enterprise.  There  is  a 
period  of  experiment  which  precedes  that  of  the  "  going  concern  ". 
When  a  company  before  opening  its  railway  pledges  itself  to  specific 
fai'es  it  may  rightly  be  asked  to  experiment  with  such  fares  a  reason- 
able length  of  time,  even  though  stockholders  must  meanwhile  go 
without  dividends  for  a  longer  period  than  would  have  been  necessary 
had  no  pledges  been  given.  It  is  a  risk  which  the  stockholders  fairly 
take  in  authorizing  these  pledges. 

The  selectmen  of  Marion,  Mattapoisett  and  Wareham,  who  were 
promised  certain  fares  which  have  recently  been  withdrawn,  properly 
request  that  a  careful  examination  of  the  affairs  of  the  company  be 
made,  and  rightfully  claim  that  the  public  ought  not  to  bear  the 
burden  of  the  increase  in  rates  unless  it  is  made  to  appear  that  such 
increase  is  just. 

The  New  Bedford  and  Onset  street  railway  was  opened  in  August, 
1901.  An  examination  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  com- 
pany shows  that  its  earnings  for  the  first  fourteen  months  were 
$2357.10  less  than  its  expenses  ;  that  its  net  earnings  for  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1903,  with  no  charge  for  depreciation  of  prop- 
erty, were  $8182.82;  and  that  the  net  earnings  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1904,  with  no  charge  for  depreciation  of  property, 
were  $3358.57.     No  dividends  have  been  paid  to  shareholders. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  company  is  $500,000  and  its  bonded  in- 
debtedness is  $280,000.  When  this  stock  and  bond  issue  was  under 
consideration,  the  Board  made  a  minute  inquiry  into  the  cost  of  the 
railway.  It  was  found  that  the  work  of  construction  had  been  of  a 
high  standard  and  that  in  consequence  the  company  had  an  excellent 
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roadbed  and  overhead  equipment,  with  rolling  stock  of  most  modern 
type.  A  complete  signal  system  has  since  been  installed.  The  power 
plant  was  larger  than  necessary  to  supply  this  railway  with  power, 
and  had  been  erected  with  a  view  to  selling  power  to  what  was  then 
and  is  still  a  connecting  railway.  We  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that 
if  the  recent  increase  in  fares  was  made  in  order  to  secure  a  return 
upon  any  unnecessary  investment  in  power  plant,  or  to  make  good  a 
loss  in  rental  of  surplus  power,  or  to  recoup  unnecessary  expense  in 
operating  this  power  plant,  we  should  deem  the  increase  in  fares 
unreasonable.  After  careful  examination,  however,  we  do  not  find 
that  this  change  in  fares  was  made  in  order  to  meet  any  such  loss  or 
expense  or  to  pay  dividends  upon  such  investment. 

An  unusual  item  of  expense  in  construction  was  the  large  outlay 
for  street  improvements,  particularly  in  one  of  the  towns  in  which 
locations  were  obtained.  To  the  extent  that  changes  in  or  additions 
to  highways  are  made  necessary  in  order  to  accommodate  a  street 
railway,  it  is  clearly  right  that  the  company  should  pay  the  cost.  To 
compel  a  company,  however,  to  meet  the  whole  expense  of  a  new 
highway  which  is  to  be  built  for  the  use  of  the  general  public  as  well 
as  that  of  the  railway  is  a  questionable  policy.  To  say  nothing  of 
the  consequent  unequal  distribution  of  advantages  and  disadvantages 
between  different  towns,  it  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  travelling 
public  must  contribute  in  fares  to  dividends  on  the  capital  invested 
in  this  added  cost  of  the  railway. 

In  June  last,  when  fares  were  advanced,  this  railway,  at  the  end  of 
substantially  three  years  of  continuous  operation,  had  earned,  when 
proper  charges  for  depreciation  are  taken  into  account,  practically 
nothing  for  stockholders,  who  were  then  facing  a  probable  loss  of 
capital  in  a  deficit  for  the  year  now  closed.  Under  all  the  circum- 
stances we  believe  it  would  be  unfair  to  recommend  that  the  company 
at  this  time  return  to  the  old  fares. 

Independent  of  the  assurances  given  before  the  railway  was  built, 
there  can  be  no  question  but  that  the  existing  fares  are  within  the 
bounds  of  what  are  reasonable  charges.  In  fact  the  experience  thus 
far  had  with  them  points  to  a  yet  distant  day  for  the  payment  of 
dividends.  The  problem  of  the  near  future  would  still  seem  to  be 
one  of  maintenance  of  property.  Should  it  prove  otherwise,  and  the 
business  of  the  company  in  the  future  warrant  a  return  to  lower  fares, 
the  result  of  the  present  inquiry  will  in  no  way  prejudice  the  com- 
plainants in  renewing  their  petition. 

In  the  meantime  such  concessions  as  may  be  made  by  way  of 
excursion  rates  should  be  given  without  discrimination  against  com- 
munities and  all  reasonable  accommodation  should  be  furnished  in 
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respect  to  the  number  and  running  time  of  cars.  We  understand 
that  since  the  hearing  some  changes  have  been  made  in  the  car  ser- 
vice to  meet  the  suggestions  of  selectmen.

Complaints  of  residents  of  Nantucket  and  of  Dukes  County  concerning 
the  rates  charged  and  the  service  rendered  by  the  New  Bedford, 
Martha's  Vineyard  and  Nantucket  Steamboat  Company. 
A.  H.  Gardner  for  Town  of  Nantucket. 
H.  N.  Hinckley  for  Town  of  Tisbury. 
G.  W.  Eldredge  for  Vineyard  Haven. 
C.  W,  Clifford  for  company. 

These  complaints  were  brought  under  chapter  173,  Acts  of  1903, 
which  read  as  follows  : 

The  board  of  railroad  commissioners  is  hereby  empowered  and  directed 
to  perform  the  same  duties  in  respect  to  regulating  the  rates  for  transport- 
ing freight  or  passengers  charged  by  steamship  companies  that  serve  as 
common  carriers  throughout  the  year  between  two  or  more  ports  in  this 
commonwealth,  which  the  said  board  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  empow- 
ered to  perform  in  the  case  of  railroads  and  railways. 

Section  2,  chapter  1,  Revised  Laws,  reads  in  part : 

The  sovereignty  and  jurisdiction  of  the  commonwealth  extend  to  all 
places  within  the  boundaries  thereof,  subject  to  the  concurrent  jurisdiction 
granted  over  places  ceded  to  the  United  States. 

Section  3  reads  : 

The  territorial  limits  of  this  commonwealth  extend  one  marine  league 
from  its  sea  shore  at  extreme  low  water  mark.  If  an  inlet  or  arm  of  the 
sea  does  not  exceed  two  marine  leagues  in  width  between  its  headlands,  a 
straight  line  from  one  headland  to  the  other  is  equivalent  to  the  shore  line. 

As  the  distance  between  headlands  on  the  mainland  and  on  Nan- 
tucket considerably  exceeds  two  marine  leagues,  the  statute  above 
quoted  excludes  from  the  domain  upon  the  seacoast  over  which  the 
state  exercises  sovereignty  a  portion  of  the  waters  which  lie  between 
Nantucket  and  the  mainland,  such  waters  belonging  to  the  high  or 
open  sea. 

Trade  between  New  Bedford  and  Nantucket  may  suggest  domestic 
rather  than  foreign  commerce,  even  though  the  voyage  be  for  a  part 
of  the  way  upon  waters  outside  the  territory  of  Massachusetts.     But 
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the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  establish 
the  principle  that  state  jurisdiction  over  commerce  is  confined  to 
cases  where  not  only  the  termini  but  the  entire  route  covered  by  the 
shipment  is  within  the  state  territory.  The  railroad  commission  of 
Arkansas  attempted  to  regulate  a  rate  for  the  shipment  of  goods 
between  two  towns  in  that  state.  The  line  of  railroad  over  which 
these  goods  were  carried  ran  from  Arkansas  into  the  Indian  Territory 
and  thence  back  into  Arkan-sas  to  the  point  of  destination.  It  was 
held  that  although  the  places  of  shipment  and  delivery  were  both  in 
Arkansas,  the  state  railroad  commission  had  no  power  to  regulate  the 
rate. 

Nanley  v.  Kansas  City  Southern  By.  Co.,  187  U.  S.  617. 

Mr.  Justice  Holmes,  in  the  opinion,  referring  to  transportation  by 
water,  says  : 

It  is  decided  that  navigation  on  the  high  seas  between  ports  of  the  same 
state  is  subject  to  regulation  by  Congress  and  is  not  subject  to  regulation 
by  the  state. 

Mr.  Justice  Field,  in  an  earlier  case,  says  : 

To  bring  the  transportation  within  the  control  of  the  state  as  part  of  its 
domestic  commerce  the  subject  transported  must  be  within  the  entire  voy- 
age under  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  state. 

Pacific  Coast  S.  S.  Co.  v.  Railroad  Commissioners,  9  Sawyer, 
253. 

The  law  therefore  is  definitely  settled  with  regard  both  to  land  and 
water  transportation. 

The  direct  steamship  route  to  Nantucket  and  that  ordinarily,  if  not 
necessarily,  adopted  lies  for  a  part  of  the  way  upon  the  high  sea, 
beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  Massachusetts  as  defined  by  the  legisla- 
ture, and  where  the  national  authority  is  exclusive.  It  is  clear  there- 
fore that  the  Board  cannot  supervise  steamship  rates  or  service 
between  New  Bedford  or  Woods  Hole  and  Nantucket. 

This  construction  of  chapter  173,  Acts  of  1903,  assumes  it  to  be 
valid  and  applies  its  provisions  according  to  the  rule  established  by 
legislative  act  and  judicial  decision.  The  conclusions  reached  do  not 
in  any  way  touch  upon  the  power  of  the  legislature  to  amend  or 
repeal  the  charter  of  a  company  incorporated  in  this  state. 

The  authority  of  the  Board  over  the  running  of  steamboats  on  the 
Lord's  day,  to  which  reference  has  been  made,  rests  upon  the  police 
power  of  the  state  over  waters  within  its  territorial  limits,  and  any 
conditions  in  such  licenses  which  attempt  to  govera  the  service  out- 
side the  state  limits  are  significant  only  as  the  basis  of  an  under- 
standing upon  the  violation  of  which  the  license  may  be  revoked. 
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The  steamship  company  further  contends  that  Massachusetts  has 
no  power  to  regulate  commerce  upon  Buzzards  Bay  or  Vineyard  Sound, 
even  though  it  be  carried  on  wholly  within  the  state  boundaries. 

We  do  not  understand  this  to  be  the  law,  and  rule  that  although 
Buzzards  Bay  and  Vineyard  Sound  do  connect  with  and  form  a  part 
of  the  highways  used  in  commerce  between  the  states  and  with  for- 
eign countries,  and  are  therefore  subject  to  all  acts  of  Congress  which 
regulate  such  commerce  and  protect  navigation,  these  waters  are 
nevertheless  a  part  of  the  state  domain,  and  subject  to  the  laws  of 
Massachusetts  in  so  far  as  such  laws  do  not  interfere  with  the  actual 
exercise  of  the  national  authority. 

The  regulation  of  rates  and  fares  charged  upon  steamships  plying 
between  ports  within  these  waters  in  the  conduct  of  a  purely  domestic 
trade  we  assume  to  be  within  the  power  of  the  legislature,  and  chap- 
ter 173,  Acts  of  1903,  is  an  exercise  of  this  power. 

The  Board  will  therefore  upon  request  consider  any  question  of 
charges  made  by  this  company  in  transporting  passengers  or  freight 
between  New  Bedford,  Woods  Hole  and  Martha's  Vineyard.

Petition  of  the  Newton  and  Boston  Street  Railway  Company  for  con- 
sent to  withdrawal  of  transfers. 
Petition  of  D.  Frank  Lord  and  others  for  restoration  of  service  upon 
the  Newton  and  Boston  street  railway.

Two  petitions  are  before  us,  one  by  the  company  for  authority  to 
withdraw  transfers,  the  other  by  patrons  for  the  restoration  of  service. 

The  first  is  a  proceeding  under  section  74,  chapter  112,  Revised 
Laws,  which  provides  that  "  no  corporation  which  operates  a  street 
railway  shall  withdraw  or  discontinue  the  use  of  transfers  from  one 
car  or  line  of  cars  to  another  without  the  approval  of  the  Board."  It 
is  doubtful  whether  this  statute  applies  to  the  transfers  in  question 
here,  and  there  are,  besides,  other  possible  complications  connected 
with  their  proposed  withdrawal ;  but,  as  this  seems  to  have  been  the 
wish  of  parties,  we  have  treated  the  situation  as  one  in  which  our 
decision  might  have  a  practical  value. 
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That  the  public  can  only  be  well  served  when  the  company  which 
serves  it  is  able  to  realize  a  reasonable  return  upon  the  capital  hon- 
estly invested,  is  too  plain  a  truth  to  need  discussion. 

A  voluntary  association,  the  Boston  and  Suburban  Electric  Com- 
pany, holds  as  a  stockholder  the  controlling  interest  in  the  Newton 
and  Boston  and  the  Newton  companies  and  in  other  properties. 
What  those  who  are  thus  associated  do  with  the  dividends  which  they 
receive  from  their  shares  in  railway  stocks  or  what  value  they  place 
upon  such  shares  is  of  no  more  importance  to  those  who  use  these 
railways  and  pay  the  fares  which  support  them  than  if  the  controlling 
stockholder  were  an  individual.  The  Board  deals  only  with  the  capi- 
talization of  the  railway  companies,  their  methods  of  constructing, 
maintaining  and  operating  their  railways,  and  the  corporate  receipts 
and  expenditures.  That  a  common  ownership  and  management 
makes  the  several  Newton  railways  to  all  intents  and  purposes  parts 
of  one  local  system,  is  a  fact  to  be  given  due  weight. 

The  Newton  and  Boston  company  was  incorporated  under  the  gen- 
eral law  in  1892.  The  original  location,  granted  in  December,  1891, 
extended  from  Newtonville  to  Newton  Centre.  In  May,  1892,  the 
company  was  given  an  extension  of  location  to  Newton  Highlands 
and  Newton  Upper  Falls.  A  location  in  Needham  was  secured  later. 
In  November,  1897,  the  company  leased  the  Newtonville  and  Water- 
town  railway,  thus  increasing  the  mileage  of  track  operated  to  about 
twelve  miles. 

The  number  of  passengers  carried  upon  the  Newton  and  Boston 
railway  in  1898  was  1,163,232.  Of  these  nineteen  per  cent  were 
carried  upon  transfers.  In  1903,  the  number  of  passengers  carried 
was  1,689,292.  Of  these  more  than  one  half  used  transfers,  thus 
paying  half  fare.  This  half  fare  covered  a  possible  ride  of  four  and 
a  half  miles  in  one  direction  and  six  and  a  half  miles  in  the  other. 

The  company  has  paid  dividends  in  four  years  only,  viz.,  in  1896 
to  1899  inclusive,  the  total  amount  thus  distributed  being  $16,812.50. 
No  one  of  these  dividends  should  have  been  paid,  as  the  money  ought 
to  have  been  applied  to  the  maintenance  of  the  property. 

If  we  were  to  fix  the  exact  amount  of  the  yearly  losses  which  the 
company  appears  to  have  sustained,  it  would  be  necessary  to  rearrange 
the  figures  given  at  the  heai'ing  and  to  criticise  the  fact  that  the  cost 
of  power  charged  against  itself  has  been  greater  than  that  charged 
by  it  against  the  companies  which  it  has  supplied  with  power.  But 
it  is  enough  for  present  purposes  that,  making  all  allowances  for 
overcharges  or  changes  in  accounts,  the  company  since  1899  has  un- 
questionably met  with  a  heavy  annual  loss  in  operation  which  has 
impaired  its  assets  to  the  extent  of  one  hundred  twent3'-five  thousand 
dollars.     Such  a  state  of  affairs  cannot  continue.     Were  every  debt

wiped  out  no  one  would  take  the  property  as  a  gift,  provided  the 
railway  is  to  be  run  in  the  future  under  like  conditions  with  those  of 
the  past. 

An  appraisal  shows  that  the  railway  has  a  replacement  value  of 
between  $450,000  and  $500,000.  The  outstanding  capital  stock 
of  the  company  amounts  to  $200,000  and  the  outstanding  bonds  to 
$200,000.  The  floating  indebtedness  is  $285,000.  This  indebted- 
ness includes  the  operating  losses  and  certain  expenses  of  construc- 
tion which  cannot  now  be  properly  capitalized,  the  two  constituting 
the  impairment  of  the  property. 

We  have  determined  to  approve  a  withdrawal  of  transfers  upon 
this  railway  for  a  limited  period  as  an  experimental  measure,  with 
the  understanding  that  during  such  period  no  dividends  shall  be  paid, 
and  that  net  earnings,  should  there  be  any,  shall  be  devoted  to  the 
reduction  of  the  floating  indebtedness  of  the  company. 

As  the  withdrawal  of  these  transfers  will  not  only  benefit  the  New- 
ton and  Boston  but  as  well  the  Newton  company,  with  which  they  are 
exchanged,  we  have  considered  the  extent  to  which  that  company  will 
be  benefited  thereby,  and  are  convinced  that,  taking  the  most  sanguine 
view  of  any  resulting  increase  in  earnings,  there  need  be  no  fear  that 
such  increase  will  bring  to  the  stockholders  of  the  Newton  company 
any  more  than  a  reasonable  return  upon  its  proper  capitalization. 

The  period  for  which  the  Board  consents  to  a  withdrawal  of  trans- 
fers upon  the  Newton  and  Boston  street  railway,  other  than  those 
between  its  own  cars  and  lines,  is  that  ending  September  30,  1905. 
The  Board  will  then  review  the  questions  now  presented  in  the  light 
of  the  experience  thus  gained,  with  the  purpose  of  recommending 
such  action  as  will  give  to  the  company  an  opportunity  to  operate 
the  railway  under  reasonable  conditions  and  secure  to  the  public  full 
protection  of  rights  and  privileges. 

The  second  of  the  two  petitions  relates  to  the  action  of  the  com- 
pany in  changing  its  schedule  from  twenty  to  thirty-minute  time. 
This  change  was  made  as  another  measure  of  retrenchment. 

During  a  part  of  the  day  the  light  travel  justifies  this  arrangement, 
but  at  other  times  we  think  that  a  better  service  should  be  given. 
Accommodation  in  car  service  is  paramount  to  the  question  of  fares, 
and  we  recommend  that  the  company  provide  a  more  frequent  service 
through  the  busy  hours  of  travel  in  the  morning  and  in  the  evening. 
Something  more  than  a  mere  restoration  of  the  former  service  might 
well  be  given  during  this  part  of  the  day.

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Complaint  of  the  selectmen  of  North  Brookfield  concerning  service  upon 
the  Warren,  Brookfield  and  Spencer  street  railway. 

The  Warren,  Brookfield  and  Spencer  street  railway  was  opened  to 
the  public  June  26,  1896.  The  largest  dividend  that  the  company 
has  paid  in  any  year  is  four  per  cent.  In  1897,  1898,  1902  and  1903 
it  paid  no  dividend. 

"Were  the  question  one  of  fares,  the  Board  would  agree  that  the 
financial  condition  of  the  company  prohibited  any  reduction  in  rev- 
enue. So  too  if  the  question  were  one  of  providing  any  kind  of  con- 
venience which  prosperous  companies  might  well  be  asked  to  supply 
but  which  is  not  absolutely  necessary  to  comfort  in  travel. 

That  a  company  is  entitled  to  a  fair  return  upon  actual  investment 
is  a  rule  so  often  announced  as  to  have  become  somewhat  stale  in  the 
statement.  It  is  a  pertinent  query,  however,  to  what  extent  a  com- 
pany can  inaugurate  a  public  service  and  then  because  it  proves  to 
have  weak  earning  capacity  for  that  reason  impose  upon  the  public 
an  ineflficient  conduct  of  the  business.  It  is  clear  that  everything  ab- 
solutely essential  to  safety  and  ordinary  comfort  in  travel  should  be 
provided,  even  though  the  entire  earnings  are  exhausted  in  the  effort. 
To  this  extent  the  investor  and  not  the  public  must  take  the  chances 
of  the  enterprise.  But  there  are  cases  where  the  proper  carrying  out 
of  the  undertaking  not  only  fails  to  return  dividends,  but  risks  the 
principal  which  has  been  invested.  In  such  instances,  the  uninviting 
suggestion  of  a  receivership  promises  nothing  but  a  second  receiver- 
ship a  little  later  on.  Practically  one  of  three  things  must  happen. 
The  service  must  be  abandoned  altogether,  or  the  public  must  accept 
something  less  than  satisfactory  only  because  it  is  better  than  nothing, 
or  fares  must  be  raised  to  provide  the  income  necessary  to  furnish 
proper  accommodations. 

The  case  in  hand  comes  near  presenting  a  situation  of  this  kind. 
Two  cars  are  run  between  North  Brookfield  and  Spencer  in  the  morn- 
ing and  at  night.  These  cars  are  overcrowded,  and  this  means  the 
daily  discomfort  and  inconvenience  of  patrons.  The  only  remedy  is 
an  additional  car  or  the  su Institution  of  a  larger  car  for  that  now  in 
use.  The  number  of  people  who  find  the  railway  a  convenience,  not- 
withstanding the  overcrowding,  makes  it  undesirable  from  every 
standpoint  that  the  service  be  alpandoned.  Can  the  company  reason- 
ably be  asked  to  provide  either  an  additional  car  or  a  larger  car  with- 
out increasing  its  fares?  Wliile  it  may  not  be  clear  that  the  necessary 
outlay  would  be  immediately  offset  by  additional  revenue,  we  seriously 
doubt  whether  in  the  end  ii  would  work  any  invasion  of  the  earnings 
of  the  company.  We  therefore  recommend  that  relief  l)e  furnished 
to  the  petitioners  in  one  of  tliese  two  ways.     Should  the  r-  suit  be  an 
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operating  loss,  the  matter  can  be  heard  again  in  the  light  of  the  sug- 
gestions above  named.  /

Under  a  recent  order  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  discontinued,  among  other  trains,  that  which  had 
been  leaving  Northampton  at  6.44  a.m.,  arriving  at  Westfield  at 
7.12  A.M.,  and  returning  had  left  Westfield  at  7.25  a.m.,  arriving  at 
Northampton  at  7.45  a.  m. 

The  record  of  this  train  shows  that  owing  to  the  small  number  of 
passengers  carried  it  had  been  run  for  a  long  time  at  a  daily  loss. 
This  was  undoubtedly  the  reason  of  its  discontinuance. 

But  the  train  cannot  be  treated  as  independent  of  the  rest  of  the 
system  with  which  it  forms  a  connecting  link.  The  fact,  too,  that  its 
patrons,  among  whom  are  quite  a  number  of  pupils  in  regular  attend- 
ance upon  schools  at  a  distance  from  their  homes,  are  necessarily 
dependent  upon  it  for  transportation,  has  a  material  bearing  upon  the 
case. 

Clearly,  without  reference  to  any  question  under  the  lease,  the  train 
is  to  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  general  service  of  the  company 
which  ought  not  to  be  withdrawn,  and  we  are  therefore  gratified  to 
learn  that  following  the  hearing  it  has  been  restored.

Complaint  of  the  selectmen  of  Sioampiscott  concerning  fares  upon  the 
Boston  and  Northern  street  raihvay.

The  people  of  Swampscott  now  have  the  benefit  of  the  Lynn  trans- 
fer system,  together  with  a  five-cent  fare  between  any  part  of  Swamp- 
scott and  the  town  house  in  Salem  over  the  direct  or  upper  line.    This 
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meets  the  convenience  of  by  far  the  greater  number  of  those  who  are 
regular  patrons  of  the  railway. 

The  changes  suggested  by  the  petitioners,  generally  extending 
the  five-cent  fare  from  Swampscott  into  all  parts  of  Salem,  would 
reduce  receipts  at  a  time  when,  with  the  approval  and  at  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  Board,  the  company  is  making  large  expenditures  in  the 
improvement  of  its  property,  and  when  its  receipts  do  not  warrant  a 
lessening  of  revenue. 

While,  however,  the  present  fares  are  not  as  a  whole  excessive, 
there  is  one  charge  to  which  we  think  exception  is  well  taken  even 
under  present  circumstances.  It  is  that  paid  by  passengers  who 
travel  between  Swampscott  and  Salem  over  what  is  known  as  the  lower 
route,  which  passes  for  a  short  distance  through  Marblehead.  The 
people  of  Swampscott  who  ride  to  certain  points  in  Salem  over  this 
line  pay  fifteen  cents,  while  other  residents  of  the  town  who  reach  these 
points  by  the  upper  line  pay  only  ten  cents.  We  think  this  is  an  un- 
just discrimination,  and  recommend  that  it  be  removed.

Complaint  of  the  mayor  of   Taunton   concerning  service  upon  the 
Norton  and  Taunton  street  railway. 

The  Norton  and  Taunton  street  railway  very  early  in  its  history 
passed  into  the  hands  of  creditors  who  have  since  made  a  commend- 
able effort  to  improve  the  property  and  to  give  as  good  service  as 
the  limited  receipts  of  the  company  would  permit. 

It  would  appear  that  the  motor  equipment  of  the  cars  is  not  at  all 
times  sufficient  for  a  satisfactory  performance  of  the  work  to  be 
done.  All  parties  interested  have  expressed  their  willingness  to 
leave  to  the  Board  the  determination  of  the  question  whether  the 
company  should  devote  funds  which  properly  become  available  for 
the  improvement  of  the  property  to  the  strengthening  of  the  motor 
equipment,  in  order  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  cars. 

In  our  opinion  such  an  outlay  is  desirable,  and  we  would  recommend 
that  the  company  provide  for  it  as  soon  as  its  earnings  will  permit.

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Complaint  of  Citizens  of  Taunton^  ^eiv  Bedford  and  Fall  River 
concerning  train  service  on  the  JSfeiv  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  railroad. 

It  is  apparent  that  during  the  last  two  months  the  methods  pursued 
upon  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  in  the  conduct 
of  its  train  service  between  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  cities  of  Taun- 
ton, New  Bedford  and  Fall  River  have  been  very  annoying  to  patrons. 
Not  only  have  certain  trains  been  discontinued  and  the  running  time 
of  other  trains  lengthened,  but  express  trains  have  been  burdened  by 
consolidation  at  Mansfleld  with  trains  between  Providence  and  Boston, 
to  the  demoralization  of  the  published  schedule. 

While  the  company  has  an  unquestioned  right  to  introduce  meas- 
ures of  economy  in  its  business  management,  it  does  not  appear  to  be 
in  such  financial  stress  as  would  explain  the  present  order  of  things 
upon  this  part  of  its  system.  On  the  contrary,  the  company  has 
recently  adopted  a  policy  involving  large  expenditures  in  the  develop- 
ment of  its  interstate  traffic.  Although  this  enterprise  is  in  itself 
most  commendable,  we  cannot  agree  that  increased  accommodation 
shall  be  furnished  upon  interstate  lines  at  the  expense  of  proper  ac- 
commodation for  communities  within  the  state.  The  important  place 
which  the  cities  of  Fall  River,  New  Bedford  and  Taunton  occupy  in 
connection  with  state  traffic  and  the  amount  of  patronage  which  they 
bestow  upon  this  railroad  entitle  them  to  an  express  service  of  a  high 
order,  one  at  least  as  good  as  that  which  was  given  before  the  recent 
changes  went  into  effect. 

We  recommend  therefore  that  this  service  be  restored  to  its  former 
efficiency.

Complai7it  of  the  selectmen  of   Wakefield  concerning  street  raihoay 

fares. 

M.  E.  S.  Clemons  for  town.

The  question  is  whether  certain  fares  upon  the  Boston  and  Northern 
street  railway  are  excessive  or  unjust  to  any  class  of  passengers. 

The  five-cent  fare  was  established  on  street  railways  when  in  the 
main  these  were  local  enterprises.  It  was  a  fare  convenient  for 
collection,  one  which  tended  to  promote  the  general  welfare  by 
encouraging  a  wider  distribution  of  homes  in  thickly  settled  com- 
munities, and  one  which  served  the  public  on  the  whole  acceptably. 
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With  the  same  fare  for  everybody,  companies  found  in  the  multitude 
of  short  rides  compensation  for  the  low  rate  for  the  long  ride,  so  the 
average  result  furnished  a  reasonable  return. 

As  a  consequence  of  the  consolidation  of  railways,  of  concessions 
made  by  the  companies,  and  of  action  taken  by  the  Board,  the  limits 
of  the  five-cent  fare  have  been  from  time  to  time  largely  extended. 
The  Board  has  recommended  this  fare  generally  within  town  bound- 
aries, and  in  some  cases  between  the  centres  of  the  larger  munici- 
palities and  the  centres  of  adjoining  towns,  an  arrangement  which 
happily  works  to  the  advantages  of  those  who  travel  daily  to  and 
from  their  work.  In  brief,  for  one  reason  and  another,  the  five-cent 
fare  has  been  made  to  apply  to  travel  for  widely  differing  distances, 
in  order  to  meet  a  great  variety  of  local  conditions. 

With  the  taking  on  of  an  interurban  service,  companies  have  intro- 
duced a  so-called  through  fare,  subdivided  into  five-cent  fares  col- 
lected at  fixed  points.  These  fare  limits  are  not  always  co-extensive 
with  the  local  fare  limits,  a  fact  which  has  given  rise  to  the  suggestion 
of  discrimination  against  through  passengers.  But  it  is  to  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  interurban  business  is  often  the  development  of  the 
long  distance  patronage,  without  a  corresponding  development  of  the 
more  profitable  short  distance  riding,  and  that  if  comparison  of  fares 
is  to  be  made,  it  should  be  between  the  through  fare  and  the  average 
local  fare. 

As  to  the  particular  fares  to  which  our  attention  has  been  called  in 
this  case,  we  are  satisfied  after  an  examination  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  company  that  no  one  of  them  is  more  than  a  rea- 
sonable charge  for  the  accommodation  furnished.  Such  inequalities 
as  exist  are  the  result  of  dilTerences  in  the  conditions  under  which  the 
service  has  been  extended,  and  in  the  concessions  which  have  been 
made  from  time  to  time  in  the  public  interest,  without  reference  to  the 
adoption  of  any  perfected  general  system  of  charges.  We  find  no 
actual  injustice  in  any  instance,  and  do  not  believe  that  at  this  time 
there  is  any  call  for  a  more  scientific  nicety  in  the  adjustment  of  rates 
which  are  in  themselves  not  excessive. 

What  is  needed  is  not  change  in  fares,  but  improvement  in  service. 
From  more  than  one  community  which  this  railway  serves  we  are 
receiving  complaints  that  cars  are  insufficient  in  number  and  not  prop- 
erly heated,  and  that  long  delays  are  frequent.  These  complaints  are 
in  part  due,  it  is  true,  to  the  extraordinary  severity  of  the  winter, 
which  has  found  transportation  companies  generally  unprepared  for 
the  unexpected  demands  upon  their  resources.  Making  due  allow- 
ance, however,  for  all  that  is  unusual,  it  is  plainly  evident  that  there 
is  imperative  need  of  more  cars  and  large  additions  to  power  plants 
upon  parts  of  this  system. 
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For  the  last  four  years  the  company  has  been  at  great  expense  in 
improving  many  lines  which  were  irj/  lamentable  condition  when 
acquired  by  it.  Other  lines  need  similar  attention.  It  is  our  duty  to 
insist  upon  the  vigorous  prosecution  of  this  work  of  improvement. 
We  cannot  at  the  same  time  ask  the  company  to  lessen  its  revenue 
and  to  weaken  its  ability  to  furnish  the  remedy  for  real  evils.

These  complaints  present  instances  where  the  two  systems  of  fare 
in  effect  upon  street  railways,  one  for  local  and  the  other  for  through 
travel,  necessarily  enforced  under  arbitrary  rules,  naturally  provoke 
adverse  criticism  from  patrons.  We  are  not  convinced,  however, 
that  the  complainants  suffer  from  any  unjust  discrimination.  Apply- 
ing the  principle  that  a  reasonable  compensation  is  to  be  allowed  a 
company  for  a  service  rendered,  and  having  in  mind  the  interest  of 
the  travelling  public  in  preserving  the  rule  of  a  five-cent  fare  within 
thickly  settled  communities,  we  cannot  recommend  that  the  company 
either  reduce  fares  or  extend  transfer  privileges. 

The  situation  here  is  very  similar  to  that  which  was  more  fully  dis- 
cussed in  the  decision  of  the  Wakefield  case  published  March  3,  1904.

It  is  claimed  that  the  patrons  of  this  road  have  been  and  are  seri- 
ously discommoded  by  irregularity  and  delays  in  the  running  of  cars 
and  that  the  methods  used  in  operating  the  railway  are  unsafe. 
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There  is  no  doubt  that  the  unusual  severity  of  the  winter  has  made 
it  more  than  ordinarily  difficult  to  operate  this  road,  but  it  is  clear, 
and  the  company  admits,  that  the  supply  of  electric  power  has  been 
insufficient  for  a  proper  conduct  of  the  business.  The  company  has 
no  power  plant  of  its  own,  but  has  relied  upon  power  furnished  from 
an  electric  plant  in  Natick.  The  street  railway  company,  having  en- 
deavored without  success  to  obtain  an  adequate  supply  of  power  from 
this  source,  has  already  taken  steps  to  secure  it  elsewhere.  We  ex- 
pect, therefore,  that  this,  the  principal  soui'ce  of  trouble  to  patrons, 
will  be  removed  at  a  reasonably  near  day. 

Some  statements  were  made  at  the  hearing  which  would  tend  to 
show  uncertainty  in  the  enforcement  of  the  rule  that  a  car  must  not 
leave  a  turnout  until  the  arrival  of  the  car  which  is  expected  to  meet 
it  there.  This  rule  is  necessary  for  safety.  No  exception  to  it  should 
be  permitted  unless  under  unusual  circumstances,  in  which  case  the 
car  in  proceeding  should  be  so  safeguarded  as  to  prevent  the  possi- 
bility of  accident. 

The  suggestion  was  also  made  that  at  times  cars  were  "  coasted" 
or  run  upon  down  grades  while  the  power  was  off  the  line.  This 
should  be  prohibited,  as  it  jeopardizes  the  safety  of  passengers  for 
whose  protection  every  device  for  stopping  the  car  should  always  be 
ready  for  instant  application,  and  jeopardizes  travel  upon  the  high- 
way through  the  possible  approach  of  an  unlighted  car  after  dark.

The  number  of  persons  who  live  the  year  round  in  suburban  towns 
and  transact  business  daily  in  Boston  is  a  growing  one.  This  class 
of  travel  has  peculiar  need  of  the  morning  and  evening  trains  and 
furnishes  a  regular  patronage  which  entitles  it  to  favorable  consid- 
eration. 

To  Hingham  and  places  beyond  excellent  accommodation  has  been 
given  in  the  past,  in  winter  as  well  as  in  summer,  upon  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad,  and  coincident  with  this, 
if  not  in  consequence  of  it,  a  considerable  number  of  people  have 
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taken  up  their  residence  in  these  towns.  Recently  the  railroad  com- 
pany has  consolidated  the  train  formerly  leaving  Boston  at  6.10  p.m., 
and  running  express  to  Hingham,  with  the  short  distance  accommoda- 
tion train  which  had  closely  followed  it. 

It  is  true  that  the  company  is  warranted  in  closely  scrutinizing  its 
expenditures  from  time  to  time  and  in  attempting  all  reasonable 
economy  ;  and  it  is  true  that  the  accommodation  train  which  has  been 
united  with  the  express  is  a  necessary  service  which,  taken  alone, 
nets  a  decided  daily  loss  to  the  company. 

There  is  evidently  a  large  demand  for  accommodation  by  people 
desiring  to  leave  Boston  at  the  same  time  every  day  for  different 
points  upon  this  line.  Is  the  consolidation  of  the  two  trains  which 
formerly  served  them  a  necessary  requirement  of  prudent  manage- 
ment? This  question  should  be  answered,  we  think,  through  a  study 
of  the  returns  of  both  trains  taken  together  and  not  from  a  consid- 
eration of  the  business  done  by  either  train  independent  of  that  done 
by  the  other.  So  viewed,  the  service  as  a  whole  warrants  us  in 
believing  that  the  former  schedule  can  be  restored  without  the  impo- 
sition of  any  unjust  burden  upon  the  company  or  upon  any  other 
portion  of  the  travelling  public.     We  recommend  that  this  be  done.

The  New  England  Railroad  Company  proposes  to  extend  its  road 
in  this  state  from  a  point  near  the  Needham  station  to  a  point  on  the 
Boston  and  Providence  railroad  near  the  West  Roxbury  station,  and 
so  obtain  a  direct  entrance  into  Boston. 

This  enterprise,  besides  promoting  the  public  interests  in  other  im- 
portant ways,  will  relieve  passengers  upon  the  Woonsocket  division  of 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  system  from  the  annoying 
delays  incident  to  the  taking  of  the  cars  from  that  division  into 
Boston  over  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad. 

The  Board,  after  full  consideration,  on  February  29,  1904,  decreed 
that   public   necessity  and   convenience   demanded    this    extension. 
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Since  that  time  a  route  for  the  railroad  has  been  fixed  by  the  select- 
men in  the  towns  of  Needham  and  Dedham. 

Upon  the  petition  of  the  New  England  Railroad  Company  the 
board  of  aldermen  of  Boston,  in  July,  passed  an  order  fixing  a  route 
in  that  city,  but  the  order  provided  that  it  should  become  operative 
only  upon  the  surrender  by  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  of  a 
large  claim  which  it  holds  against  the  City  of  Boston  and  which  is 
now  the  subject  of  litigation.  The  petitioner  declined  to  accept  this 
condition,  claiming  that  it  related  to  a  matter  foreign  to  the  extension 
of  its  railroad,  and  one  which  concerned  a  different  corporation.  The 
board  of  aldermen  refused  to  recede  from  its  position,  and  the  rail- 
road company,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  43,  chapter 
111  of  the  Revised  Laws  now  asks  this  Board  to  fix  a  route  in  Boston, 
presenting  the  same  plan  for  a  location  that  was  before  the  board  of 
aldermen  and  received  its  approval,  as  far  as  any  objections  to  the 
route  itself  are  concerned. 

The  Town  of  Brookline  remonstrates  against  the  adoption  of  the 
proposed  route  for  the  reason  that  it  passes  through  certain  lands  in 
Boston  which  the  Town  holds  as  a  part  of  its  system  of  water  works. 
Thi*)ugh  its  counsel  it  contends  that  as  a  matter  of  law  a  railroad 
cannot  be  located  through  these  premises  without  special  act  of 
the  Legislature. 

There  can  be  little  if  any  doubt  that  the  facts  bring  this  case  within 
the  rule  that  lands  already  devoted  to  a  public  use  cannot  be  taken 
under  general  laws  for  another  inconsistent  use. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  careful  study  of  the  territory  through  which 
the  proposed  extension  must  be  built,  if  the  railroad  is  to  reach  Boston, 
shows  that  there  is  no  other  reasonably  practicable  route  which  can 
be  substituted  for  that  which  crosses  this  property.  While  the  impor- 
tance of  protecting  systems  of  water  supply  is  fully  appreciated,  the 
large  public  interests  to  be  secured  through  the  development  of  these 
transportation  facilities  for  commercial  purposes  and  for  the  conven- 
ience of  travel  are  entitled  to  great  consideration. 

Believing  that  the  construction  of  the  railroad  through  the  lands  of 
the  Town  would  occasion  injuries  which  could  be  measured  by  money 
damages,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  route  for  the  railroad 
should  be  fixed  in  accordance  with  the  plan  presented,  but  believes 
that  it  is  without  authority  to  so  fix  the  route  under  the  general  law.

The  branch  railroad  operated  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  between  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford 
crosses  the  main  highway  between  these  cities  in  the  town  of  West- 
port.  Two  passenger  and  two  freight  trains  pass  over  this  road  daily 
each  way,  the  passenger  trains  ordinarily  running  at  a  speed  of 
thirty  or  forty  miles  an  hour.  While  those  who  use  the  highway 
have  a  clear  view  of  trains  approaching  from  the  west,  their  view  of 
trains  approaching  from  the  east  is  partially  obstructed. 

Not  long  ago  an  electric  bell  was  installed  at  this  place,  for  the 
protection  of  travellers.  We  are  satisfied  that  some  additional  pre- 
caution should  be  taken,  and  therefore  recommend  that  the  speed  of 
trains  in  approaching  and  in  crossing  the  highway  be  restricted  to  a 
rate  not  exceeding  fifteen  miles  an  hour.  The  enforcement  of  this 
rule  will  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  warning  given  by  the  electric 
signal  and  in  case  of  emergency  will  both  enable  an  engineer  to  bring 
his  train  quickly  to  a  stop  and  give  the  traveller  greater  opportunity 
to  avoid  peril.

The  railroad  company  opposes  the  issue  of  a  certificate  in  this 
case  on  the  ground  that  such  action  would  not  be  consistent  with 
the  public  interests  in  view  of  the  amount  of  other  work  of  this 
kind  which  is  now  under  way  upon  the  Boston  and  Maine  rail- 
road. 

Aside  from  this  suggestion  every  known  reason  for  the  abolition  of 
a  grade  crossing  of  highway  and  railroad  is  found  to  justify  the  pros- 
ecution of  the  work  in  this  instance.  The  crossings  in  question  are 
upon  the  main  line  of  the  railroad  where  trains  pass  frequently ;  the 
highways  are  important  and  much  used  ;  the  plan  proposes  the  merg- 
ing of  three  grade  crossings  into  one  under  pass  at  a  reasonable 
expense  ;  and  in  view  of  the  present  cost  of  maintaining  existing  safe- 
guards, the  improvement  is  a  measure  of  economy  for  the  railroad 
company. 

While  we  agree  that  the  public  interests  are  directly  connected  with 
the  prosperity  of  the  railroad  company  and  appreciate  the  fact  that 
the  burden  of  expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  abolition 
of  grade  crossings  might  be  under  certain  conditions  a  matter  for 
grave  consideration,  we  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  financial 
resources  of  the  company  will  be  unduly  taxed  by  the  requirement 
that  these  crossings  be  abolished. 

In  regard  to  certain  technical  questions  affecting  the  relation  of  a 
certain  street  railway  company  to  this  improvement  the  Board  has  no 
jurisdiction.

When  the  plan  for  abolishing  grade  crossings  of  highway  and  rail- 
road in  Attleborough  was  first  presented  we  were  informed  that  all 
parties  were  in  accord.  The  case,  however,  has  been  reopened  before 
the  special  commissioners,  and  now  comes  again  before  us  upon  their 
report,  which,  after  a  re-hearing,  is  unchanged. 

The  Commonwealth  now  contends  that  the  plan  calls  for  an  im- 
proper expenditure  in  station  improvements  and  is  further  objection- 
able in  providing  for  a  double  in  place  of  a  single  track,  and  in 
creating  a  public  way  where  a  private  way  has  heretofore  existed. 

The  changes  contemplated  in  Attleborough  are  upon  the  main  line 
of  the  system  operated  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  and  are  obviously  very  important.     As  might  be 
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expected,  they  can  only  be  made  at  a  large  cost,  the  estimated  outlay 
being  about  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

The  Commonwealth  claims  that  a  saving  in  expense  would  be  made 
by  raising  the  old  station  instead  of  building  a  new  one.  Were  the 
building  of  the  new  station  shown  to  be  merely  an  improvement  in 
station  accommodations  and  not  fairly  incident  to  the  work  of  elimi- 
nating the  grade  crossings,  we  should  be  compelled  to  withhold  our 
certificate. 

The  special  commissioners,  however,  have  found  that  it  is  imprac- 
ticable to  raise  and  use  the  old  station.  This  conclusion  rests  upon 
the  suggestion  of  three  out  of  four  engineers  of  high  standing,  and 
we  take  it  to  mean  that  the  raising  and  use  of  the  old  station  would 
create  conditions  which  would  deprive  the  public  of  suitable  accom- 
modation and  of  conveniences  which  they  now  enjoy.  In  a  review  of 
the  facts  we  find  so  much  ground  for  this  opinion  that  we  do  not 
think  we  are  called  upon  in  the  public  interests  to  disturb  it. 

The  other  questions  which  have  been  raised  by  the  Commonwealth 
are  such  as  will  be  fully  presented  upon  the  record  to  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  and  the  rights  of  the  Commonwealth  protected. 

We  therefore  certify  that  in  our  opinion  the  adoption  of  the  plan 
and  the  incurring  of  the  expenditure  proposed  in  the  report  of  the 
special  commissioners  appointed  by  the  Superior  Court  in  connection 
with  the  proceedings  to  abolish  certain  grade  crossings  of  highway 
and  railroad  in  the  town  of  Attleborough,  are  consistent  with  the  pub- 
lic interests,  and  are  reasonably  required  to  secure  a  fair  distribution 
between  the  different  cities,  towns  and  railroads  of  the  Commonwealth

Every  reason  which  would  ordinarily  be  named  for  approving  the 
separation  of  highway  and  railroad  crossings  is  to  be  found  in  the  cir- 
cumstances which  exist  here.  The  amount  and  character  of  the  busi- 
ness done  upon  the  railroad,  although  it  is  exclusively  a  freight  traffic, 
the  importance  of  the  uses  of  the  highways,  the  length  of  time  which 
the  preliminary  proceedings  have  covered,  and  the  general  public 
interest  expressed  in  the  improvement,  all  speak  to  favorable  action 
upon  the  petition.

The  Legislature  of  1902,  after  a  thorough  review  of  what  had  thus 
far  been  accomplished  toward  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings  of 
highways  and  railroads,  to  the  cost  of  which  the  Commonwealth  had 
contributed  five  million  dollars,  made  a  second  state  appropriation  of 
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five  million  dollars  toward  the  further  prosecution  of  the  work.  At 
the  same  time  section  159,  chapter  111,  Revised  Laws  was  changed 
by  chapter  440,  Acts  of  1902,  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

No  final  decree  shall  be  made  by  said  superior  court  upon  any  report  of 
comraissionei's  setting  forth  a  plan  for  the  abolition,  discontinuance  or  alter- 
ation of  a  grade  crossing,  adopting  or  confirming  such  plan  or  authorizing 
any  expense  to  be  charged  against  the  commonwealth,  until  the  boai'd  of 
railroad  commissioners,  after  a  hearing,  shall  have  cei'tified  in  writing  that 
in  their  opinion  the  adoption  of  such  plan  and  the  expenditure  to  be  incurred 
thereunder  are  consistent  with  the  public  interests,  and  are  reasonably  requi- 
site to  secure  a  fair  distribution  between  the  different  cities,  towns  and 
railroads  of  the  commonwealth,  of  the  public  money  appropriated  in  the 
preceding  section  for  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings. 

A  special  commission  appointed  by  the  Superior  Court  has  adopted 
a  plan  for  separating  grades  at  the  place  where  the  highway  known 
as  Princeton  street  crosses  the  Stony  Brook  railroad  (Boston  and 
Maine  railroad,  lessee),  in  Chelmsford. 

The  railroad  company  contends  that  in  view  of  the  amount  and 
character  of  the  work  of  this  kind  in  which  it  is  actually  engaged  in 
other  places,  and  of  the  comparatively  light  traffic  upon  this  branch 
line,  the  proposed  separation  of  grades  in  Chelmsford  is  not  called 
for  at  the  present  time. 

The  duty  of  the  Board,  under  the  change  in  the  statute,  to  secure 
as  far  as  it  may  a  "  fair  distribution"  of  the  public  money  appropri- 
ated for  the  purpose  of  abolishing  grade  crossings,  affords  no  reason 
for  delaying  the  general  progress  of  this  most  important  improvement. 
Nor  do  we  understand  that  the  object  of  the  change  was  to  secure  a 
geographical  division  of  the  work,  or  exact  proportions  in  the  expendi-. 
tures  made  by  the  different  companies.  The  end  to  be  attained  is 
rather  an  order  of  procedure  which  will  authorize  expenditures  where 
most  needed  in  the  general  public  interests,  with  due  regard  to  the 
amount  of  financial  burden  imposed  at  any  one  time  upon  a  particular 
city,  town  or  corporation.  The  statute  looks  to  the  future,  not  to 
the  past. 

It  is  impossible  to  accurately  measure  and  apportion  the  amount  of 
peril  that  exists  at  difl'erent  grade  crossings.  In  selecting  one  cross- 
ing rather  than  another  for  abolition,  the  first  factor  to  be  considered 
is  the  relative  importance  of  the  travel  at  these  places,  and  in  deter- 
mining this  the  travel  upon  both  the  railroad  and  the  highway  is  to  be 
considered,  since  a  grade  crossing  is  a  menace  to  both. 

In  this  instance  we  have  a  public  way  which  has  been  selected  as  an 
important  thoroughfare  by  the  State  highway  commission,  and  upon 
which  large  expenditures  have  been  made,  in  constructing  it  as  a 
state  road  for  long  distances  on  both  sides  of  the  railroad.      The 
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present  and  future  uses  of  this  highway  make  it  an  important  avenue 
of  travel.  A  considerable  number  of  trains  pass  over  the  crossing 
daily.  No  objection  is  made  to  the  plan  for  separating  the  grades, 
and  the  cost,  estimated  at  forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000),  does  not 
seem  disproportionate  to  the  advantages  to  be  gained. 

While  the  Board  recognizes  the  amount  and  character  of  the  work 
already  under  way  in  other  places  upon  the  Boston  and  Maine  rail- 
road system,  we  are  nevertheless  persuaded  that  this  particular  im- 
provement should  be  promptly  prosecuted,  and  accordingly 

The  Board  hereby  certifies  that  in  its  opinion  the  adoption  of  the 
plan  and  the  incurring  of  the  expenditure  proposed  in  the  report  of 
the  special  commission  appointed  by  the  Superior  Court  to  consider 
the  abolition  of  the  grade  crossing  of  Princeton  street  and  the  Stoay 
Brook  railroad  in  the  town  of  Chelmsford  are  consistent  with  the 
public  interests,  and  are  reasonably  required  to  secure  a  fair  distribu- 
tion between  the  different  cities,  towns  and  railroads  of  the  Common- 
wealth, of  the  public  money  appropriated  for  the  abolition  of  grade 
crossings,  and  that  such  expenditure  will  not  in  its  judgment  exceed 
the  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  Commonwealth  under  the  provisions  of 
law  relating  thereto.

A  special  commission  appointed  by  the  Superior  Court  has  adopted 
a  plan  for  separating  grades  where  Glenn  avenue,  Langley  road.  Insti- 
tution avenue  and  Cypress,  Centre,  Rogers,  Hyde,  Walnut,  Boylaton 
and  Cook  streets  cross  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad  in  Newton. 

The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  lessee 
of  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad,  contends  that  the  work  of  sepa- 
rating these  grades  should  be  postponed. 

The  Legislature  of  1902,  after  reviewing  what  had  been  accom- 
plished in  abolishing  grade  crossings  of  highways  and  railroads, 
appropriated  an  additional  five  million  dollars  in  furtherance  of  the 
work.     At  the  same  time  the  law  was  changed  to  read  as  follows : 

No  final  decree  shall  be  made  by  said  superior  court  upon  any  report  of 
commissioners  setting  forth  a  plan  for  the  abolition,  discontinuance  or 
alteration  of  a  grade  crossing,  adopting  or  confirming  such  plan  or  author- 
izing any  expense  to  be  charged  against  the  commonwealth,  until  the  board 
of  railroad  commissioners,  after  a  hearing,  shall  have  certified  in  writing 
that  in  their  opinion  the  adoption  of  such  plan  and  the  expenditure  to  be  in- 
curred thereunder  are  consistent  with  the  public  interests,  and  are  reasonably 
requisite  to  secure  a  fair  distribution  between  the  different  cities,  towns  and 
railroads  of  the  commonwealth,  of  the  public  money  appropriated  in  the 
preceding  section  for  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings. 

The  railroad  company  contends  that  it  ought  not  to  be  required  to 
carry  on  at  the  same  time  the  work  of  separating  grades  in  both  East 
Boston  and  Newton.  In  favoring  the  East  Boston  and  opposing 
the  Newton  project,  the  company  urges  that  the  improvement  contem- 
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plated  in  East  Boston  is  of  great  public  importance  and  should  be 
given  precedence  over  that  proposed  in  Newton,  which,  it  argues, 
affects  a  smaller  public  and  is  of  much  less  general  interest.  The 
further  claim  is  made  that  Boston  is  entitled  at  this  time  to  receive 
the  benefit  of  the  public  fund,  while  Newton  is  not,  having  already 
enjoyed  great  advantages  from  the  large  expenditures  made  in  abol- 
ishing grade  crossings  upon  the  main  line  of  the  Boston  and  Albany 
railroad. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  legislation  of  1902  was  to  provide  for 
carrying  on  the  work  of  eliminating  perils  and  annoyances  which  still 
threatened  the  public  safety  and  convenience  from  the  existence  of 
grade  crossings.  Just  what  or  exactly  where  expenditures  had  already 
been  made  in  eliminating  similar  perils  was  of  lesser  moment.  The 
statute  does  not  contemplate  that  a  corporation  shall  necessarily  be 
relieved  from  future  outlay  on  account  of  the  work  done  in  preceding 
years.  For  economic  reasons,  in  other  words  to  obtain  greater 
security  and  convenience  in  the  running  of  trains  and  larger  freedom 
from  expense  in  maintaining  safeguards,  a  company  with  ample  re- 
sources might  well  have  expended  large  sums  of  money  in  doing 
away  with  these  crossings. 

We  assume  it  to  be  our  duty  under  the  law  now  in  force  to  secure 
an  order  of  procedure  which  will  be  for  the  general  welfare,  with  a 
view  at  the  same  time  to  a  fair  distribution  of  the  public  money 
among  the  different  cities,  towns  and  corporations,  and  with  due  re- 
gard to  the  amount  of  financial  burden  imposed  upon  any  one  of 
them.  In  the  application  of  this  rule  there  must  always  be  indirectly 
felt  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  the  effect  of  expenditures  already  made 
in  different  communities. 

As  said  in  the  Chelmsford  case,  it  is  impossible  to  accurately 
measure  and  apportion  the  amount  of  peril  that  exists  at  differeiit 
crossings.  In  selecting  one  rather  than  another  for  abolition,  the  first 
factor  to  be  considered  is  the  relative  importance  of  the  traflSc  and 
travel  which  is  affected,  in  determining  which  the  uses  made  of  both 
railroad  and  highway  are  to  be  considered. 

The  significance  of  the  comparison  between  conditions  in  East 
Boston  and  in  Newton  would  be  greater  if  these  two  cases  arose  in 
an  ordinary  way  under  the  general  law.  In  each  of  these  instances 
the  Legislature  has  itself  taken  action  looking  to  an  early  separation 
of  grades.  Chapter  468,  Acts  of  1900,  in  approving  the  lease  of  the 
Boston  and  Albany  railroad  to  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  Railroad  Company,  provides  for  grade  crossing  changes  upon 
the  Grand  Junction  railroad.  Chapter  163,  Acts  of  1903,  authorized 
the  construction  of  a  trestle  in  Newton,  clearly  in  the  contemplation 
that  it  would  be  a  temporary  affair,  warranted  by  the  prospect  of 
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early  action  in  abolishing  the  crossings  which  rendered  the  structure 
necessary. 

But  aside  from  these  considerations,  a  large  public  interest  and  im- 
portance attaches  to  the  changes  proposed  in  Newton.  Not  far  from 
seventy  trains  are  run  daily  excepting  Sunday  over  this  circuit,  serv- 
ing a  large  travelling  public.  Many  of  the  streets  which  cross  the 
railroad  at  grade  are  important  thoroughfares.  The  number  of  pas- 
sengers carried  over  this  line  and  the  large  travel  upon  the  ten  high- 
ways which  cross  it,  fairly  warrant  the  prompt  prosecution  of  the 
work.  Nor  do  we  find  any  reason  for  the  belief  that  it  is  impracti- 
cable to  carry  forward  both  enterprises  at  the  same  time.

Method  of  Crossing. 

Second  report  to  the  Superior  Court,  of  the  Board,  sitting  as  special 
masters  in  the  case  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  Coriip)any  v.  Hingham  Street  Maihoay  Company. 

We,  the  special  masters  appointed  by  order  of  the  court  in  this 
cause,  having  been  requested  by  the  Old  Colony  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany, as  the  successor  of  the  Hingham  Street  Railway  Company  and 
of  the  Nantasket  Electric  Street  Railway  Company,  to  modify  our 
former  report,  do  hereby,  after  hearing  the  parties,  and  with  their 
consent  and  approval,  present  the  following  substitute  therefor : 

First.  The  Old  Colony  Street  Railway  Company,  the  successor  as 
aforesaid,  ought  to  maintain  and  operate  the  trolley  wires  of  its  rail- 
way at  Broad  Bridge  crossing,  so  called,  and  at  Weir  River  crossing, 
so  called,  both  in  the  town  of  Hingham  in  said  Commonwealth,  by  a 
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device  like  tliat  shown  on  Plan  A,  on  file  iu  the  office  of  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  in  the  city  of  Boston  in  said  Commonwealth; 
and  at  Wade's  crossing,  so  called,  in  the  town  of  Hull  in  said  Com- 
monwealth, by  a  device  like  that  shown  on  Plan  B,  on  file  in  said 
office. 

Second.  Such  further  decree  as  may  be  entered  in  said  cause  upon 
this  our  second  and  substituted  report,  should  contain  a  paragraph 
similar  to  paragraph  ninth  in  the  interlocutory  decree  of  the  eighth 
day  of  June,  1896,  to  the  end  that  this  report  may  hereafter  be  modi- 
fied as  may  be  found  desirable.

Petition  of  Elwyn  H.  Bemis  for  establishment  of  private  crossing  over  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  in  Northhorough.

This  petition  is  brought  under  section  144,  chapter  111  of  the 
Revised  Laws.  The  argument  of  the  petitioner  is  that  he  has  been 
deprived  of  a  way  across  the  railroad,  which  had  been  gained  by 
prescription,  by  the  taking  of  the  land  for  railroad  purposes  in  con- 
nection with  the  abolition  of  certain  grade  crossings  in  Northhorough  ; 
and  that  although  he  has  brought  suit  in  the  courts  for  compensation 
on  account  of  the  injury,  money  damages  will  not  make  good  the  loss 
suffered  through  the  closing  of  this  way  from  one  part  of  his  premises 
to  the  other.  He  therefore  urges  that  a  private  right  of  crossing  be 
re-created  for  his  benefit. 

It  is  admitted  that  the  statute  does  not  create  any  new  right  of 
crossing  ;  and  no  claim  is  made  of  a  right  of  way  by  necessity,  as 
known  at  common  law,  since  there  is  communication  between  the 
different  parts  of  the  petitioner's  estate  by  a  route  over  the  highway. 
The  case  rests  wholly  upon  the  claim  that  a  more  convenient  right  of 
crossing  existed  which  had  been  acquired  by  prescription  and  which 
has  been  destroyed.  Assuming  this  to  be  so,  we  are  met  point  blank 
by  the  difficulty  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  wording  of  the  statute 
or  of  the  decisions  interpreting  it,  which  indicates  that  it  was  intended 
to  afford  the  relief  sought. 

Further,  if  the  petition  be  treated  as  a  request  for  an  equivalent  of 
what  has  been  taken  away,  it  would  mean  the  re-establishment  of  a 
private  grade  crossing  as  an  incident  of  the  abolition  of  public  grade 
crossings  over  a  railroad.     As  a  matter  of  sound  public  policy  the 
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Board  must  decline  to  grant  such  a  request  unless  the  circumstances 
presented  show  a  situation  of  extreme  hardship. 

Both  as  a  matter  of  law  and  upon  the  merits,  therefore,  we  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  petition  must  be  dismissed.

of  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad  westerly  to  Rowland  avenue,  as 
shown  on  a  plan  filed  with  this  petition. 

This  consent  is  given  upon  the  condition  that  a  flagman  shall  dis- 
play a  flag  by  day  and  a  lantern  by  night  whenever  an  engine,  car  or 
train  is  approaching,  and  while  it  is  passing  over  said  crossing,  and 
that  no  engine,  car  or  train  shall  cross  at  a  greater  speed  than  four 
miles  an  hour.

We  consider  both  petitions  at  the  same  time,  as  they  have  in  view 
a  single  undertaking,  the  establishment  of  a  street  railway  service 
between  Haverhill  and  Boston. 

The  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  the  Boston  and  Northern  Street 
Railway  Company,  and  the  owners  of  certain  real  estate  abutting 
upon  highways  in  which  grants  of  location  have  been  made,  remon- 
strate against  the  granting  of  these  petitions,  while  the  residents 
generally  of  the  cities  and  towns  through  which  the  railway  would 
pass  actively  favor  the  enterprise. 

Chapter  399  of  the  Acts  of  1902  reads  in  part  as  follows  :  "  No 
location  .  .  .  granted  by  a  board  of  aldermen  or  a  board  of  select- 
men ...  of  the  tracks  of  a  street  railway  company  .  .  .  shall  be 
valid  until  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  has  certified  after 
public  notice  and  a  hearing  that  such  location  is  consistent  with  the 
public  interests." 

Although  counsel  have  contended  for  a  different  construction  of 
this  statute,  we  believe  that  it  means  that  no  certificate  should  be 
issued  under  it  in  any  case  where  it  appears  that  the  construction 
of  a  proposed  railway  is  detrimental  to  the  general  welfare  for  any 
reason.  Under  this  rule  the  character,  the  usefulness  and  the  effect 
of  an  enterprise  are  subjects  of  inquiry. 

If  it  were  clear  that  a  contemplated  railway  would  never  pay  oper- 
ating expenses,  or  that  the  parties  interested  in  it  were  unfit  to  exer- 
cise the  franchise,  or  that  the  capital  necessary  to  carry  it  out  could 
not  be   secured,  it  would   be  our  duty  to  refuse  a  certificate,  and  so 
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prevent  the  encumbering  of  streets  with  useless  tracks  or  the  exploit- 
ing of  a  mere  paper  scheme  for  idle  or  illegitimate  ends. 

So,  too,  if  an  enterprise  had  for  its  object  merely  the  introduction 
of  a  new  competitor  into  a  field  that  is  already  occupied,  we  would 
refuse  our  certificate  upon  the  ground  that  the  usual  fruit  of  such 
competition  is  at  best  only  a  transitory  gain,  which  is  outweighed 
by  the  permanent  disadvantages  that  follow.  On  the  other  hand,  we 
are  not  called  upon  to  prevent  private  capital  from  taking  the  risks 
involved  in  an  enterprise  which  from  the  standpoint  of  the  public 
promises  a  new  and  substantial  service. 

The  proposed  railway,  if  built,  would  open  a  new  avenue  of  travel 
and  afford  many  people  a  convenience  not  now  enjoyed.  The  char- 
acter of  the  highways  upon  which  locations  have  been  obtained,  and 
the  fact  that  the  railway  will  run  for  quite  a  distance  upon  private 
land,  makes  possible  a  quicker  and  more  direct  service  than  that 
furnished  upon  any  existing  street  railway,  and  of  a  character  essen- 
tially different  from  that  provided  upon  the  steam  railroad.  It  would 
bring  street  car  accommodation  to  several  communities  now  without 
it,  and  tend  to  exert  an  active  influence  in  building  up  a  section  with 
natural  advantages  as  yet  unimproved. 

Although  the  contemplated  road  would  compete  to  some  extent 
with  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  and  the  Boston  and  Northern 
street  railway,  we  cannot  believe  that  the  competition  would  be  so 
serious  as  to  warrant  us  in  accepting  the  suggestion  of  these  com- 
panies that  the  undertaking  should  be  prohibited.  Admitting  that  it 
would  be  detrimental  to  the  public  interests  to  cripple  or  seriously 
hamper  an  existing  service,  we  do  not  believe  that  the  building  of  the 
proposed  railway  would  inflict  such  radical  injury  upon  either  of  these 
remonstrants. 

The  local  travel  upon  this  line  would  at  first  be  small,  and  the 
financial  success  of  the  undertaking  rest  largely  upon  through  traffic, 
but  it  is  not  clear  that  the  patronage  as  a  whole  would  be  inadequate 
to  meet  expenses.  In  other  words,  it  is  a  case  where  private  capital 
should  be  left  to  make  its  own  study  of  the  risks ;  and  abundant 
warning  as  to  what  the  risks  are  is  to  be  found  in  the  recent  experi- 
ence of  street  railway  companies . 

The  Legislature  has  so  far  favored  the  project  as  to  have  conferred 
upon  one  of  the  companies  unusual  powers  with  reference  to  con- 
struction over  private  land  and  the  bridging  of  the  Merriraac  river. 
No  one  will  contend  in  the  light  of  recent  accidents  that  it  is  not 
wise  to  avoid  heavy  grades  and  sharp  curves  by  constructing  such 
railways  in  part  at  least  upon  private  land. 

Residents  upon  Pleasant  street  in  Haverhill  are  naturally  con- 
cerned in  the  preservation  of  the  trees  which  adorn  that  highway,  but 
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the  reasons  for  locating  the  railway  in  this  street  seem  controlling ; 
and  it  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  the  building  of  the  railway 
should  mean  the  destruction  of  the  trees. 

The  remonstrants  have  presented  a  large  number  of  requests  for 
rulings  upon  what  are  claimed  to  be  matters  of  law.  While  it  is  ex- 
tremely doubtful  whether  these  requests  have  any  standing  under 
section  98,  chapter  112,  of  the  Revised  Laws,  we  make  in  reply  a 
general  statement  in  addition  to  what  has  already  been  said,  giving 
the  views  of  the  Board  and  sustaining  the  contention  of  the  remon- 
strants upon  some  points  and  the  contention  of  the  petitioners  upon 
others. 

1.  A  condition  which  requires  that  a  company  keep  any  part  of 
the  street  in  repair  is  in  direct  conflict  with  the  general  law. 

2.  A  condition  which  predetermines  the  schedule  time  of  cars,  the 
character  of  accommodations,  or  rates  of  fare,  is  objectionable  for 
the  reason  that  the  general  law  provides  other  methods  to  protect  the 
public  interests  as  they  arise  from  time  to  time. 

3.  A  condition  which  fixes  for  all  time  the  location  of  a  structure 
such  as  a  car  barn  or  power  plant,  is  against  a  sound  public  policy  for 
the  reason  that  such  structures  should  be  maintained  where,  in  con- 
nection with  the  development  of  a  system,  experience  may  show  that 
they  will  best  contribute  to  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 

4.  A  condition  which  may  work  the  forfeiture  of  a  location  after 
the  railway  has  been  built  upon  it,  without  a  hearing  of  parties  inter- 
ested or  in  a  manner  contrary  to  the  general  law  providing  for  revo- 
cation of  rights,  is  plainly  improper. 

On  the  other  hand 

1.  Street  railway  termini  named  in  an  agreement  of  association 
are  subject  to  greater  uncertainty  than  the  termini  of  a  steam  rail- 
road. The  variation  between  the  northerly  terminus  of  the  Maple- 
wood  and  Danvers  railway,  described  in  the  agreement  of  association, 
and  the  terminus  afterward  established  is  unimportant. 

2.  The  attempt  to  enforce  as  a  contract  a  condition  by  which  the 
company  ought  to  be  bound  does  not  make  the  location  objectionable. 
As  an  effort  to  alter  the  legal  status  of  the  parties  it  is  probably 
ineffective, 

3.  A  company  may  well  be  asked  in  some  instances  to  make  good 
the  encroachment  of  a  railway  upon  the  other  uses  of  an  existing 
highway,  and  so  to  bear  the  expense  of  widening  and  improving  it. 
In  other  instances  it  would  be  unjust  to  those  who  support  the  rail- 
way by  fares  to  require  an  investment  of  railway  capital  in  street 
improvements. 

4.  A  requirement  that  the  poles  of  a  company  shall  support  wires 
used  in  other  public  works  under  conditions  which  prevent  impair- 
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ment  of  the  street  railway  service,  and  which  do  not  impose  an  un- 
reasonable burden  upon  a  company,  is  unobjectionable. 

As  these  locations  stand  we  cannot  issue  a  certificate.  To  prop- 
erly bring  them  again  before  us  a  petition  must  be  filed  upon  which 
a  public  hearing  will  be  given.  Changes  in  the  conditions  attached 
to  locations  should  be  made  upon  petition  of  the  company  and  by 
proper  action  at  meetings  of  the  local  boards.  The  advisability  of 
giving  a  public  hearing  upon  such  petition  is  left,  as  far  as  our  sub- 
sequent action  is  concerned,  to  their  discretion.

The  board  of  aldermen  of  Pittsfield  for  the  year  1903,  at  its  last 
meeting,  granted  several  locations  to  the  Pittsfield  Electric  Street 
Railway  Company.  The  succeeding  board  of  aldermen  at  its  first 
meeting  voted  to  rescind  that  action.  In  the  meantime  the  company 
had  filed  its  petition  with  this  Board  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
399,  Acts  of  1902. 

The  remonstrants  ask  for  a  ruling  that  there  are  no  locations  prop- 
erly before  us.  We  cannot  take  that  view  of  the  situation,  but  rule 
that  the  powers  of  boards  of  aldermen  in  granting  street  railway  loca- 
tions are  expressly  defined  by  statute ;  that  when  a  grant  has  once 
been  formally  made,  and  the  company  has  filed  with  this  Board  its 
petition  for  a  certificate,  it  is  too  late  for  the  aldermen  to  rescind  their 
action  without  the  consent  of  the  company.  There  would  seem  to  be 
still  less  authority  for  one  board  to  revoke  the  action  of  its  predecessor, 
even  though  it  be  admitted  that  such  boards  are  for  certain  purposes 
continuing  bodies. 

However,  the  public  interests  of  Pittsfield  are  now  in  charge  of  the 
government  of  1904^  and  its  members  are  entitled  to  have  their  reasons 
why  we  should  not  approve  these  locations  fully  considered. 

Some  of  these  questions  are  purely  technical.  It  is  claimed  that 
three  of  the  petitions  for  location  were  filed  in  1902,  and  that  no 
action  upon  them  could  be  taken  in  the  following  year.  Again,  it  is 
claimed  that  the  company  having  neglected  to  present  plans  at  the 
public  hearing,  and  the  committee  to  which  the  petitions  were  referred 
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having  failed  to  report  upon  them,  the  aldermen  had  no  authority  to 
pass  the  order  granting  the  locations.  We  rule,  to  the  contrary, 
that  the  aldermen  of  1903  had  the  right  to  treat  the  petitions  filed  in 
1902  as  properly  before  them  ;  that  while  it  is  desirable  that  plans  be 
presented  at  public  hearings  of  this  character,  there  is  no  law  requir- 
ing it ;  and  that  a  board  may  lawfully  dispense  with  the  services  of 
its  own  committee  ;  indeed,  in  this  case  it  could  not  well  do  otherwise, 
as  the  committee  consisted  of  two  who  would  not  agree. 

We  come  to  the  suggestion  that  the  aldermen  of  1903  did  not  fully 
protect  the  public  interests.  We  find,  however,  that  the  orders  of 
location  have  been  carefully  drawn,  that  the  company  is  required  to 
properly  build  and  drain  its  roadbed  and  to  hereafter  maintain  its 
railway  in  conformity  with  the  rest  of  the  highway,  making  all 
changes  necessary  to  secure  a  proper  travelled  road  and  sidewalk ; 
and  to  fulfil  these  obligations  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  board 
of  public  works.  Provision  is  made  for  the  reimbursement  of  the 
city  for  all  cost  or  expense  incurred  in  consequence  of  the  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  of  the  railway. 

Some  criticism  has  been  made  as  to  the  position  of  the  track  for 
short  distances  in  certain  localities.  If  this  criticism  is  well  grounded, 
it  is  a  matter  of  minor  detail  which  can  be  readily  remedied  at  a  later 
time. 

The  orders  provide  that  as  to  any  part  of  the  locations  which  shall 
not  have  been  constructed  and  put  in  use  on  or  before  December  1, 
1904,  the  grant  shall  have  become  void.  This  is  essentially  unlike 
the  objectionable  forfeiture  clause  in  the  Springfield  grant,  as  it  con- 
flicts with  no  statutory  process  better  adapted  to  secure  the  public 
interests. 

Although  the  grants  were  made  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  outgoing 
board  of  aldermen,  these  locations  had  been  before  the  board  for 
more  than  a  year,  public  hearings  had  been  given  at  which  no  one 
had  appeared  in  opposition,  an  oflacial  view  of  the  premises  had  been 
taken  and  the  whole  subject  had  been  deliberately  considered. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  Board  is  satisfied  that  these  locations  are  con- 
sistent with  the  public  interests,  and  will  issue  its  certificate  to  that 
effect  as  soon  as  the  position  of  poles  shall  have  been  approved  by 
the  board  of  aldermen.  It  has  been  our  practice  to  request  that  pole 
locations  in  city  streets  be  determined  by  local  boards  before  the 
issue  of  a  certificate,  even  though  it  be  claimed  that  they  are  inci- 
dental to  the  track  locations.

This  certificate  is  issued  upon  the  understanding  that  wherever  in 
the  several  towns  through  which  this  railway  passes  the  location  of 
its  tracks  leaves  the  travelled  road  too  narrow  for  the  proper  ac- 
commodation of  those  using  it,  the  company  at  its  own  expense  shall 
provide  a  road  of  the  width  and  character  previously  enjoyed  ;  and 
upon  the  further  understanding  that  nothing  contained  in  the  condi- 
tions attached  to  the  foregoing  locations  shall  be  construed  as  intended 
to  limit  the  authority  of  any  public  board.

Petition  of  the  Worcester  and  Webster  Street  Railway  Company  for 
certificate  relative  to  location  in  Oxford. 

The  location  recently  given  the  petitioner  in  the  town  of  Oxford 
connects  its  railway  with  the  Worcester  and  Southbridge  railway  and 
thus  secures  a  safer  and  more  convenient  route  into  Worcester.  This 
is  desirable. 

The  selectmen  of  Auburn,  fearing  a  diversion  of  travel  from  the 
existing  line  of  the  Worcester  and  Webster  railway  and  a  consequent 
loss  of  accommodation  for  their  townspeople,  undertook  when  grant- 
ing locations  to  prevent  this  by  attaching  to  these  locations  conditions 
intended  to  defeat  any  attempt  at  building  such  a  connecting  link  as 
the  location  now  before  us.  We  doubt  the  right  of  selectmen  to 
stop  the  development  of  transportation  facilities  both  within  and 
without  their  borders  in  this  way,  but  we  recognize  at  the  same  time 
the  right  of  the  selectmen  and  of  the  townspeople  to  ask  that  their 
interests  in  the  existing  line  of  railway  be  properly  protected. 
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If  the  building  of  the  line  in  which  the  remonstrants  are  interested 
were  now  under  consideration,  we  would  hesitate  to  approve  its  present 
route,  for  the  reason  that  it  would  seem  practicable  to  build  upon 
some  other  route  equally  serviceable  and  less  objectionable  in  grade. 
However,  the  location  was  granted  and  the  railway  built  before  this 
Board  was  given  any  authority  over  street  railway  locations,  and  it  is 
only  fair  that  those  who  are  now  served  by  it,  some  of  whom  have 
established  their  homes  in  reliance  upon  it,  should  receive  proper 
protection.  Therefore  we  have  called  upon  the  company  to  declare 
its  purposes  in  connection  with  the  new  location,  and  approve  it 
only  upon  the  understanding  that  the  company  will  continue  to  give 
the  remonstrants  an  adequate  service  between  Oxford  Heights  and 
Worcester,  meaning  by  adequate  service,  for  the  present  at  least, 
one  which  is  equivalent  to  that  now  enjoyed.

Approval  of  regulations  for  speed  of  cars  \ipon  street  railways  in  the 
toion  of  BrooMine. 
It  is  Ordered,  That  the  regulations  relative  to  speed  of  ears  upon 
street  railways  in  the  town  of  Brookline,  established  by  the  selectmen 
of  said  town,  as  revised  and  approved,  be  as  follows : 

1.  Except  in  spaces  reserved  for  street  railways  no  street  car  shall 
be  operated  at  a  rate  of  speed  greater  than  fifteen  (15)  miles  an 
hour.  This  exception  shall  not  apply  to  Boylston  street  between 
Heath  and  Lee  streets. 

2.  No  street  railway  car  shall  be  operated  at  a  rate  of  speed  greater 
than  eight  (8)  miles  an  hour  at  any  of  the  following  points  :  — 

On  Harvard  street  at  School  street  and  Aspinwall  avenue  ; 

On  Boylston  street  at  Cypress  street,  at  Warren  street  and  Sumner 
road,  and  at  Dunster  road ; 

On  Cypress  street  at  Walnut  street.

Apiwoval  of  regulations  for  speed  of  cars  itpon  street  railways  in  the 

toivn  of  Natick. 

The  so-called  reservation  upon  which  the  Boston  and  Worcester 
street  railway  is  located  in  Natick  is  so  meagre  in  extent  and  in  many 
places  so  ineffectually  separated  from  the  travelled  road,  that  we  can- 
not consent  to  a  rate  of  speed  for  street  cars  in  excess  of  twenty-five 
miles  an  hour. 

That  the  selectmen  have  authorized  a  higher  rate,  that  at  the  public 
hearing  the  expression  of  views  on  the  part  of  representative  citizens 
was  unanimous  in  favor  of  a  higher  rate,  are  facts  which  have  been 
duly  considered,  but  which  do  not  convince  us  that  the  safety  and 
convenience  of  those  who  travel  upon  the  highway  would  be  properly 
protected  if  we  should  consent  to  a  rate  of  speed,  under  present  con- 
ditions, higher  than  that  above  named. 

It  is  therefore  Ordered,  That  the  regulations  relative  to  speed  of 
cars  upon  street  railways  in  the  town  of  Natick,  established  by  the 
selectmen  of  said  town,  as  revised  and  approved,  be  as  follows :

Approval  of  regulations  for  speed  of  cars  upon  street  railways  in  the 
toiun  of  Soutlihorougli. 

It  appears  that,  as  stated  in  the  communication  received  April  8, 
1904,  the  selectmen  of  Southborough  have  established  the  following 
regulations  as  to  speed  of  cars  upon  street  railways  in  that  town  :  — 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  40  of  chapter  112  of  the  Revised 
Laws  and  chapter  143  of  the  Acts  of  1903  the  selectmen  of  Southborough 
hereby  establish  the  following  regulations  as  to  the  rate  of  speed  and  the 
mode  of  use  of  tracks  within  the  town  of  Southborough,  such  regulations 
being  required  in  the  interest  and  for  the  convenience  of  the  public  : 

Between  the  boundary  line  between  Southborough  and  Framingham  and 
the  highway  at  the  foot  of  Slawson's  Hill  not  exceeding  twenty  (20)  miles 
an  hour. 

Between  the  highway  at  the  foot  of  Slawson's  Hill  and  the  Baptist  church 
in  Fayville  not  exceeding  six  (6)  miles  an  hour. 

Between  the  Baptist  church  and  White's  corner  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  (26)  miles  an  hour. 

Between  White's  corner  and  the  station  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  in  Southborough  Centre  not  exceeding 
twenty  (20)  miles  an  hour. 

Between  the  station  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
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Company  in  Southborough  Centre  and  Andrews'  saw  mill  not  exceeding 
six  (6)  miles  an  hour. 

Between  Andrews'  saw  mill  and  the  line  between  Southborough  and 
Marlborough  not  exceeding  twenty  (20)  miles  an  hour. 

Between  the  boundary  line  between  Westboi'ough  and  Southborough  and 
the  line  between  Marlborough  and  Westborough  not  exceeding  twenty  (20) 
miles  an  hour ;  except  that  at  the  crossing  of  the  main  road  from  South- 
borough to  Westborough,  at  O'Leary's  corner,  at  the  crossing  of  the  old 
road  to  Northborough  and  at  the  highways  which  meet  near  the  overhead 
bi'idge  over  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  the  cars  shall  be  slowed  to  a  speed  not  exceeding  four  (4)  miles 
an  hour. 

It  is  Ordered,  That  the  foregoing  regulations  be  revised  by  the 
addition  of  the  following  rules,  and  that  as  so  revised  they  be  hereby 
approved  :  —

Residents  of  that  part  of  Boston  which  has  recently  received  the 
benefit  of  a  five-cent  fare  through  the  lease  of  a  portion  of  the  Old 
Colony  street  railway  to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company, 
regularly  take  elevated  trains  to  and  from  Dudley  street  or  use  the 
Jamaica  Plain  line  of  surface  cars. 

The  petitioners  ask  that  transfer  checks  be  issued  in  connection 
with  other  lines  of  surface  cars  and  that  a  transfer  station  be  estab- 
lished at  Forest  Hills.  The  first  request  we  endorse,  and  recommend 
that  the  company  extend  to  the  surface  lines  running  to  Forest  Hills, 
and  known  as  the  Columbus  avenue  and  the  Forest  Hills  and  North 
Station  lines,  the  check  system  now  in  force  in  connection  with  the 
Jamaica  Plain  line. 
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We  believe,  however,  that  the  change  between  elevated  trains  and 
particular  lines  of  surface  cars  should  continue  for  the  present  under 
cover  at  Dudley  street. 

The  contemplated  extension  of  the  elevated  system  to  Forest  Hills

Many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Elevated  railway  who  have  occasion 
to  ride  regularly  between  Franklin  square  and  other  parts  of  Boston, 
and  owners  of  real  estate  in  that  locality,  urge  the  need  of  an  addi- 
tional station  upon  the  Elevated  railway  for  their  accommodation. 
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The  question  is  one  of  conflicting  public  interests  which  it  is  diflS- 
cult  to  weigh  with  any  exact  nicety  of  result.  A  new  station  here 
would  undoubtedly  be  a  convenience  to  those  who  now  have  to 
change  between  elevated  trains  and  surface  cars  in  order  to  complete 
their  journey,  at  a  loss  sometimes  of  several  minutes ;  while  the 
delay  which  an  additional  stop  would  necessitate  would  mean  a 
lesser  individual  inconvenience,  but  to  a  greater  number  of  patrons 
interested  in  quick  conveyance  to  other  points  upon  this  system. 

The  distance  between  stations  upon  the  Elevated  railway  must 
vary,  stations  in  the  principal  business  centers  being  properly  more 
frequent  than  in  districts  immediately  adjoining. 

The  construction  of  the  subway  in  Washington  street  and  the 
future  extension  of  the  elevated  system  will  make  it  necessary  in  the 
near  future  to  study  anew  the  problems  connected  with  the  distribu- 
tion of  travel.

In  carrying  out  the  recent  work  of  abolishing  grade  crossings  of 
railroad  and  highway  at  Readville  a  subway  was  constructed  for  the 
use  of  those  who  desire  to  cross  the  Providence  Division  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad.  In  adopting  the  plan  for 
this  improvement  the  question  whether  the  crossing  should  be  over 
or  under  the  railroad  was  fully  and  carefully  considered  and  it  was 
decided  that  a  subway  was  preferable  even  at  a  greater  cost.  Noth- 
ing which  has  since  happened  inclines  us  to  doubt  the  wisdom  of  this 
conclusion,  or  to  ask  the  company  to  construct  both  a  subway  and. an 
over  pass  at  this  point.  If  trouble  exists  in  reference  to  drainage  it 
can  be  and  should  be  readily  removed. 

The  complaint,  however,  that  under  the  present  methods  of  operat- 
ing the  different  divisions  of  the  railroad,  passengers  who  have  occa- 
sion to  take  trains  upon  the  New  England  Division  are  unreasonably 
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subjected  to  exposure  to  storm  and  inclement  weather  is  well  founded. 
We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  company  is  under  obligation  to  pro- 
vide a  suitable  shelter  for  these  patrons,  and  we  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  such  measures  as  will  afford  the  public  proper  acconamodation 
while  awaiting  the  arrival  of  trains  at  this  place.

The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  has 
proposed  to  construct  a  footbridge  at  Clarendon  Hills  station  in  order 
to  provide  a  way  across  its  premises  for  those  who  use  its  trains  less 
perilous  than  that  by  crossing  the  tracks  at  grade.  It  has  already 
expended  several  thousand  dollars  in  carrying  out  this  project. 

Assuming  that  subways  are  often  preferable  to  overhead  crossings, 
there  are  at  this  place  conditions  from  an  engineering  standpoint,  as 
well  as  reasons  from  the  character  of  the  traffic,  which  make  it  desir- 
able that  the  way  across  the  railroad  premises  should  be  overhead 
rather  than  underneath. 

It  is  plain  that  the  petitioners  are  interested  in  something  other 
than  a  mere  way  for  the  exclusive  use  of  patrons  of  the  railroad. 
They  claim  that  there  was  formerly  a  highway  crossing  here  for  the 
use  of  the  general  public,  and  urge  a  present  necessity  for  such  a 
crossing.  This  raises  questions  over  which  the  Board  has  no  juris- 
diction, a  fact  which  seems  to  have  been  fully  recognized  in  the  steps 
taken,  though  as  yet  unsuccessfully,  to  secure  special  legislation  to 
meet  the  case. 

Dealing  with  the  crossing  as  one  for  exclusive  use  of  passengers, 
to  which  point  of  view  we  are  confined  by  law,  we  cannot  ask  the 
company  to  abandon  its  plan  for  overhead  crossing  at  this  point.

Railroad  and  Street  Railway  Accidents. 
Circular. 
The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  respectfully  calls  to  your  at- 
tention  the   provisions  of   section  263,  chapter  111,  Revised  Laws, 
which,  as  amended  by  chapter  297,  Acts  of  1903,  reads  as  follows  : 

Every  railroad  and  street  railway  corporation  shall  give  immediate  notice 
of  an  accident  on  its  road,  which  results  in  a  loss  of  life,  to  the  medical  ex- 
aminer of  the  county  who  resides  nearest  to  the  place  of  accident,  and  shall 
also,  within  twenty-four  hours,  give  notice  to  the  board  of  any  such  acci- 
dent or  of  any  accident  of  the  description  of  accidents  of  which  the  board 
may  require  notice  to  be  given.  For  each  omission  to  give  such  notice  the 
corporation  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 
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Under  the  authority  of  the  foregoing  provision  of  law  the  Board 
requires  that  reports  be  made  :  — 

1.  Of  all  accidents  resulting  in  serious  personal  injury,  as  well  as 
in  loss  of  life,  whether  of  passengers,  employees  or  others. 

2.  Of  all  accidents  which  do  not  result  in  personal  injury,  but 
which  cause  serious  detention  of  passenger  trains  or  electric  cars. 

When  an  accident  occurs  at  a  station,  it  should  be  so  reported  and 
the  name  of  the  station  given  ;  when  it  occurs  elsewhere,  the  place 
should  be  described  with  reasonable  accuracy. 

The  word  "  station"  will  be  deemed  to  mean  that  part  of  the  rail- 
road premises  within  which  trains  are  customarily  stopped  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  or  discharging  passengers. 

The  word  "  road  "  will  be  deemed  to  mean  all  parts  of  premises  the 
use  of  which  is  ordinarily  necessary  to  the  operation  of  the  railroad 
or  railway. 

The  accidents  to  be  reported  are  those  which  are  incident  to  the 
movement  of  any  engine  or  car. 

Each  report  should  include  a  brief  statement  of  the  character  of  the 
accident  and  the  nature  of  the  injury  and  be  in  accordance  with  the 
accompanying  form.

Special  Report  to  the  General  Court. 

Resolve  relative  to  the  o^oeration  of  the  ferry  betiveen  the-  toivn    of 
Fairhaven  and  the  city  of  Neio  Bedford. 

To  the  Honorable.,  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives,  in  General 

Court  assembled. 

The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  respectfully  submits  its  re- 
port of  the  investigation  made  pursuant  to  the  following  Resolve,  duly 
approved  February  27,  1904  :  — 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  is  hereby  directed, 
after  such  notice  and  hearing  as  it  may  deem  proper,  to  consider  whether 
public  necessity  and  convenience  require  the  further  operation  of  a  ferry 
between  the  town  of  Faii'haven  and  the  city  of  New  Bedford  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety-two  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  to  report  these  facts  and  its  con- 
clusions in  the  matter,  and  such  recommendations  as  it  may  deem  proper, 
to  the  next  general  court. 

Public  hearings  were  given  in  New  Bedford  and  in  Boston,  at  which 
the  City  of  New  Bedford  was  represented  by  its  mayor  and  city  solici- 
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tor  ;  business  associations  of  New  Bedford  and  of  Fairhaven  by  com- 
mittees ;  and  tlie  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  by  its  counsel. 

In  February,  1896,  the  ferry  between  Fairhaven  and  New  Bedford, 
which  had  been  operated  in  connection  with  the  Fairhaven  Branch 
railroad  from  1854  to  1873  and  had  then  been  discontinued,  was 
again  opened  to  public  use  under  chapter  392  of  the  Acts  of  1894.  It 
has  since  been  in  continuous  operation. 

The  books  of  the  company  show  that  for  the  year  1896  the  expense 
of  operating  the  ferry  was  in  round  numbers  $7,100  and  receipts  were 
$5,500  ;  in  1897  the  expense  was  $8,600  and  receipts  were  $6,800  ;  in 
1898  the  expense  was  $6,100  and  receipts  were  $4,400  ;  in  1899  the 
expense  was  $6,600  and  receipts  were  $4,100;  in  1900  the  expense 
was  $7,900  and  receipts  were  $4,000 ;  in  1901  the  expense  was 
$7,200  and  receipts  were  $8,100;  in  1902  the  expense  was  $8,400 
and  receipts  were  $1,800;  in  1903  the  expense  was  $8,000  and 
receipts  were  $1,800.  To  June  of  the  past  year  the  expense  was 
$3,031  and  the  receipts  were  $702.  The  aggregate  gross  earnings  of 
the  ferry  during  the  eight  years  have  been  $32,282.86  and  the  aggre- 
gate operating  expenses  $63,052.15,  with  nothing  charged  to  depreci- 
ation of  ferry  boat  and  plant. 

Taking  the  year  ending  March  1,  1899,  as  showing  the  business 
of  the  ferry  in  the  earlier  and  more  prosperous  part  of  this  last  period 
of  operation,  and  the  year  ending  June  30,  1904,  as  showing  the 
business  of  the  ferry  under  what  are  practically  the  present  condi- 
tions, we  find  that  during  the  first-named  year  the  number  of  passen- 
gers using  the  ferry  in  travelling  between  New  Bedford  and  Fairhaven 
was  50,241,  and  the  revenue  received  from  this  source  $2,512.05,  and 
that  for  the  year  ending  in  June  last  the  number  of  passengers  was 
27,600,  the  revenue  $1,380  ;  that  the  number  of  passengers  using  the 
ferry  to  and  from  New  Bedford  and  points  beyond  Fairhaven  was 
in  the  first-named  year  35,428,  and  the  revenue  $1,771.40,  while  for 
the  year  ending  in  June  last  the  passengers  between  New  Bedford 
and  points  beyond  Fairhaven  were  8,296,  and  the  revenue  $414.80. 

The  average  number  of  passengers  a  day  over  this  ferry  was  263 
in  1899  and  108  in  1904;  the  average  daily  revenue  in  1899,  $13.37, 
in  1904,  $5.47.  In  1899  the  number  of  trips  a  day  was  38,  in  1904  it 
was  37  ;  the  average  number  of  passengers  a  trip  in  1899  was  7,  in 
1904,  3  ;  the  average  revenue  a  trip  in  1899  was  $0.35,  in  1904,  $0.15. 

It  may  be  assumed  that  the  period  beginning  August  27  and  ending 
November  19,  1904,  fairly  indicates  the  usual  amount  of  baggage 
carried  over  the  ferry,  and  we  find  that  the  total  number  of  pieces 
carried  during  that  time  was  986,  an  average  of  13  pieces  a  day. 
Another  test  of  this  business,  the  record  for  the  three  days  November 
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26,  November  28  and  November  29  of  this  year,  taken  at  random, 
shows  4  pieces  carried  from  New  Bedford  and  9  pieces  to  New  Bed- 
ford, an  average  of  4  pieces  a  day. 

The  figures  above  given  were  furnished  by  the  company  at  the 
request  of  the  Board,  and  were  duly  verified. 

The  New  Bedford  and  Onset  street  railway  was  opened  to  the 
public  in  August,  1901,  and  the  new  bridge  between  Fairhaven  and 
New  Bedford  was  completed  in  August,  1902.  The  construction  of 
this  street  railway  and  the  opening  of  this  bridge  diverted  travel 
from  the  ferry  into  other  channels  from  which  there  is  little  or  no 
prospect  that  it  will  ever  return.  As  the  result,  therefore,  the  disad- 
vantages under  which  the  ferry  had  been  operated  were  decidedly 
increased,  and  bad  as  the  financial  showing  was  ten  years  ago,  it 
is  worse  now. 

But  it  has  been  said  that  if  the  ferry  had  been  properly  equipped 
and  maintained,  and  operated  with  charges  that  were  not  prohibitive, 
the  volume  of  business  would  have  been  much  larger.  In  the  light  of 
experience,  some  of  the  rates  may  well  be  thought  to  have  been  high, 
although  when  they  were  established  in  1894  they  were  deemed 
reasonable  by  the  company  and  apparently  by  the  public.  It  is 
evident,  too,  that  physical  conditions  at  the  ferry  slips  have  been 
discouraging  to  those  concerned  in  the  transportation  of  loaded 
wagons.  Still,  the  fact  that  no  complaint  has  been  made  about 
either  the  tolls  or  the  lack  of  facilities,  strongly  suggests  an  absence 
of  interest  in  the  ferry  and  a  lack  of  desire  to  use  it  under  any  cir- 
cumstances. 

We  have  sought  information  from  available  sources  to  aid  us  in 
estimating  the  amount  of  business  which  might  be  done  over  the  ferry 
in  the  future  under  the  most  favorable  conditions.  As  the  result,  we 
reach  the  conclusion  that  were  the  plant  equipped  with  every  arrange- 
ment for  the  suitable  accommodation  of  patrons  and  operated  with 
reduced  charges,  and  even  with  a  train  schedule  upon  the  railroad 
especially  adapted  to  the  convenience  of  travel  between  New  Bedford 
and  towns  on  the  Cape,  it  would  still  be  impossible  to  develop  suffi- 
cient traffic  to  make  the  receipts  equal  or  even  approach  expendi- 
tures. The  location  of  communities  and  the  character  of  the  business 
relations  between  them  and  other  centres,  and  the  existence  of  the 
abundant  conveniences  for  travel  by  the  street  railways  and  by  the 
new  bridge,  restrict  the  field  for  development  of  business  by  way  of 
the  ferry  within  very  narrow  limits. 

To  meet  the  query  whether  there  might  not  be  profit  in  operating  the 
Fairhaven  Branch  railroad  with  which  to  offset  the  loss  in  operating 
the  ferry,  we  have  examined  the  record  of  both  the  passenger  and 
freight  traflSc  over  that  line.      It  would   appear  that   the   financial 
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history  of  this  branch  has  been  discouraging  from  the  outset,  and  that 
the  paralleling  of  the  railroad  with  the  New  Bedford  and  Onset  street 
railway  made  further  serious  inroads  upon  a  revenue  already  small. 
The  larger  part  of  what  remains  of  the  passenger  traffic  is  with  Boston 
or  cities  and  towns  north  of  Tremont,  and  the  train  schedule  has 
been  made  to  accommodate  travel  of  this  kind  rather  than  that  with 
towns  south  of  Tremont.  Assuming  that  the  schedule  could  be 
changed  to  favor  travel  between  New  Bedford  and  places  on  the  Cape, 
we  are  convinced  that  the  existence  of  the  competing  street  railway 
and  the  conditions  of  traffic,  present  and  prospective,  forbid  any  great 
increase  in  the  business  over  this  branch. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  that,  how- 
ever unprofitable  the  ferry  or  the  branch  railroad  may  be,  the  exten- 
sive and  growing  business  interests  of  New  Bedford  bring  to  the 
company  upon  its  other  lines  an  increasingly  large  traffic,  which  it  is 
fair  to  suppose  is  decidedly  profitable. 

But  there  is  another  point  of  view.  In  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  124  of  the  Acts  of  1854  the  proprietors  of  the  New 
Bedford  and  Fairhaven  ferry  transferred  their  property  and  charter 
rights  to  the  Fairhaven  Branch  Railroad  Company.  The  ferry  thereby 
became  a  part  of  the  railroad,  constituting  its  connecting  link  with 
New  Bedford.  In  1894,  the  Legislature  directed  the  Old  Colony 
Railroad  Company,  which  had  acquired  this  line,  to  resume  the  oper- 
ation of  the  ferry.  In  commenting  upon  this  statute  our  supreme 
court  said  : 

"A  railroad  company  has  by  no  means  an  absolute  power  to  determine 
what  parts  of  its  lines  it  will  operate.  Its  franchises  are  granted  for  the 
public  good  and  in  exercising  them  it  is  largely  subject  to  the  control  and 
direction  of  the  Legislature.  Either  by  virtue  of  the  police  power  or  of  the 
reserved  power  to  alter  chai'ters  many  acts  may  be  required  which  involve 
expense  and  which  a  railroad  coi'poration  would  not  if  left  to  itself  under- 
take." 

Brotvnell  v.  Old  Colony  Eailroad,  164  Mass.  29. 

Treating  the  ferry  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  railroad,  the  separate 
gain  or  loss  in  operating  it  is  not  of  controlling  importance.  If  the 
line  between  Tremont  and  New  Bedford  is  to  be  continued,  and  we 
assume  that  it  is,  the  ferry  or  some  equivalent  for  it  is  indispensable 
to  the  proper  performance  of  the  service  which  has  been  undertaken. 

The  question  is,  then,  whether  a  fair  equivalent  for  the  ferry  can 
be  provided  through  other  methods  of  taking  care  of  passengers  and 
baggage  at  this  end  of  the  line.  No  such  equivalent  now  exists. 
Street  cars  run  at  intervals  of  fifteen  minutes  between  Fairhaven 
and  New  Bedford,  but  no  attempt  is  made  to  connect  with  train  ser- 
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vice  upon  the  railroad.  An  express  service  is  available  for  the  car- 
riage of  baggage,  but  at  charges  in  excess  of  those  for  the  carriage  of 
baggage  to  and  from  the  ferry  slip  in  New  Bedford. 

But  there  would  seem  to  be  no  reason  why  an  arrangement  could 
not  be  made  which  would  establish  a  connection  between  the  street 
cars  and  railroad  trains  at  the  Fairhaven  station,  and  provide  an 
express  service  for  transportation  of  baggage  at  a  cost  no  greater 
than  that  now  incurred  in  using  the  ferry.  Were  this  arrangement 
for  street  railway  and  express  service  carried  out,  and  a  cab  service 
furnished  at  reasonable  rates,  passengers  would  receive  full  consid- 
eration, and  would  eojoy  in  the  privilege  of  prompt  transportation  to 
different  parts  of  New  Bedford,  without  substantial  loss  of  time  and 
for  a  five-cent  fare,  advantages  greater  than  those  now  possessed. 

Naturally  the  proposal  to  discontinue  the  ferry  would  under  any 
circumstances  meet  with  disfavor  from  those,  few  in  number,  who 
now  find  it  a  peculiar  personal  convenience  for  which  no  exact  substi- 
tute could  be  furnished.  Beside  this  opposition  from  patrons  of  the 
ferry,  there  probably  would  be  remonstrance  from  persons  who  hold 
to  the  sentiment  that  a  railroad  company  should  never  be  permitted 
to  abandon  or  essentially  change  any  service  which  it  has  undertaken, 
no  matter  how  large  a  loss  its  continuance  might  entail  upon  the  com- 
pany and  no  matter  what  effect  it  might  have  upon  the  performance 
of  other  obligations  to  the  public.  Such  a  sentiment,  however,  rests 
upon  a  superficial  view  of  the  conduct  of  railroad  business,  for  it  is 
obvious  that  the  losses  which  a  company  sustains  at  one  point  in  re- 
sponse to  a  public  demand,  will  be  made  good  at  some  other  point  at 
the  public  expense.  The  real  issue  is  ultimately  between  different 
public  interests. 

The  ferry  between  New  Bedford  and  Fairhaven  is  undoubtedly  a 
convenience  to  some  people,  and  might  be  more  useful  if  every  effort 
of  the  management  were  directed  to  that  end  ;  but  the  most  sanguine 
view  of  the  future  must  contemplate  a  large  daily  loss  in  operating  it, 
a  loss  to  be  met  by  the  public  otherwise  interested  in  the  freight  and 
passenger  service  of  this  railroad.  If  the  operation  of  the  ferry  were 
an  exceptional  instance  of  unprofitable  business,  the  effect  upon  other 
interests  would  be  unappreciable.  Demands,  however,  are  continually 
made  upon  railroad  companies  to  provide  accommodation  at  less  than 
cost.  Some  of  these  demands  are  reasonable.  Unprofitable  service 
must  be  performed  in  certain  instances,  and  it  is  right  that  the  burden 
*  of  it  should  be  borne  by  the  general  travelling  and  shipping  public. 
In  other  instances,  the  accommodation  of  the  few  should  give  way  to 
the  larger  interests  of  the  greater  number.  It  is  plainly  necessary, 
even  if  the  general  welfare  alone  is  consulted,  that  the  affairs  of  a 
company  be  prudently  administered,  and  that  a  rule  be  applied  in 
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respect  to  demands  of  this  kind  which  will  require  the  performance  of 
every  rightful  obligation  to  the  public  and  at  the  same  time  secure 
the  practice  of  a  reasonable  economy  in  the  management  of  business. 

In  view  of  the  facts  disclosed  by  this  investigation,  and  the  conclu- 
sions drawn  therefrom,  we  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Legisla- 
ture decline  to  sanction  the  discontinuance  of  the  ferry  under  existing 
conditions,  but  that  it  authorize  such  discontinuance  upon  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  substitute  service  of  the  kind  described. 

Various  tables  and  statements,  giving  in  detail  the  facts  and  figures 
upon  which  this  report  is  based,  are  attached  hereto  as  exhibits.

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FALL   RIVER   BRIDGE. 


Proceedings  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners^  the  Harbor  and  Land 
Commissioners  and  the  Bristol  Comity  Commissioyiers,  sitting  as 
a  joint  hoard,  in  reference  to  7ieiv  bridge  betioeen  Fall  River  and 
Somerset. 

January  12,  1904,  the  joint  board,  composed  of  the  state  boards  of 
railroad  and  of  harbor  and  laud  commissioners  and  the  county  com- 
missioners of  Bristol,  acting  under  chapter  462,  Acts  of  1903,  after 
having  given  several  public  hearings  and  made  a  careful  inquiry 
through  personal  and  expert  investigation,  unanimously  decided  that 
it  was  not  desirable  that  the  new  bridge  between  Fall  River  and 
Somerset  should  accommodate  steam  railroad  as  well  as  other  travel, 
but  that  the  public  interests  would  be  best  served  by  an  independent 
highway  bridge.  This  conclusion  was  based  on  the  following  find- 
ings : 

1.  Slade's  Ferry  bridge  is  safe  for  the  uses  now  made  of  it,  al- 
though in  the  near  future  the  demands  of  traffic  will  probably  call 
for  the  rebuilding  of  the  existing  structure. 

2.  It  is  altogether  better  that  a  railroad  company  have  sole  author- 
ity over  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  all  important  bridges 
upon  its  lines. 

3.  A  union  bridge  would  always  permit  conditions  annoying  to 
those  using  the  highway  underneath  or  at  the  side. 

4.  The  cost  of  a  suitable  union  bridge  at  this  place  would  be  far 
in  excess  of  one  million  dollars,  and  in  the  distribution  of  this  cost  a 
very  heavy  tax  would  in  all  probability  be  imposed  upon  the  county, 
city  and  towns. 

A  substantial  independent  highway  bridge  can  probably  be  con- 
structed well  within  one  million  dollars. 

March  15,  1904,  after  further  inquiry  and  consideration,  the  joint 
board  decided  that  the  new  bridge  should  be  located  at  the  foot  of 
Brightman  street  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  river,  with  a  westerly  ter- 
minus at  the  old  ferry  slip. 

In  accordance  with  the  statute,  a  plan,  showing  the  location  and 
character  of  the  new  bridge,  was  presented  to  the  board  of  harbor 
and  land  commissioners,  who  gave  a  public  hearing  for  the  benefit

of  all  parties  interested  in  navigation,  and  thereafter  recommended  a 
slight  change  in  the  width  of  the  draw.  The  joint  board,  after 
adopting  the  suggested  change  in  the  draw,  caused  plans  to  be  pre- 
pared and  a  petition  to  be  pi-esented  to  the  War  Department  asking 
its  approval  of  the  proposed  structure. 

October  18,  1904,  a  hearing  upon  this  petition  was  given  at  Fall 
Elver,  before  Lieutenant  Colonel  Joseph  H.  Willard,  U.  S.  A.,  at 
which  the  following  statement  in  explanation  of  the  action  of  the 
joint  board  was  presented  by  the  chairman. 

"The  Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  after  an  extended  public  dis- 
cussion, decided  that  a  new  bridge  was  needed  across  Taunton  river, 
between  Fall  River  and  Somerset,  to  meet  the  existing  and  growing 
demands  of  travel  between  the  three  cities  of  Fall  River,  Providence 
and  Taunton,  and  the  intervening  and  surrounding  towns.  There- 
fore, without  a  dissenting  voice  it  enacted  Chapter  462  of  the  Acts  of 
1903,  making  the  state  boards  of  railroad  and  of  harbor  and  land  com- 
missioners and  the  county  commissioners  of  Bristol  county  a  joint 
board  to  locate  and  construct  such  a  new  bridge  at  a  cost  not  to  ex- 
ceed one  million  dollars. 

"  The  first  question  before  the  board  was  whether  the  bridge  should 
accommodate  steam  railroad  as  well  as  other  travel.  After  public 
hearings  in  both  Fall  River  and  Boston,  an  expert  examination  of 
Slade's  Ferry  bridge,  and  careful  consideration  of  all  arguments  and 
suggestions,  it  was  determined  that  the  steam  railroad  should  be  ex- 
cluded from  the  new  bridge. 

"  It  was  also  concluded  that  while  at  present  there  is  no  call  to  en- 
cumber the  bridge  with  a  street  railway,  it  ought  to  be  so  constructed 
that  if,  in  the  future,  the  public  interests  should  demand  it,  a  street 
railway  could  be  accommodated. 

"  Various  locations  were  personally  inspected  ;  surveys,  soundings 
and  experiments  were  made,  and  estimates  of  cost  obtained. 

."  As  the  result  of  its  study  of  different  types,  the  board  selected 
what  is  known  as  the  deck  bridge,  with  a  roadway  on  top,  giving  a 
clear  view  on  all  sides.  The  bascule  draw  was  adopted,  as  it  costs  less 
to  construct  and  less  to  operate  ;  is  opened  more  quickly  and  obstructs 
navigation  less  than  the  swinging  draw.  Again  it  was  deemed  im- 
portant that  the  bridge  should  be  erected  at  such  height  above  the 
water  as  to  allow  the  passage  of  tugs,  mastless  barges  and  small 
boats,  without  opening  the  draw. 

"  Having  determined  upon  a  bridge  exclusively  for  highway  uses 
and  with  the  foregoing  features,  it  was  obviously  out  of  the  question  to 
locate  it  within  one  or  two  hundred  feet  of  the  present  railroad  bridge, 
or  to  yoke  it  up  with  that  structure.  One  of  the  prime  objects  to  be 
attained  in  securing  an  additional  highway  was  an  opportunity  to  cross 
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the  river  without  exposure  to  the  peril  and  discomfort  of  crossing  in 
close  proximity  to  a  railroad.  To  build  the  new  bridge  beside  the  old 
Slade's  Ferry  bridge  would  defeat  this  purpose  and  authorize  a  need- 
less expenditure  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  in  accomplishing 
nothing  better  than  could  be  secured  by  repairing  the  present  bridge. 
Located  at  this  point,  a  bridge  would  necessarily  be  at  a  low  level,  a 
bascule  draw  of  little  advantage,  and  the  whole  structure  a  piece  of 
patchwork,  a  disfigurement  of  the  surrounding  landscape.  The  legis- 
lature commanded  the  construction  of  a  new  bridge,  not  repairs  or 
changes  in  the  old  one. 

"  At  the  preliminary  hearings  a  preference  was  expressed  by  many 
people  for  a  location  at  President  avenue  or  Brownell  street ;  these 
two  sites,  though  at  best  northerly  locations,  being  somewhat  nearer 
the  business  centers  of  Fall  River. 

"  The  two  controlling  reasons  for  rejecting  the  Brownell  street  and 
President  avenue  sites  were,  first,  the  great  cost  of  construction  at 
either  place,  and  second,  the  fact  that  the  selection  of  either  would 
involve  an  invasion  of  harbor  and  wharf  properties,  the  possession 
of  which  is  a  public  wealth,  of  which  there  is  no  surplus  to  be  thrown 
away  or  lightly  surrendered. 

"An  estimate,  based  upon  the  best  attainable  figures,  showed  the 
probable  cost  of  a  bridge  at  President  avenue  to  be  about  one  million 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  an  amount  plainly  prohibitive  under 
the  terms  of  the  statute.  The  estimated  cost  of  a  similar  bridge  at 
Brownell  street  was  about  one  million  dollars,  at  or  near  Slade's 
Ferry  bridge  eight  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  at 
Brightman  street  seven  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

"  While  a  bridge  at  Brownell  street  would  be  convenient  for  quite 
a  number  of  people,  who  transact  business  in  Fall  River  and  reside  for 
a  part  or  all  of  the  year  in  South  Somerset,  the  board  did  not  see  its 
way  clear  to  grant  them  this  accommodation  at  the  necessary  sacrifice 
of  harbor  and  wharf  facilities,  and  at  so  large  an  extra  cost  of  con- 
struction. 

"  At  the  location  selected,  known  as  the  Brightman  street  site,  the 
narrowness  of  the  river,  the  nearness  to  the  surface  of  the  rock  bot- 
tom upon  which  it  is  essential  that  the  bridge  should  rest,  and  the 
high  level  of  the  lands  on  either  side  are  all  conditions  which  make  it 
possible  to  secure  the  most  desirable  qualities  both  in  construction 
and  in  appearance,  together  with  the  highest  convenience  in  use,  at  a 
cost  far  less  than  that  necessary  to  obtain  the  same  advantages  at  any 
other  site.  This,  too,  is  a  natural  crossing  place,  in  line,  as  statistics 
show,  with  the  main  trend  of  travel  and  connecting  directly  with  ex- 
isting highways. 

"  The  land  damages  will  be  trifling  in  amount,  not  exceeding,  ac- 
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cording  to  estimate  of  unprejudiced  experts,  five  thousand  dollars  on 
the  east  and  fifteen  hundred  dollars  on  the  west  side  of  the  river.  In 
brief,  this  choice  of  location  offers  the  best  conditions  for  building, 
protects  harbor  and  wharf  properties  from  invasion,  injures  no 
premises  now  devoted  to  commercial  uses  and  saves  a  large  amount 
of  money  which,  if  available,  is  needed  for  other  public  improve- 
ments." 

Further  proceedings  are  stayed,  pending  the  action  of   the  War 
Department.

all  tolls,  rents,  revenues,  income  and  profits  of  the  demised  premises,  excepting  from 
the  said  premises  all  cash,  cheques,  bills,  notes  and  moneys  now  due  to  the  Lessor,  and 
its  common  seal  and  books  of  record  and  account, 

To  have  and  to  hold  the  same  unto  the  Lessee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for 
the  term  of  twenty -five  years  from  the  day  of  the  date  hereof.  Subject  however  to  the 
mortgage  hereinafter  described. 

1.  The  Lessor  covenants  that  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease  it  will  maintain 
its  corporate  organization  in  due  form  of  law,  and  for  that  purpose  will  hold  all  neces- 
sary meetings,  elect  all  necessary  officers  and  make  and  keep  all  necessary  records, 
reports  and  returns  required  by  law  at  an  expense  not  to  exceed  $100  per  annum,  which 
the  Lessee  covenants  to  pay  to  it  on  or  before  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  of  the  Lessor  in  each  year. 

2.  The  Lessee  may  use  the  name  of  the  Lessor  in  bringing  or  defending  any  suits  or 
proceedings  in  law  or  equity  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  due  protection,  preserva- 
tion and  full  enjoyment  by  the  Lessee  of  all  the  propertj'^,  rights  and  privileges  hereby 
leased,  but  the  Lessee  shall  save  and  hold  the  Lessor  harmless  and  indemnified  rom 
and  against  all  loss,  cost,  damage  and  expense  arising  therefrom. 

3.  The  Lessor  covenants  that  in  case  the  Lessee  deems  any  part  of  the  rea.  estate  or 
personal  property  hereby  demised  unnecessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  railway  and 
desires  to  sell  the  same,  and  the  directors  of  the  Lessor  approve  such  sale,  the  Lessor 
will  concur  with  the  Lessee  in  such  sale  and  in  executing  and  delivering  such  instru- 
ments as  may  be  necessary  to  transfer  its  titles  therein  to  the  vendee,  and  will  cause 
such  votes  to  be  passed  by  its  shareholders  and  directors  as  may  be  necessary ;  provided 
that  the  proceeds  of  any  such  sale,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  mortgage  hereinafter 
mentioned,  shall  be  applied  to  the  substitution  of  property  of  equal  value  to  that  sold, 
or  shall  be  expended  to  increase  the  value  of  other  property  hereby  demised,  as  the 
directors  of  the  Lessor  shall  approve,  and  the  Lessee  agrees  so  to  apply  or  expend  the 
proceeds.  And  the  Lessee  may  with  the  approval  of  the  directors  of  the  Lessor,  subject 
to  the  said  mortgage,  pull  down,  alter  and  repair  buildings  and  structures,  and  change 
the  location  or  position  of  the  lines  of  rails,  but  shall  replace  any  buildings  or  structures 
pulled  down  in  whole  or  in  part  with  permanent  improvements  of  as  great  value.  And 
the  Lessee  shall  be  at  liberty,  without  any  such  approval  or  concurrence  as  aforesaid. 
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subject  to  the  mortgage,  to  use  and  consume  fuel  and  supplies,  and  to  replace  any  of  the 
rails,  rolling  stock,  equipment,  machinery  and  tools  comprised  in  this  lease  with  others, 
and  to  sell  such  of  them  as  shall  have  been  replaced  or  worn  out  as  it  may  think  fit, 
and  without  any  obligation  on  the  part  of  any  purchaser  to  ascertain  the  occurrence  of 
the  event  in  which  any  such  last-mentioned  sale  is  authorized. 

4.  In  consideration  of  the  premises  the  Lessee  covenants  with  the  Lessor,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  shareholders  for  the  time  being  of  the  Lessor,  to  pay  to  the  said  share- 
holders respectively,  as  and  for  rent  hereunder,  a  semi-annual  dividend  of  two  per  cent, 
on  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Lessor  lawfully  issued  and  from  time  to  time 
outstanding  to  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $80,000,  and  a  like  dividend  upon  any 
shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Lessor  lawfully  issued  in  excess  of  the  said  principal 
amount  of  f  80,000,  for  the  purposes  and  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  the  said 
dividends  to  be  paid  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July  in  each  year  during  the  term 
of  this  lease  to  the  persons  registered  as  holders  of  the  said  shares  on  the  tenth  day  next 
preceding  each  day  for  the  payment  of  such  dividend,  the  first  payment  to  be  made  on 
the  first  day  of  July,  1904;  and  in  case  this  lease  is  terminated  at  any  time  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  January  in  the  year  1929  a  proportionate  part  of  such  semi-annual  dividend 
to  be  paid  for  the  portion  unelapsed  of  the  half  year  to  the  then  registered  holders  of  the 
said  shares.  And  such  payments  of  dividends  shall  be  free  and  clear  of  all  other 
charges,  expenses  and  payments  to  be  made  or  incurred  under  the  provisions  hereof. 
And  an  agreement  for  the  payment  of  the  said  dividends  by  the  Lessee  shall  be  indorsed 
upon  the  certificates  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Lessor  under  the  common  seal  of  the 
Lessee,  signed  by  its  duly  authorized  officer,  and  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following 
form: 

"The  Hudson,  Pelham  &  Salem  Electric  Railway  Company  having  taken  a  lease 
of  the  railways,  properties  and  franchises  of  the  Haverhill  &  Southern  New  Hampshire 
Street  Railway  Company  for  twenty-five  years  from  the  first  of  January,  1904,  upon 
the  terms  (among  others)  of  paying  a  semi-annual  dividend  of  two  per  cent,  on  the 
shares  of  the  last-mentioned  company  on  the  first  of  January  and  July  in  every  year 
during  the  continuance  of  the  said  lease  to  the  persons  registered  as  holders  of  the  said 
shares  on  the  tenth  day  preceding  each  such  dividend  day,  and  of  entering  into  this 
agreement  in  consideration  thereof  agrees  with  the  said  registered  holder  of  the  within- 
mentioned  shares  to  pay  the  said  dividends  accordingly  and  to  enter  into  a  like  agree- 
ment with  every  holder  of  the  said  shares  to  whom  a  new  certificate  shall  be  issued,  and 
to  indorse  such  agreement  upon  every  such  certificate.  Witness  the  common  seal  of  the 
Hudson,  Pelham  &  Salem  Electric  Railway  Company  and  the  signature  of  its  duly 
authorized  officer  the  day  of  19    ." 

5.  The  Lessee  covenants  and  agrees  to  pay  as  and  for  further  rent  hereunder  all 
interest  that  may  be  due  or  that  may  become  due  during  the  term  of  this  lease  upon 
such  of  the  floating  debt  of  the  Lessor  existing  at  the  date  of  the  execution  of  this  lease 
(the  particulars  of  which  are  contained  in  a  schedule  of  even  date  herewith  and  signed 
by  the  respective  presidents  of  the  Lessor  and  Lessee),  and  upon  such  of  the  floating 
debt  of  the  Lessor  that  may  hereafter  exist  for  or  on  account  of  any  past  acts  or  trans- 
actions of  the  Lessor,  as  shall  not  be  capitalized  by  the  issue  of  stock  or  funded  by  the 
issue  of  bonds  of  the  Lessor  during  the  term  of  this  lease  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided. 

6.  The  Lessee  covenants  to  perform  and  observe  all  the  covenants  and  agreements 
of  the  Lessor  contained  in  its  mortgage  to  the  New  York  Security  and  Trust  Companj^ 
dated  the  first  day  of  January,  1903,  for  purpose  of  reference  in  the  bonds  thereby 
secured,  and  also  as  and  for  further  rent  hereunder  the  Lessee  agrees  to  assume  and  pay 
the  interest  and  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  bonds  to  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  $80,000  secured  by  the  said  mortgage,  and  also  to  assume  and 
agree  to  pay  the  interest  payable  during  the  said  term  of  all  bonds  issued  or  to  be  issued 
in  pursuance  hereof  and  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  all  such  bonds 
paj'able  during  the  said  term.  And  an  agreement  b}'  the  Lessee  for  such  payment  shall 
be  indorsed  upon  the  said  bonds  under  the  common  seal  of  the  Lessee,  signed  by  its 
duly  authorized  officer.     And  in  case  the  said  agreement  relates  to  the  payment  of 
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interest  and  the  guaranty  of  the  principal  of  the  said  bonds  it  shall  be  substantially  in 
the  following  form : 

"  The  Hudson,  Pelham  &  Salem  Electric  Railway  Company  having  taken  a  lease 
dated  the  first  day  of  January,  1904,  of  the  railways,  properties  and  franchises  of  the 
maker  of  this  bond  upon  the  terms  (among  others)  of  paying  the  interest  and  of  guar- 
anteeing the  payment  of  the  principal  thereof,  and  of  entering  into  this  agreement  in 
consideration  thereof,  agrees  with  the  bearer,  or,  if  registered,  with  the  registered  owner 
for  the  time  being  of  this  bond  (such  holder  waiving  none  of  the  obligations  of  the 
maker),  to  pay  the  interest  and  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  the  principal  thereof  as 
the  same  become  payable  respectively.  Witness  the  common  seal  of  the  said  Hudson,' 
Pelham  &  Salem  Electric  Railway  Company  and  the  signature  of  its  duly  authorized 
officer  the  of  ,19    ." 

But  in  case  the  said  agreement  relates  merely  to  the  payment  of  interest  up  to  the 
end  of  the  term  of  this  lease  it  shall  be  in  the  following  form  : 

"  The  Hudson,  Pelham  &  Salem  Electric  Railway  Company  having  taken  a  lease 
dated  the  first  day  of  January,  1904,  of  the  railways,  properties  and  franchises  of  the 
maker  of  this  bond  upon  the  terms  (among  others)  of  paying  the  interest  thereof  pay- 
able during  the  term  of  the  said  lease  and  of  entering  into  this  agreement  in  considera- 
tion thereof,  agrees  with  the  bearer,  or,  if  registered,  with  the  registered  owner  for  the 
time  being  of  this  bond  (such  holder  waiving  none  of  the  obligations  of  the  maker),  to 
pay  the  interest  thereof  accruing  during  the  term  of  the  said  lease  as  the"same  becomes 
payable  respectively.  Witness  the  common  seal  of  the  said  Hudson,  Pelham  &  Salem 
Electric  Railway  Company  and  the  signature  of  its  duly  authorized  officer  the 
of  ,  19    ." 

And  the  Lessee  covenants  to  cancel  and  destroy  all  coupons  for  the  said  interest 
upon  any  of  the  said  bonds  as  and  when  the  said  coupons  are  paid  by  the  Lessee. 

7.  The  Lessee  covenants  to  pay  all  franchise  and  other  taxes,  charges  and  assess- 
ments whatsoever  lawfully  assessed  upon  or  in  respect  of  the  leased  premises  or  any 
part  thereof  during  the  term  of  this  lease,  including  those  assessed  during  the  year  1904. 

8.  The  Lessee  covenants  to  insure  and  keep  insured  such  parts  of  the  premises  as 
are  of  an  insurable  nature  for  such  sums  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  reasonably  pro- 
tect the  same  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire  and  to  exhibit  to  the  Lessor  or  its  agents 
the  policies  whenever  reasonably  requested,  and  all  sums  received  by  virtue  of  any  such 
insurance  shall  be  applied  to  making  good  the  loss  and  damage,  and  so  that  all  such 
insurance  shall  be  in  accordance  with  such  or  the  like  provisions  as  are  contained  in  the 
said  mortgage  during  the  continuance  of  such  mortgage  or  of  any  such  future  mortgage 
of  the  premises  as  is  hereinafter  mentioned. 

9.  The  Lessee  covenants  to  keep  the  said  railway  and  other  leased  property  in  as 
good  repair,  order  and  condition  as  at  the  inception  of  this  lease,  and  to  replace  all  such 
rails,  rolling  stock,  equipment,  machinery  and  tools  as  may  be  worn  out,  and  to  mark 
with  the  name  of  the  Lessor  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided  all  rolling  stock  used 
to  replace  any  comprised  in  this  lease.  And  at  the  termination  of  the  lease  to  surrender 
the  leased  premises  and  all  property  added  thereto  or  substituted  therefor  in  like  good 
repair,  order  and  condition. 

10.  The  Lessee  covenants  to  save  the  Lessor  harmless  from  all  actions,  suits,  pro- 
ceedings, claims,  damages  and  expense  on  account  of  anything  that  has  already  hap- 
pened, or  by  reason  of  any  acts  or  omissions  of  the  Lessee  in  the  management  or  use  of 
the  leased  premises  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease,  and  at  its  own  expense  to 
defend  all  actions,  suits  and  proceedings  already  or  to  be  hereafter  brought  against  the 
Lessor  or  the  leased  property  on  account  of  any  such  matter,  and  to  pay  all  siims  recov- 
ered as  damages  or  costs  in  any  such  action,  suit  or  proceeding. 

11.  The  Lessee  covenants  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  to  maintain,  work  and  use 
the  leased  railway  and  property  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  and  all  lawful  orders  of  State  and  local  boards  or  other  officials  charged 
with  the  protection  of  public  interest ;  to  make  all  returns  and  perform  all  obligations 
lawfully  required  of  any  person  or  company  operating  a  street  railway  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts ;  to  furnish  all  information  necessary  to  enable  the  Lessor  to 
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make  all  returns  and  perform  all  obligations  required  of  it  under  the  laws  of  the  said 
Commonwealth ;  and  generally  to  perform  the  public  service  in  as  satisfactory  a  manner 
as  could  be  required  or  secured  were  the  railway  maintained  and  operated  by  the  Lessor. 
And  the  Lessee  further  covenants  to  furnish  all  cars,  equipment  and  apparatus  of  every 
description  required  for  the  due  use  and  working  of  said  railway  in  addition  to  the 
property  hereby  demised. 

12.  The  Lessor  covenants  that  it  will  issue,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  as  required  by  law  or  in  accordance  with  existing  laws  and  at 
the  expense  of  the  Lessee,  additional  shares  or  bonds,  or  both,  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
money  to  pay  the  principal  of  the  existing  floating  debt  of  the  Lessor  (the  particulars 
of  which  are  contained  in  the  said  schedule  of  even  date  herewith),  as  well  as  the  principal 
of  such  floating  debt  of  the  Lessor  as  may  hereafter  exist  on  account  of  its  past  trans- 
actions, and  also  to  pay  for  permanent  improvements  and  permanent  additions  to  the 
leased  premises,  and  to  an  amount  or  amounts  sufficient  for  any  and  all  of  these  pur- 
poses, whenever  requested  by  vote  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Lessee,  provided  that 
such  purposes  shall  be  approved  by  the  directors  of  the  Lessor,  and  will  deliver  such 
shares  and  bonds  to  the  Lessee  to  be  used  for  the  said  purposes,  and  will  also  issue 
bonds  whenever  so  requested  for  the  purpose  of  renewing  or  refunding  its  existing 
bonds,  or  any  bonds  hereafter  issued  under  these  presents.  And  none  of  the  said  shares 
or  bonds  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  par.  All  such  bonds  shall  be  secured  by  mortgage 
of  all  the  property  of  the  Railway  Company  on  terms  similar  to  those  contained  in  the 
mortgage  hereinbefore  mentioned,  except  so  far  as  they  may  be  varied  with  the  approval 
of  the  directors  of  both  of  the  said  companies,  and  the  Lessee  shall  concur  in  any  such 
mortgage  to  the  extent  of  its  estate  hereby  acquired.  And  any  benefits  from  reduced 
rates  of  interest  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease,  consequent  upon  such  renewal  or 
refunding,  shall  enure  to  the  benefit  of  the  Lessee,  and  any  premium  obtained  from  the 
sale  of  bonds  of  the  Lessor  so  issued  to  renew  or  refund  its  bonds  shall  be  used  to  pro- 
vide permanent  improvements  and  permanent  additions  to  the  leased  premises,  except 
such  as  are  herein  required  to  be  provided  by  the  Lessee.  And  the  Lessor  agrees  that 
its  directors  and  stockholders  shall  pass  all  votes  and  make  all  applications  to  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners  or  other  authority,  and  take  any  other  steps  that  may  be 
necessary  in  order  to  issue  stock  or  bonds  as  herein  provided.  And  the  Lessor  covenants 
that  it  will  not  issue  any  stock  or  bonds  without  the  express  request  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Lessee. 

13.  The  Lessor  and  Lessee  mutually  covenant  that  there  shall  forthwith  be  made  a 
full  and  complete  inventory  and  appraisal  of  the  land,  buildings,  tracks,  overhead  con- 
struction, rolling  stock,  equipment  and  all  other  property  of  every  nature  and  descrip- 
tion demised  by  this  lease,  a  copy  of  which  inventory  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Lessor 
and  also  to  the  Lessee,  and  the  same  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  in  any  and  all  cases  in 
which  the  question  of  the  condition  and  value  of  the  said  property  at  the  time  of  making 
this  lease  shall  arise  between  them.  The  said  inventory  and  appraisal  shall  be  made  at 
the  expense  of  the  Lessee  by  two  disinterested  persons,  one  selected  by  the  Lessor  and 
one  by  the  Lessee,  who  in  case  of  any  disagreement  may  choose  a  third,  and  the  decision 
of  a  majority  shall  be  final.  And  all  the  rolling  stock  of  the  Lessor  shall  at  the  like 
expense  be  marked  with  its  name,  so  that  the  same  can  be  identified,  but  this  provision 
shall  not  prevent  the  Lessee  from  marking  the  same  with  its  own  name.  On  the  termi- 
nation of  this  lease,  whether  by  lapse  of  time  or  otherwise,  a  like  inventory  and  appraisal 
shall  be  made  of  all  the  property  then  surrendered  by  the  Lessee  to  the  Lessor,  and  if 
the  property  surrendered  is  thus  found  to  be  of  greater  value  than  the  appraised  value 
at  the  commencement  of  the  lease,  with  the  addition  of  a  sum  equal  to  all  amounts  of 
money  received  by  the  Lessee  from  the  issue  of  shares  of  stock  and  bonds  of  the  Lessor 
(excepting  the  principal  of  bonds  issued  to  retire  the  said  floating  debt  and  of  renewal 
and  refunding  bonds  and  excepting  the  principal  of  any  bonds  of  the  Lessor  that  shall 
be  paid  off  by  the  Lessee),  the  difiference  shall  be  paid  by  the  Lessor  to  the  Lessee  in 
money  within  one  year  from  the  termination  of  this  lease  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  5 
per  cent,  per  annum  from  such  termination  until  the  time  of  payment.  And,  if  the 
property  surrendered  is  of  less  value  than  the  appraised  value  at  the  commencement  of 
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this  lease  and  the  said  sum  received  from  stocli  and  bonds  as  aforesaid,  the  difference 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Lessee  to  the  Lessor  in  money  within  the  same  time  and  with  the 
like  interest.  And  the  Lessor  and  its  agents  shall  be  at  liberty  at  reasonable  times  to 
enter  upon  the  leased  premises  and  inspect  the  same,  and  the  Lessee  shall  afford  all 
proper  facilities  therefor. 

14.  This  lease  is  upon  condition  that  if  the  Lessee,  its  successors  or  assigns  shall 
fail  to  make  any  semi-annual  payment  of  rent  as  hereinbefore  stipulated  or  any  part 
thereof  or  shall  fail  to  pay  the  interest  of  the  said  bonds  in  accordance  with  its  agree- 
ment, or  to  perform  and  observe  any  of  its  other  covenants  or  agreements  herein  con- 
tained, and  such  default  continues  for  one  month  after  written  notice  thereof  from  the 
Lessor  to  the  Lessee,  or  if  the  estate  hereby  granted  or  possession  of  the  premises  or  any 
part  thereof  shall  be  taken  from  the  Lessee  by  legal  proceedings  or  the  appointment  of 
a  receiver,  or  if  the  Lessee  or  its  successors  or  assigns  shall  assign  or  underlet  the  said 
premises  or  any  part  thereof  without  the  assent  of  the  Lessor  on  each  occasion  in  writing, 
and  notwithstanding  any  assent  or  waiver  on  any  prior  occasion,  then  and  in  any  of  the 
said  cases,  and  without  any  other  notice  or  demand,  the  Lessor  may  thereupon  re-enter 
upon  the  demised  premises  or  any  part  thereof  in  the  name  of  the  whole,  and  the  same 
have  and  possess  as  of  its  former  estate  without  prejudice  to  its  right  of  action  for  arrears 
of  rent  or  breach  of  covenant,  and  upon  such  entry  the  said  term  shall  end. 

15.  The  notes  printed  in  the  margin  of  these  presents  are  not  a  part  thereof  and 
shall  not  be  regarded  in  determining  any  questions  relating  to  the  construction  or  inter- 
pretation of  any  of  the  provisions  thereof.

stockholders  of  the  Lessor  in  each  year. 

2.  The  Lessee  may  use  the  name  of  the  Lessor  in  bringing  or  defending  any  suits 
or  proceedings  in  law  or  equity  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  due  protection,  pres- 
ervation and  full  enjoyment  by  the  Lessee  of  all  the  property,  rights  and  privileges 
hereby  leased,  but  the  Lessee  shall  save  and  hold  the  Lessor  harmless  and  indemnified 
from  and  against  all  loss,  cost,  damage  and  expense  arising  therefrom. 

3.  The  Lessor  covenants  that  in  case  the  Lessee  deems  any  part  of  the  real  estate  or 
personal  property  hereby  demised  unnecessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  railway  and 
desires  to  sell  the  same,  and  the  directors  of  the  Lessor  approve  such  sale,  the  Lessor 
will  concur  with  the  Lessee  in  such  sale  and  in  executing  and  delivering  such  instru- 
ments as  may  be  necessary  to  transfer  its  titles  therein  to  the  vendee,  and  will  cause 
such  votes  to  be  passed  by  its  shareholders  and  directors  as  may  be  necessary ;  provided 
that  the  proceeds  of  any  such  sale,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  mortgage  hereinafter 
mentioned,  shall  be  applied  to  the  substitution  of  property  of  equal  value  to  that  sold, 
or  shall  be  expended  to  increase  the  value  of  other  property  hereby  demised,  as  the 
directors  of  the  Lessor  shall  approve,  and  the  Lessee  agrees  so  to  apply  or  expend  the 
proceeds.  And  the  Lessee  may  with  the  approval  of  the  directors  of  the  Lessor,  sub- 
ject to  the  said  mortgage,  pull  down,  alter  and  repair  buildings  and  structures,  and 
change  the  location  or  position  of  the  lines  of  rails,  but  shall  replace  any  buildings  or 
structures  pulled  down  in  whole  or  in  part  with  permanent  improvements  of  as  great 
value.  And  the  Lessee  shall  be  at  liberty,  without  any  such  approval  or  concurrence 
as  aforesaid,  subject  to  the  mortgage,  to  use  and  consume  fuel  and  supplies,  and  to 
replace  any  of  the  rails,  rolling  stock,  equipment,  machinery  and  tools  comprised  in 
this  lease  with  others,  and  to  sell  such  of  them  as  shall  have  been  replaced  or  worn  out 
as  it  may  think  fit,  and  without  any  obligation  on  the  part  of  any  purchaser  to  ascer- 
tain the  occurrence  of  the  event  in  which  any  such  last-mentioned  sale  is  authorized. 

4.  In  consideration  of  the  premises  the  Lessee  covenants  with  the  Lessor,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  shareholders  for  the  time  being  of  the  Lessor,  to  pay  to  the  said  share- 
holders respectively,  as  and  for  rent  hereunder,  a  semi-annual  dividend  of  two  per 
cent,  on  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Lessor  lawfully  issued  and  from  time  to 
time  outstanding  to  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $150,000,  and  a  like  dividend 
upon  any  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Lessor  lawfully  issued  in  excess  of  the  said 
principal  amount  of  $150,000,  for  the  purposes  and  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided, 
the  said  dividends  to  be  paid  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July  in  each  year  during 
the  term  of  this  lease  to  the  persons  registered  as  holders  of  the  said  shares  on  the  tenth 
day  next  preceding  each  day  for  the  payment  of  such  dividend,  the  first  payment  to  be 
made  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1904 ;  and  in  case  this  lease  is  terminated  at  any  time 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  1929  a  proportionate  part  of  such  semi- 
annual dividend  to  be  paid  for  the  portion  unelapsed  of  the  half  year  to  the  then  regis- 
tered holders  of  the  said  shares.  And  such  payments  of  dividends  shall  be  free  and 
clear  of  all  other  charges,  expenses  and  payments  to  be  made  or  incurred  under  the 
provisions  hereof.  And  an  agreement  for  the  payment  of  the  said  dividends  by  the 
Lessee  shall  be  indorsed  upon  the  certificates  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Lessor  under 
the  common  seal  of  the  Lessee,  signed  by  its  duly  authorized  officer,  and  shall  be  sub- 
stantially in  the  following  form : 

"  The  Hudson,  Pelham  &  Salem  Electric, Railway  Company  having  taken  a  lease 
of  the  railways,  properties  and  franchises  of  the  Lawrence  &  Methuen  Street  Railway 
Companj"-  for  twenty-five  years  from  the  first  of  January,  1904,  upon  the  terms  (among 
others)  of  paying  a  semi-annual  dividend  of  two  per  cent,  on  the  shares  of  the  last- 
mentioned  company  on  the  first  of  January  and  July  in  every  year  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  said  lease  to  the  persons  registered  as  holders  of  the  said  shares  on  the 
tenth  day  preceding  each  such  dividend  day,  and  of  entering  into  this  agreement  in 
consideration  thereof  agrees  with  the  said  registered  holder  of  the  within-mentioned 
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shares  to  paj'  the  said  dividends  accordingly  and  to  enter  into  a  like  agreement  with 
every  holder  of  the  said  shares  to  Whom  a  new  certificate  shall  be  issued,  and  to  indorse 
such  agreement  upon  every  such  certificate.  Witness  the  common  seal  of  the  Hudson, 
Pelham  &  Salem  Electric  Railway  Company  and  the  signature  of  its  duly  authorized 
officer  the  day  of  19    ." 

5.  The  Lessee  covenants  and  agrees  to  pay  as  and  for  further  rent  hereunder  all 
interest  that  may  be  due  or  that  may  become  due  during  the  term  of  this  lease  upon 
such  of  the  floating  debt  of  the  Lessor  existing  at  the  date  of  the  execution  of  this  lease 
(the  particulars  of  which  are  contained  in  a  schedule  of  even  date  herewith  and  signed 
by  the  respective  presidents  of  the  Lessor  and  Lessee) ,  and  upon  such  of  the  floating 
debt  of  the  Lessor  that  ma}^  hereafter  exist  for  or  on  account  of  any  past  acts  or  trans- 
actions of  the  Lessor,  as  shall  not  be  capitalized  by  the  issue  of  stock  or  funded  by 
the  issue  of  bonds  of  the  Lessor  durmg  the  term  of  this  lease  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided. 

6.  The  Lessee  covenants  to  perform  and  observe  all  the  covenants  and  agreements 
of  the  Lessor  contained  in  its  mortgage  to  the  New  York  Security  and  Trust  Company, 
dated  the  first  day  of  January,  1903,  for  purpose  of  reference  in  the  bonds  thereby 
secured,  and  also  as  and  for  further  rent  hereunder  the  Lessee  agrees  to  assume  and 
pay  the  interest  and  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  bonds  to  the 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  $125,000  secured  by  the  said  mortgage,  and  also  to 
assume  and  agree  to  pay  the  interest  payable  during  the  said  term  of  all  bonds  issued 
or  to  be  issued  in  pursuance  hereof  and  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  all 
such  bonds  payable  during  the  said  term.  And  an  agreement  by  the  Lessee  for  such 
payment  shall  be  indorsed  upon  the  said  bonds  under  the  common  seal  of  the  Lessee, 
signed  by  its  duly  authorized  officer.  And  in  case  the  said  agreement  relates  to  the 
payment  of  interest  and  the  guaranty  of  the  principal  of  the  said  bonds  it  shall  be  sub- 
stantially in  the  following  form  : 

"  The  Hudson,  Pelham  &  Salem  Electric  Railway  Company  having  taken  a  lease 
dated  the  first  day  of  January,  1904,  of  the  railways,  properties  and  franchises  of  the 
maker  of  this  bond  upon  the  terms  (among  others)  of  paying  the  interest  and  of  guar- 
anteeing the  payment  of  the  principal  thereof,  and  of  entering  into  this  agreement  in 
consideration  thereof,  agrees  with  the  bearer,  or,  if  registered,  with  the  registered  owner 
for  the  time  being  of  this  bond  (such  holder  waiving  none  of  the  obligations  of  the 
maker),  to  pay  the  interest  and  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  the  principal  thereof  as  the 
same  become  payable  respectively.  Witness  the  common  seal  of  the  said  Hudson, 
Pelham  &  Salem  Electric  Railway  Company  and  the  signature  of  its  duly  authorized 
officer  the  of  ,  19    ." 

But  in  case  the  said  agreement  relates  merely  to  the  payment  of  interest  up  to  the 
end  of  the  term  of  this  lease  it  shall  be  in  the  following  form : 

<'  The  Hudson,  Pelham  &  Salem  Electric  Railway  Company  having  taken  a  lease 
dated  the  first  day  of  January,  1904,  of  the  railways,  properties  and  franchises  of  the 
maker  of  this  bond  upon  the  terms  (among  others)  of  paying  the  interest  thereof  pay- 
able during  the  term  of  the  said  lease  and  of  entering  into  this  agreement  in  considera- 
tion thereof,  agrees  with  the  bearer,  or,  if  registered,  with  the  registered  owner  for  the 
time  being  of  this  bond  (such  holder  waiving  none  of  the  obligations  of  the  maker),  to 
pay  the  interest  thereof  accruing  during  the  term  of  the  said  lease  as  the  same  becomes 
payable  respectively.  Witness  the  common  seal  of  the  said  Hudson,  Pelham  &  Salem 
Electric  Railway  Company  and  the  signature  of  its  duly  authorized  officer  the 
of  ,  19    ." 

And  the  Lessee  covenants  to  cancel  and  destroy  all  coupons  for  the  said  interest 
upon  any  of  the  said  bonds  as  and  when  the  said  coupons  are  paid  by  the  Lessee. 

7.  The  Lessee  covenants  to  pay  all  franchise  and  other  taxes,  charges  and  assess- 
ments whatsoever  lawfully  assessed  upon  or  in  respect  of  the  leased  premises  or  any  part 
thereof  during  the  term  of  this  lease,  including  those  assessed  during  the  year  1904. 

8.  The  Lessee  covenants  to  insure  and  keep  insured  such  parts  of  the  premises  as 
are  of  an  insurable  nature  for  such  sums  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  reasonably  pro- 
tect the  same  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire  and  to  exhibit  to  the  Lessor  or  its  agents 
the  policies  whenever  reasonably  requested,  and  all  sums  received  by  virtue  of  any 
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such  insurance  shall  be  applied  to  making  good  the  loss  and  damage,  and  so  that  all 
such  insurance  shall  be  in  accordance  with  such  or  th^  like  provisions  as  are  contained 
in  the  said  mortgage  during  the  continuance  of  such  mortgage  or  of  any  such  future 
mortgage  of  the  premises  as  is  hereinafter  mentioned. 

9.  The  Lessee  covenants  to  keep  the  said  railway  and  other  leased  property  in  as 
good  repair,  order  and  condition  as  at  the  inception  of  this  lease,  and  to  replace  all  such 
rails,  rolling  stock,  equipment,  machinery  and  tools  as  maybe  worn  out,  and  to  mark 
with  the  name  of  the  Lessor  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided  all  rolling  stock  used 
to  replace  any  comprised  in  this  lease.  And  at  the  termination  of  the  lease  to  surrender 
the  leased  premises  and  all  property  added  thereto  or  substituted  therefor  in  like  good 
repair,  order  and  condition. 

10.  The  Lessee  covenants  to  save  the  Lessor  harmless  from  all  actions,  suits,  pro- 
ceedings, claims,  damages  and  expense  on  account  of  anything  that  has  already  hap- 
pened, or  b}'  reason  of  any  acts  or  omissions  of  the  Lessee  in  the  management  or  use  of 
the  leased  premises  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease,  and  at  its  own  expense  to 
defend  all  actions,  suits  and  proceedings  already  or  to  be  hereafter  brought  against  the 
Lessor  or  the  leased  property  on  account  of  any  such  matter,  and  to  pay  all  sums 
recovered  as  damages  or  costs  in  any  such  action,  suit  or  proceeding. 

11.  The  Lessee  covenants  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  to  maintain,  work  and  use 
the  leased  railway  and  property  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  and  all  lawful  orders  of  State  and  local  boards  or  other  officials  charged 
with  the  protection  of  public  interest ;  to  make  all  returns  and  perform  all  obligations 
lawfully  required  of  any  person  or  company  operating  a  street  railway  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts ;  to  furnish  all  information  necessary  to  enable  the  Lessor  to 
make  all  returns  and  perform  all  obligations  required  of  it  under  the  laws  of  the  said 
Commonwealth ;  and  generally  to  perform  the  public  service  in  as  satisfactory  a  man- 
ner as  could  be  required  or  secured  were  the  railway  maintained  and  operated  by  the 
Lessor.  And  the  Lessee  further  covenants  to  furnish  all  cars,  equipment  and  apparatus 
of  every  description  required  for  the  due  use  and  working  of  said  railway  in  addition  to 
the  property  hereby  demised. 

12.  The  Lessor  covenants  that  it  will  issue,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  as  required  by  law  or  In  accordance  with  existing  laws  and  at 
the  expense  of  the  Lessee,  additional  shares  or  bonds,  or  both,  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
money  to  pay  the  principal  of  the  existing  floating  debt  of  the  Lessor  (the  particulars  of 
which  are  contained  in  the  said  schedule  of  even  date  herewith),  as  well  as  the  principal 
of  such  floating  debt  of  the  Lessor  as  may  hereafter  exist  on  account  of  its  past  trans- 
actions, and  also  to  pay  for  permanent  improvements  and  permanent  additions  to  the 
leased  premises,  and  to  an  amount  or  amounts  sufficient  for  any  and  all  of  these  pur- 
poses, whenever  requested  by  vote  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Lessee,  provided  that 
such  purposes  shall  be  approved  by  the  directors  of  the  Lessor,  and  will  deliver  such 
shares  and  bonds  to  the  Lessee  to  be  used  for  the  said  purposes,  and  will  also  issue 
bonds  whenever  so  requested  for  the  purpose  of  renewing  or  refunding  its  existing 
bonds,  or  any  bonds  hereafter  issued  under  these  presents.  And  none  of  the  said 
shares  or  bonds  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  par.  All  such  bonds  shall  be  secured  by 
mortgage  of  all  the  property  of  the  railway  company  on  terms  similar  to  those  con- 
tained in  the  mortgage  hereinbefore  mentioned,  except  so  far  as  they  may  be  A'aried 
with  the  approval  of  the  directors  of  both  of  the  said  companies,  and  the  Lessee  shall 
concur  in  any  such  mortgage  to  the  extent  of  its  estate  hereby  acquired.  And  any 
benefits  from  reduced  rates  of  interest  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease,  consequent 
upon  such  renewal  or  refunding,  shall  enure  to  the  benefit  of  the  Lessee,  and  any  pre- 
mium obtained  from  the  sale  of  bonds  of  the  Lessor  so  issued  to  renew  or  refund  its 
bonds  shall  be  used  to  provide  permanent  improvements  and  permanent  additions  to 
the  leased  premises,  except  such  as  are  herein  required  to  be  provided  by  the  Lessee. 
And  the  Lessor  agrees  that  its  directors  and  stockholders  shall  pass  all  votes  and  make 
all  applications  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  or  other  authority,  and  take 
any  other  steps  that  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  issue  stock  or  bonds  as  herein  pro- 
vided. And  the  Lessor  covenants  that  it  will  not  issue  any  stock  or  bonds  without  the 
express  request  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Lessee. 
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13.  The  Lessor  and  Lessee  mutually  covenant  that  there  shall  forthwith  be  made  a 
full  and  complete  inventory  and  appraisal  of  the  land,  buildings,  tracks,  overhead  con- 
struction, rolling  stock,  equipment  and  all  other  property  of  every  nature  and  descrip- 
tion demised  by  this  lease,  a  copy  of  which  inventory  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Lessor 
and  also  to  the  Lessee,  and  the  same  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  in  any  and  all  cases 
in  which  the  question  of  the  condition  and  value  of  the  said  property  at  the  time  of 
making  this  lease  shall  arise  between  them.  The  said  inventory  and  appraisal  shall  be 
made  at  the  expense  of  the  Lessee  by  two  disinterested  persons,  one  selected  by  the 
Lessor  and  one  by  the  Lessee,  who  in  case  of  any  disagreement  may  choose  a  third,  and 
the  decision  of  a  majority  shall  be  final.  And  all  the  rolling  stock  of  the  Lessor  shall 
at  the  like  expense  be  marked  with  its  name,  so  that  the  same  can  be  identified,  but  this 
provision  shall  not  prevent  the  Lessee  from  marking  the  same  with  its  own  name.  On 
the  termination  of  this  lease,  whether  by  lapse  of  time  or  otherwise,  a  like  inventory 
and  appraisal  shall  be  made  of  all  the  property  then  surrendered  by  the  Lessee  to  the 
Lessor,  and  if  the  property  surrendered  is  thus  found  to  be  of  greater  value  than  the 
appraised  value  at  the  commencement  of  the  lease,  with  the  addition  of  a  sum  equal  to 
all  amounts  of  money  received  by  the  Lessee  from  the  issue  of  shares  of  stock  and 
bonds  of  the  Lessor  (excepting  the  principal  of  bonds  issued  to  retire  the  said  floating 
debt  and  of  renewal  and  refunding  bonds  and  excepting  the  principal  of  any  bonds  of 
the  Lessor  that  shall  be  paid  off  by  the  Lessee),  the  difference  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Lessor  to  the  Lessee  in  money  within  one  year  from  the  termination  of  this  lease  with 
interest  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent,  per  annum  from  such  termination  until  the  time  of 
payment.  And,  if  the  property  surrendered  is  of  less  value  than  the  appraised  value  at 
the  commencement  of  this  lease  and  the  said  sum  received  from  stock  and  bonds  as 
aforesaid,  the  difiference  shall  be  paid  by  the  Lessee  to  the  Lessor  in  money  within  the 
same  time  and  with  the  like  interest.  And  the  Lessor  and  its  agents  shall  be  at  liberty 
at  reasonable  times  to  enter  upon  the  leased  premises  and  inspect  the  same,  and  the 
Lessee  shall  afford  all  proper  facilities  therefor. 

14.  This  lease  is  upon  condition  that  if  the  Lessee,  its  successors  or  assigns  shall 
fail  to  make  any  semi-annual  payment  of  rent  as  hereinbefore  stipulated  or  any  part 
thereof  or  shall  fail  to  pay  the  interest  of  the  said  bonds  in  accordance  with  its  agree- 
ment, or  to  perform  and  observe  any  of  its  other  covenants  or  agreements  herein  con- 
tained, and  such  default  continues  for  one  month  after  written  notice  thereof  from  the 
Lessor  to  the  Lessee,  or  if  the  estate  hereby  granted  or  possession  of  the  premises  or 
any  part  thereof  shall  be  taken  from  the  Lessee  by  legal  proceedings  or  the  appointment 
of  a  receiver,  or  if  the  Lessee  or  its  successors  or  assigns  shall  assign  or  underlet  the 
said  premises  or  any  part  thereof  without  the  assent  of  the  Lessor  on  each  occasion  in 
writing,  and  notwithstanding  any  assent  or  waiver  on  any  prior  occasion,  then  and  in 
any  of  the  said  cases,  and  without  any  other  notice  or  demand,  the  Lessor  may  there- 
upon re-enter  upon  the  demised  premises  or  any  part  thereof  in  the  name  of  the  whole, 
and  the  same  have  and  possess  as  of  its  former  estate  without  prejudice  to  its  right  of 
action  for  arrears  of  rent  or  breach  of  covenant,  and  upon  such  entry  the  said  term 
shall  end. 

15.  The  notes  printed  in  the  margin  of  these  presents  are  not  a  part  thereof  and 
shall  not  be  regarded  in  determining  any  questions  relating  to  the  construction  or  inter- 
pretation of  any  of  the  provisions  thereof.

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LEASE    TO    THE    HUDSON,    PELHAM    &    SALEM    ELECTRIC    RAILWAY 
COMPANY  OF    THE   LOWELL  &   PELHAM   STREET  RAILWAY. 

This  Indenture,  made  this  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  1904,  toy  and  between 
the  Lowell  &  Pelham  Street  Railway  Company,  incorporated  by  and  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  (hereinafter  called  the  Lessor),  of  the  one  part,  and 
the  Hudson,  Pelham  &  Salem  Electric  Railway  Company,  incorporated  by  and 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  (hereinafter  called  the  Lessee),  of  the 
other  part, 

WITNESSETH,  that  the  Lessor  doth  hereby  lease  unto  the  Lessee  all  and  singular  its 
railways,  lands,  franchises  and  other  property  of  every  description  now  owned,  or  here- 
after to  be  acquired,  together  with  all  the  rights,  privileges,  easements  and  appurte- 
nances thereunto  belonging,  including  the  right  to  demand  and  receive  to  the  Lessee's 
own  use  all  tolls,  rents,  revenues,  income  and  profits  of  the  demised  premises,  excepting 
from  the  said  premises  all  cash,  cheques,  bills,  notes  and  moneys  now  due  to  the 
Lessor,  and  its  common  seal  and  books  of  record  and  account, 

To  HAVE  AND  TO  HOLD  the  Same  unto  the  Lessee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for 
the  term  of  twenty-five  years  from  the  day  of  the  date  hereof.  Subject  however  to  the 
mortgage  hereinafter  described. 

1.  The  Lessor  covenants  that  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease  it  will  maintain

ments as  may  be  necessary  to  transfer  its  titles  therein  to  the  vendee,  and  will  cause 
such  votes  to  be  passed  by  its  shareholders  and  directors  as  may  be  necessary ;  pro- 
vided that  the  proceeds  of  any  such  sale,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  mortgage 
hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  be  applied  to  the  substitution  of  property  of  equal  value  to 
that  sold,  or  shall  be  expended  to  increase  the  value  of  other  property  hereby  demised, 
as  the  directors  of  the  Lessor  shall  approve,  and  the  Lessee  agrees  so  to  apply  or  ex- 
pend the  proceeds.  And  the  Lessee  may  with  the  approval  of  the  directors  of  the 
Lessor,  subject  to  the  said  mortgage,  pull  down,  alter  and  repair  buildings  and  struc- 
tures, and  change  the  location  or  position  of  the  lines  of  rails,  but  shall  replace  any 
buildings  or  structures  pulled  down  in  whole  or  in  part  with  permanent  improvements 
of  as  great  value.  And  the  Lessee  shall  be  at  liberty,  without  any  such  approval  or 
concurrence  as  aforesaid,  subject  to  the  mortgage,  to  use  and  consume  fuel  and  sup- 
plies, and  to  replace  any  of  the  rails,  rolling  stock,  equipment,  machinery  and  tools 
comprised  in  this  lease  with  others,  and  to  sell  such  of  them  as  shall  have  been  replaced 
or  worn  out  as  it  may  think  fit,  and  without  any  obligation  on  the  part  of  any  purchaser 
to  ascertain  the  occurrence  of  the  event  in  which  any  such  last-mentioned  sale  is 
authorized. 

4.  In  consideration  of  the  premises  the  Lessee  covenants  with  the  Lessor,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  shareholders  tor  the  time  being  of  the  Lessor,  to  pay  to  the  said  share- 
holders respectively,  as  and  for  rent  hereunder,  a  semi-annual  dividend  of  two  per  cent, 
on  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Lessor  lawfully  issued  and  from  time  to  time 
outstanding  to  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $40,000,  and  a  like  dividend  upon 
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any  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Lessor  lawfully  issued  in  excess  of  the  said  prin- 
cipal amount  of  S40,000,  for  the  purposes  and  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  the 
said  dividends  to  be  paid  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July  in  each  year  during 
the  term  of  this  lease  to  the  persons  registered  as  holders  of  the  said  shares  on  the 
tenth  day  next  preceding  each  day  for  the  payment  of  such  dividend,  the  first  payment 
to  be  made  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1904 ;  and  in  case  this  lease  is  terminated  at  any 
time  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  1929  a  proportionate  part  of  such 
semi-annual  dividend  to  be  paid  for  the  portion  unelapsed  of  the  half  j'ear  to  the 
then  registered  holders  of  the  said  shares.  And  such  payments  of  dividends  shall  be 
free  and  clear  of  all  other  charges,  expenses  and  payments  to  be  made  or  incurred 
under  the  provisions  hereof.  And  an  agreement  for  the  payment  of  the  said  dividends 
by  the  Lessee  shall  be  indorsed  upon  the  certificates  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Lessor 
under  the  common  seal  of  the  Lessee,  signed  by  its  duly  authorized  officer,  and  shall 
be  substantially  in  the  following  form : 

"  The  Hudson,  Pelham  &  Salem  Electric  Railway  Company  having  taken  a  lease 
of  the  railways,  properties  and  franchises  of  the  Lowell  &  Pelham  Street  Railway 
Company  for  twenty-five  years  from  the  first  of  January,  1904,  upon  the  terms  (among 
others)  of  paying  a  semi-annual  dividend  of  two  per  cent,  on  the  shares  of  the  last- 
mentioned  company  on  the  first  of  January  and  July  in  every  year  during  the  continu- 
ance of  the  said  lease  to  the  persons  registered  as  holders  of  the  said  shares  on  the  tenth 
day  preceding  each  such  dividend  day,  and  of  entering  into  this  agreement  in  consider- 
ation thereof  agrees  with  the  said  registered  holder  of  the  within-mentioned  shares  to 
pay  the  said  dividends  accordingly  and  to  enter  into  a  like  agreement  with  every  holder 
of  the  said  shares  to  whom  a  new  certificate  shall  be  issued,  and  to  indorse  such  agree- 
ment upon  every  such  certificate.  Witness  the  common  seal  of  the  Hudson,  Pelham  & 
Salem  Electric  Railway  Company  and  the  signature  of  its  duly  authorized  officer  the 
day  of  19    ." 

5.  The  Lessee  covenants  and  agrees  to  pay  as  and  for  further  rent  hereunder  all 
interest  that  may  be  due  or  that  may  become  due  during  the  term  of  this  lease  upon 
such  of  the  floating  debt  of  the  Lessor  existing  at  the  date  of  the  execution  of  this 
lease  (the  particulars  of  which  are  contained  in  a  schedule  of  even  date  herewith  and 
signed  by  the  respective  Presidents  of  the  Lessor  and  Lessee),  and  upon  such  of  the 
floating  debt  of  the  Lessor  that  may  hereafter  exist  for  or  on  account  of  any  past  acts 
or  transactions  of  the  Lessor,  as  shall  not  be  capitalized  by  the  issue  of  stock  or  funded 
by  the  issue  of  bonds  of  the  Lessor  during  the  term  of  this  lease  in  the  manner  herein- 
after provided. 

6.  The  Lessee  covenants  to  perform  and  observe  all  the  covenants  and  agreements 
of  the  Lessor  contained  in  its  mortgage  to  the  New  York  Security  and  Trust  Company, 
dated  the  first  day  of  January,  1903,  for  purpose  of  reference  in  the  bonds  thereby 
secured,  and  also  as  and  for  further  rent  hereunder  the  Lessee  agrees  to  assume  and 
pay  the  interest  and  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  bonds  to  the 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  $40,000  secured  by  the  said  mortgage,  and  also  to 
assume  and  agree  to  pay  the  interest  payable  during  the  said  term  of  all  bonds  issued 
or  to  be  issued  in  pursuance  hereof  and  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  all 
such  bonds  payable  during  the  said  term.  And  an  agreement  by  the  Lessee  for  such 
payment  shall  be  indorsed  upon  the  said  bonds  under  the  common  seal  of  the  Lessee, 
signed  by  its  duly  authorized  officer.  And  in  case  the  said  agreement  relates  to  the 
payment  of  interest  and  the  guaranty  of  the  principal  of  the  said  bonds  it  shall  be  sub- 
stantially in  the  following  form  : 

"  The  Hudson,  Pelham  &  Salem  Electric  Railway  Company  having  taken  a  lease 
dated  the  first  day  of  January,  1904,  of  the  railways,  properties  and  franchises  of  the 
maker  of  this  bond  upon  the  terms  (among  others)  of  paying  the  interest  and  of  guar- 
anteeing the  payment  of  the  principal  thereof,  and  of  entering  into  this  agreement  in 
consideration  thereof,  agrees  with  the  bearer,  or,  if  registered,  with  the  registered  owner 
for  the  time  being  of  this  bond  (such  holder  waiving  none  of  the  obligations  of  the 
maker),  to  pay  the  interest  and  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  the  principal  thereof  as 
the  same  become  payable  respectively.    Witness  the  common  seal  of  the  said  Hudson, 
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Pelham  &  Salem  Electric  Railway  Company  and  the  signature  of  its  duly  authorized 
officer  the  of  ,19    ." 

But  in  case  the  said  agreement  relates  merely  to  the  payment  of  interest  up  to  the 
end  of  the  term  of  this  lease  it  shall  be  in  the  following  form  : 

"  The  Hudson,  Pelham  &  Salem  Electric  Railway  Company  having  taken  a  lease 
dated  the  first  day  of  January,  1904,  of  the  railways,  properties  and  franchises  of  the 
maker  of  this  bond  upon  the  terms  (among  others)  of  paying  the  interest  thereof  pay- 
able during  the  term  of  the  said  lease  and  of  entering  into  this  agreement  in  considera- 
tion thereof,  agrees  with  the  bearer,  or,  if  registered,  with  the  registered  owner  for  the 
time  being  of  this  bond  (such  holder  waiving  none  of  the  obligations  of  the  maker),  to 
pay  the  interest  thereof  accruing  during  the  term  of  the  said  lease  as  the  same  becomes 
payable  respectively.  Witness  the  common  seal  of  the  said  Hudson,  Pelham  &  Salem 
Electric  Railway  Company  and  the  signature  of  its  duly  authorized  officer  the 
of  ,  19    ." 

And  the  Lessee  covenants  to  cancel  and  destroy  all  coupons  for  the  said  interest 
upon  any  of  the  said  bonds  as  and  when  the  said  coupons  are  paid  by  the  Lessee. 

7.  The  Lessee  covenants  to  pay  all  franchise  and  other  taxes,  charges  and  assess- 
ments whatsoever  lawfully  assessed  upon  or  in  respect  of  the  leased  premises  or  any 
part  thereof  during  the  term  of  this  lease,  including  those  assessed  during  the  year  1904. 

8.  The  Lessee  covenants  to  insure  and  keep  insured  such  parts  of  the  premises  as 
are  of  an  insurable  nature  for  such  sums  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  reasonably  pro- 
tect the  same  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire  and  to  exhibit  to  the  Lessor  or  its  agents 
the  policies  whenever  reasonablj^  requested,  and  all  sums  received  by  virtue  of  any  such 
insurance  shall  be  applied  to  making  good  the  loss  and  damage,  and  so  that  all  such 
insurance  shall  be  in  accordance  with  such  or  the  like  provisions  as  are  contained  in  the 
said  mortgage  during  the  continuance  of  such  mortgage  or  of  any  such  future  mortgage 
of  the  premises  as  is  hereinafter  mentioned. 

9.  The  Lessee  covenants  to  keep  the  said  railway  and  other  leased  property  in  as 
good  repair,  order  and  condition  as  at  the  inception  of  this  lease,  and  to  replace  all  such 
rails,  rolling  stock,  equipment,  machinery  and  tools  as  may  be  worn  out,  and  to  mark 
with  the  name  of  the  Lessor  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided  all  rolling  stock  used 
to  replace  any  comprised  in  this  lease.  And  at  the  termination  of  the  lease  to  surrender 
the  leased  premises  and  all  property  added  thereto  or  substituted  therefor  in  like  good 
repair,  order  and  condition. 

10.  The  Lessee  covenants  to  save  the  Lessor  harmless  from  all  actions,  suits,  pro- 
ceedings, claims,  damages  and  expense  on  account  of  anything  that  has  already  hap- 
pened, or  by  reason  of  any  acts  or  omissions  of  the  Lessee  in  the  management  or  use  of 
the  leased  premises  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease,  and  at  its  own  expense  to 
defend  all  actions,  suits  and  proceedings  already  or  to  be  hereafter  brought  against  the 
Lessor  or  the  leased  property  on  account  of  any  such  matter,  and  to  pay  all  sums 
recovered  as  damages  or  costs  in  any  such  action,  suitor  proceeding. 

11.  The  Lessee  covenants  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  to  maintain,  work  and  use 
the  leased  railway  and  property  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  and  all  lawful  orders  of  State  and  local  boards  or  other  officials  charged 
with  the  protection  of  public  interest ;  to  make  all  returns  and  perform  all  obligations 
lawfully  required  of  any  person  or  company  operating  a  street  railwaj^  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts ;  to  furnish  all  information  necessary  to  enable  the  Lessor  to 
make  all  returns  and  perform  all  obligations  required  of  it  under  the  laws  of  the  said. 
Commonwealth ;  and  generally  to  perform  the  public  service  in  as  satisfactory  a  man- 
ner as  could  be  required  or  secured  were  the  railway  maintained  and  operated  by  the 
Lessor.  And  the  Lessee  further  covenants  to  furnish  all  cars,  equipment  and  apparatus 
of  every  description  required  for  the  due  use  and  working  of  said  railway  in  addition  to 
the  property  hereby  demised. 

12.  The  Lessor  covenants  that  it  will  issue,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  as  requii-ed  by  law  or  in  accordance  with  existing  laws  and  at 
the  expense  of  the  Lessee,  additional  shares  or  bonds,  or  both,  for  the  purpose  of  rais- 
ing money  to  pay  the  principal  of  the  existing  floating  debt  of  the  Lessor  (the  particu- 
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lars  of  which  are  contained  in  the  said  schedule  of  even  date  herewith),  as  well  as  the 
principal  of  such  floating  debt  of  the  Lessor  as  may  hereafter  exist  on  account  of  its 
past  transactions,  and  also  to  pay  for  permanent  improvements  and  permanent  addi- 
tions to  the  leased  premises,  and  to  an  amount  or  amounts  sufficient  for  any  and  all  of 
these  purposes,  whenever  requested  by  vote  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Lessee,  pro- 
vided that  such  purposes  shall  be  approved  by  the  directors  of  the  Lessor,  and  will 
deliver  such  shares  and  bonds  to  the  Lessee  to  be  used  for  the  said  purposes,  and  will 
also  issue  bonds  whenever  so  requested  for  the  purpose  of  renewing  or  refunding  its 
existing  bonds,  or  any  bonds  hei'eafter  issued  under  these  presents.  And  none  of  the 
said  shares  or  bonds  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  par.  All  such  bonds  shall  be  secured 
by  mortgage  of  all  the  property  of  the  railway  company  on  terms  similar  to  those  con- 
tained in  the  mortgage  hereinbefore  mentioned,  except  so  far  as  they  may  be  varied 
with  the  approval  of  the  directors  of  both  of  the  said  companies,  and  the  Lessee  shall 
concur  in  any  such  mortgage  to  the  extent  of  its  estate  hereby  acquired.  And  any 
benefits  from  reduced  rates  of  interest  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease,  consequent 
upon  such  renewal  or  refunding,  shall  enure  to  the  benefit  of  the  Lessee,  and  any 
premium  obtained  from  the  sale  of  bonds  of  the  Lessor  so  issued  to  renew  or  refund  its 
bonds  shall  be  used  to  provide  permanent  improvements  and  permanent  additions  to 
the  leased  premises,  except  such  as  are  herein  required  to  be  provided  by  the  Lessee. 
And  the  Lessor  agrees  that  its  directors  and  stockholders  shall  pass  all  votes  and  make 
all  applications  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  or  other  authority,  and  take 
any  other  steps  that  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  issue  stock  or  bonds  as  herein  pro- 
vided. And  the  Lessor  covenants  that  it  will  not  issue  any  stock  or  bonds  without  the 
express  request  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Lessee. 

13.  The  Lessor  and  Lessee  mutually  covenant  that  there  shall  forthwith  be  made  a 
full  and  complete  inventory  and  appraisal  of  the  land,  buildings,  tracks,  overhead  con- 
struction, rolling  stock,  equipment  and  all  other  property  of  everj'^  nature  and  descrip- 
tion demised  by  this  lease,  a  copy  of  which  inventory  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Lessor 
and  also  to  the  Lessee,  and  the  same  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  in  any  and  all  cases 
in  which  the  question  of  the  condition  and  value  of  the  said  property  at  the  time  of 
making  this  lease  shall  arise  between  them.  The  said  inventory  and  appraisal  shall  be 
made  at  the  expense  of  the  Lessee  by  two  disinterested  persons,  one  selected  by  the 
Lessor  and  one  by  the  Lessee,  who  in  case  of  any  disagreement  may  choose  a  third, 
and  the  decision  of  a  majority  shall  be  final.  And  all  the  rolling  stock  of  the  Lessor 
shall  at  the  like  expense  be  marked  with  its  name,  so  that  the  same  can  be  identified, 
but  this  provision  shall  not  prevent  the  Lessee  from  marking  the  same  with  its  own 
name.  On  the  termination  of  this  lease,  whether  by  lapse  of  time  or  otherwise,  a  like 
inventory  and  appraisal  shall  be  made  of  all  the  property  then  surrendered  by  the 
Lessee  to  the  Lessor,  and  if  the  property  surrendered  is  thus  found  to  be  of  greater 
value  than  the  appraised  value  at  the  commencement  of  the  lease,  with  the  addition  of 
a  sum  equal  to  all  amounts  of  money  received  by  the  Lessee  from  the  issue  of  shares 
of  stock  and  bonds  of  the  Lessor  (excepting  the  principal  of  bonds  issued  to  retire  the 
said  floating  debt  and  of  renewal  and  refunding  bonds  and  excepting  the  principal  of 
any  bonds  of  the  Lessor  that  shall  be  paid  off"  by  the  Lessee),  the  difference  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Lessor  to  the  Lessee  in  money  within  one  year  from  the  termination  of  this 
lease  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent,  per  annum  from  such  termination  until  the 
time  of  payment.  And,  if  the  property  surrendered  is  of  less  value  than  the  appraised 
value  at  the  commencement  of  this  lease  and  the  said  sum  received  from  stock  and 
bonds  as  aforesaid,  the  difference  shall  be  paid  by  the  Lessee  to  the  Lessor  in  money 
within  the  same  time  and  with  the  like  interest.  And  the  Lessor  and  its  agents  shall 
be  at  liberty  at  reasonable  times  to  enter  upon  the  leased  premises  and  inspect  the  same, 
and  the  Lessee  shall  afford  all  proper  facilities  therefor. 

14.  This  lease  is  upon  condition  that  if  the  Lessee,  its  successors  or  assigns  shall 
fail  to  make  any  semi-annual  payment  of  rent  as  hereinbefore  stipulated  or  any  part 
thereof  or  shall  fail  to  pay  the  interest  of  the  said  bonds  in  accordance  with  its  agreement, 
or  to  perform  and  observe  any  of  its  other  covenants  or  agreements  herein  contained, 
and  such  default  continues  for  one  month  after  written  notice  thereof  from  the  Lessor 
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to  the  Lessee,  or  if  the  estate  hereby  granted  or  possession  of  the  premises  or  any  part 
hereof  shall  be  taken  from  the  Lessee  by  legal  proceedings  or  the  appointment  of  a 
treceiver,  or  if  the  Lessee  or  its  successors  or  assigns  shall  assign  or  underlet  the  said 
premises  or  any  part  thereof  without  the  assent  of  the  Lessor  on  each  occasion  in  writ- 
ing, and  notwithstanding  any  assent  or  waiver  on  any  prior  occasion,  then  and  in  any 
of  the  said  cases,  and  without  any  other  notice  or  demand,  the  Lessor  may  thereupon 
re-enter  upon  the  demised  premises  or  any  part  thereof  in  the  name  of  the  whole,  and 
the  same  have  and  possess  as  of  its  former  estate  without  prejudice  to  its  right  of  action 
for  arrears  of  rent  or  breach  of  covenant,  and  upon  such  entry  the  said  term  shall  end. 

15.  The  notes  printed  in  the  margin  of  these  presents  are  not  a  part  thereof  and 
shall  not  be  regarded  in  determining  any  questions  relating  to  the  construction  or  inter- 
pretation of  any  of  the  provisions  thereof.
